DEPOSITIONS. 

County of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of Michael Canny, of the City of Limerick, who 
being duly sworn saith, that 1 am a Publican in Limerick. 1 recollect last Thursday the 
22d July last; about Seven or Eight o’Clock on that Morning I was walking down Mary 
Street in the front of my own House; when I reached Thomond Gate I saw there a 
Half a Score of Men, Women, and Children; there was, I believe, from Five to Six 
Jaunting Cars there. The Police Barracks is right iu front of the Corner of the Society 
House; it was a Temperance House; just right in front of this 1 saw the Cars and People. 
I was speaking to Two Persons that was in that House ; I recollect their Names, James 
Frost and Laurence Frost. I saw a Man of the Name of Goggin there; I do not know 
his Christian Name, but I would know him again. I saw another Man there also, whom 
I have since learned to be Mr. Keane. Mr. Delmege next came up; he is a young Man; 
I saw him in Court here To-day. He was accompanied on the morning of the 22d of July 
by an Escort of Soldiers; they were Foot Soldiers; they were in a Long Car; they came 
off the Car at the Place mentioned; they fell in Two deep at the Right-hand Side when 
they got off the Car. I heard Directions given to them; the Directions were given by 
Mr. Delmige first; in consequence of the Directions given by Mr. Delmige, the Soldiers 
loaded ; saw the Soldiers load. Between the Police Barracks and Alderman Mulcahy s Gate 
this loading took place ; this Place is within the Borough of Limerick. The Officer there 
gave the Word of Command to fix Bayonets. After this the Officer turned round to 
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Mr. Delmige, ami said, I am ready now, Sir. I do not know the Officer s Name. 
Mr. Delmige then said to the Officer, Go forward, and get them out The Serjeant then 
stepped forward and shook the Door. A Private stepped np along with him, and punched 
the Door Three Times with the Butt of his Musket ; this was the wrong Door. He wont 
to another, which was opened without Force; the Men that were inside came out; 1 do 
recollect the Two Frosts before-mentioned were amongst the Number; they got into a 
covered Car when thev came out. 1 saw Arms ill Mr. Delmige s Hand ; it nee a Pistol, 
like A Man of the Name of Costelloe muttered something, which I could not heal, to 
Mr. Delmige ; upon which Mr. Delmige told him, 1 have you, my Lad, you had better be 
quiet, or if you don't I shall give you the Contents of this; and added, ie had your 
Election, Bo«, and it is Time we should have oars now, or we wi 1 have Blood first. I 
see Mr. Delmige in Court. A Man whom I did not then know, but whom I have since 
learned to he Mr. Keane from Ennis, was also armed. There was no Excitement oi 
Disorder at Thomond Gate. 



Cross-examined b, Mr. Graydon.— 1 was a Soldier for Five Years and Six Months ; I was 
discharged for ill Health. I heard no shouting at Thomond Gate. I saw a Man hit a Stick 
against the Ground. I did not see a Stone thrown, nor heard of any Stone being thrown. 
I remained amongst the Crowd after the Military went away. 



Cross-examined by Mr. BlackaU.— I have no Prejudice against Mr Delmige ; this is not 
the first Time I have appeared as Witness against him. I heard there were Sixteen or 
Seventeen Voters in the House ; 1 heard some Talk of their being brought there by horce, 
and did not see Men guarding the Voters there. There was no Confusion m Mary Street. 
I cannot account for how many Hundred People were around the Society House. When 
the Orders were given to load, Mr. Delmige did not ask the People to separate before 
he ordered the Soldiers to load; I was quite close to him all the Time. I did not hear 
any of the Voters inside call upon the Gentlemen outside not to leave the Place until 
they would get them out. I did not hear the Officer ask Mr. Delmige should they load ; 
Mr. Delmige ordered the Word “Load I believe I afterwards heard the Officer give the 
Word. I saw only One Stick amongst the People, which was not a large or small one. 



Re-examined by Mr. Coffy.—l do not believe there were Three hundred Persons assembled, 
including Soldiers, Carmen, and all.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of Jeremiah Tierney, of the City of Limerick, 
who being sworn saitli.that I occasionally drive a Coach. I remember the 22d of July last; 

I was employed that Day ; the Agent of the Coach Office gave me my Directions, and I 
came on that Morning to the Welsly Bridge, from which Place I had Nineteen Soldiers 
with me on a huge Car with Four Horses ; these were Soldiers of the Thirty-first Foot. 
There were other Soldiers there. After proceeding about Two Miles on the Ennis Road 
we met young Mr. Keane, who lives about Ennis; there was another Gentleman on the 
Car with Mr. Keane, whom I did not know. Mr. Keane and Mr. Delmige had some Con- 
versation. Mr. Delmige gave me Orders to return back again ; he accompanied me back ; 
he was on a private Car of his own. I went to Thomond Gate by the Poor-house; the 
Nineteen Soldiers of the Thirty-first were with me; they were on my Car; there were no 
other Soldiers on my Car. 1 stopped at Thomond Gate by Mr. Delmige’s Directions; he 
gave me no further Directions but to stop. After the Soldiers got off the Car they were 
directed by their Officer to fall in. I then saw them prime and load, and fix Bayonets; 
Orders were given to them to do so ; I lieai d the Captain ordering to do so first; the Captain 
and Mr. Delmige were together when the Orders were given, at a Distance from me ; the 
Guns were then capped. I saw them go to a Door, and try to break it in ; they left that 
Door and came to another, which was opened for them without much Trouble, after they hit 
it with the Butt-end of their Guns. There did People come out then, and got into some 
empty Cars ; none of them got on my Car, except the Military. I drove on then ; my Car 
was first. I had Nineteen Soldiers on it, and Two Officers sat on Mr. Delmige’s Car. I think 
there were about Twenty Cars, besides a large Omnibus and another large Car. There were 
•Soldiers on otiier Cars besides mine ; I think about Forty-two Soldiers altogether. There 
was no Resistance to the Voters getting on the Car. I saw no Blow struck, or Stones 
thrown, nor rioting. There were some Women and Boys ; I saw no Blows struck by them. 
There was no rioting amonst these People, I did not see the Military insulted. The 
Police Barrack was about Two Perches from where I started with the Voters ; the Police 
Seijeant was there; if there had been any rioting the Police Serjeant should have heard it. 
It was after the Military loading that I first saw the Police Serjeant; I was driving the 
Car. Nothing occurred there to cause me any Alarm. I saw no attempt to interrupt the 
Soldiers in their Duty; but I do not know what Orders they got. 1 started immediately 
after the Men getting up on the Cars ; Mr. Delmige gave me the Orders to start ; I see 

him 
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him in Court; I was told to obey no Orders but his; he was behind me with the 
Officers. I joined the rest of the Military about Two Miles on the Ennis Road. I stopped 
outside the Village at Mr. Flannery’s, of Sixmilebridge, which was the first Stop, except 
waiting for the other Car. There was no Obstruction offered to us on the Road in any way. 
The Soldiers on my Car had their Guns capped ; I told the Soldier that was sitting at 
my Right-hand Side to take off the Cap for fear the Whip would touch it; the Muzzle 
was turned towards me; the Hammer was on Half-cock, to the best of my Belief; and when 
the Serjeant directed him to lower the Hammer, and turn away the Muzzle, he did so. I 
heard One Soldier on the Car say, that he hoped they would get some Provocation to dis- 
charge their Pieces before they would have to draw them, or Words to that Effect ; that 
Remark was not addressed to me ; this occurred between Mr. O’Brien’s Gate and the Cross 
of Cratloe. The Soldiers got off the Cars outside Flannery’s ; the Soldiers that got off my 
Car went off in front ; to the best of my Belief the other Soldiers went to the Rear, and 
some to the Sides of the Cars. I then lost sight of them. They came up towards the 
Village of Sixmilebridge. I heard the first Shot fired within Five or Ten Minutes after 
this ;°my Horses were not unharnessed when I heard them; I heard Four or Five Shots 
fired first, then in a Minute or Two some more. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gray don . — I am Twenty-two Years in the Employment of Messrs. 
Talbot and Fogarty. I am a Porter in the Office, and sometimes Driver. When we returned 
to Thomond Gate there were between Thirty or Forty People there. I cannot swear that 
any Soldier had a Cap on his Musket. Leaving Thomond Gate, they unfixed their 
Bayonets before they got on the Car. I was on the Front Car. I am not sure as to the 
precise Word I heard the Soldier use. I swear it was Provocation. I am noL sure whether 
it- was Provocation, Cause, or Reason, but I believe it was Reason ; I understand ail as 
meaning the same. I do not know which Soldier used the Word; I thought at the Time 
it was a Joke. I am not sure that the Cap was on the Nipple of the Soldier s Gun when 
the Serjeant desired him to put the Hammer down on it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kami /. — I heal'd no Orders st all given by Mr. Delmige in Limerick, 
but saw him trying to disperse die People with his Hand ; I could not hear him 8 P e ‘ k ‘“o 
to them, but lie appeared to be expostulating with them, and they moved back I did not 
hear Mr. Delmige ordering the Charges to be drawn. 1 know Michael Canny, the last 
Witness ; I did not see him in the Crowd; he might have been in it without my noticing 
him I saw no Person near Mr. Delmige but Mr. Keane. If Michael Canny had been 
there I think I should have seen him. I do not think he was standing where Mn D o' m ‘« e > 
Mr. Keane, and the Officer were, but he might be convenient to them. Mr. Keane and 
Mr. Delmige had a Pistol each in their Hand. The nearest Point that the Crowd were to 
them was about a Perch.

County of Clare to wit.—' The Deposition of Robert Percy Douglas of Limerick, Assist- 
ant Adjutant General, who being duly sworn saitb, that I received the Requisition here 
produced from the Aid-de-camp to the General. I communicated with General Flemming, 
showing him that Document, and received Authority from him to act upon it ; which said 
Requisition I now produce, and is in the following Words: — 

« To Colonel Douglas, Adjutant General of Her Majesty’s Forces in Limerick. 

« Sir, — We, the undersigned Magistrates of the Polling District of Sixmilebridge, having 
reason to believe, from Information already received, that a large Body of Freeholders, 
coming from the Limerick Side of this County are likely to be intercepted by a Party 
organized for the Purpose of preventing their coming to the Poll, request that you will be 
pleased to afford an Escort of Military for their Protection on Thursday Morning the 22d 
instant, as the Force quartered here is barely sufficient to preserve Order in the Vicinity of 
this Town. Cars, if required, shall be provided for their Convenience. Given under our 
Hands at Sixmilebridge, this 20th Day of July 1852.

I think the foregoing Document'was handed to me on the 21st July by Captain Flemming, 
who was accompanied^ by Mr. Delmege. I gave all Orders concerning the Troops. The 
Document I now produce is a Copy of the Order which I gave the Troops. 

“ Extract from Garrison Orders. 

“ Limerick, July 21 , 1852. 

“No. 3. — A ! Party, consisting of One Captain, One Subaltern, Two Serjeants, and Forty 
Rank and File of the Thirty-first Regiment, will pvoceed to the Wellesley Bridge in this 
City, at Eight o’Clock a.m. To-morrow, for the Purpose of escorting Electors from hence 
to Sixmilebridge. 

“ The Party will be accompanied by J. Delmige, Esq., J.P. 

“ Conveyance will be provided by the Civil Authorities for the Escort. 

“ The Escort will return in like Manner to Limerick on the Evening of the same Day. 

“The Assistant Quartermaster General will be pleased to furnish the necessary Route for 
this Service. 

“ By Order, 

“ ( A true Copy.) (Signed) R. P. Douglas, 

R. P. Douglas, Lieut. Colonel, Assistant Adjutant General.”

Cross-examined by Mr. Gray don. — The Troops were as a Safeguard for the Purpose of escort- 
ing the Voters to the Polling Place, and their Duty was to protect them at any Cost. In 
case that the Officers or Men allowed any Person given to them in charge to be interfered 
"with, or Violence done to their Person, or taken from them by Force, would have Charges 
preferred against them for gross Neglect of Duty. If the People were taken away from 
the Soldiers against their Will, it would be a Violation of the Safeguard. It is in the 
Discretion of the Commanding Officer to give Orders to load when he pleases. Under 
ordinary Circumstances, when a Magistrate is in command, he is the Person to give Orders 
to load. It is the Practice, when the Muskets have been loaded, to take off’ the Caps. 

Cross-rxumined by Mr. Blackall. — If the Magistrate gives the Order to fire to the Soldiers 
they will not act without the Order of their Officer. If Mr. Delmige ordered the Officer to 
load, he should do so. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — It is the Duty of Soldiers not to allow their Ranks to be 
broken. It is the Duty of the Officer to give Instructions to the Soldiers what to do in 
the Event of a serious Assault upon them, or a Disturbance in the Ranks, or an Ap- 
prehension that the Ranks would be broken. There were Two Serjeants, independent of the 
Two Officers in the Escort to Sixmilebridge. It is the Duty of the Soldiers to take the 
Orders from the Serjeant in case the Officer be not present. Where the Soldiers ap- 
prehend an Attack from a Mob, and a Magistrate being present with a Military Force, it 

is

is the Duty of the Officer to consult with the Magistrate before he acts, and take his In- 
structions from him as to firing. I think that an Escort attacked by Paving Stones would 
be perfectly justified in defending themselves with their Arms under any Circumstances. I 
would not fire indiscriminately. I would not feel justified at firing at a Crowd flying away. 
In all Cases where it is practicable, Soldiers should wait for the Orders of their Officers, 
and the Officers should be directed by the Magistrate. It is usually the Practice for Officers 
to order to fire by Sections, or by One, Two, or Three. It would be a Breach of Military 
Discipline, under ordinary Circumstances, for a Soldier to re-load without Orders. Soldiers 
cannot fire a Second Time without Orders, being under the Command of their Officers. 

2 ^-cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.— If Soldiers areattacked by Stones, and knocked down, 
and impeded in their Duty, it is their Duty to force their Way, and fire, if necessary, 
•but should first try what the Bayonet would do. _ If a Soldier fires without Orders, and 
the same Cause continues for him to do so, it is his Duty to fire again. 

Re- cross-exa mined by Mr. Blackall. — I believe, from all that I heard from several Persons, 
and from official Sources, that Mr. Delmige gave no Orders to fire in the Affray at Six- 
milebridge on the 22d July last; the Officers and Men of the Party have told me so. 

Re-cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.— If an Attempt be made to deprive a Soldier of his 
Arms, or to wrest his Firelock from him, it his Duty to resist to the last Extremity to 
protect himself from being disarmed.

Comb, of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of David John Wilson, of Belvoir in the County 
of Clare, who being sworn saith, that I was a Magistrate of this County, md ' ™ 

last March. I was in this Village on Thursday the 22d July last, about Eight o Clock a.m. 
Tim is One of the Polling Districts fcr the County. I took an Interest m the Election. 

I observed the Demeanor and Behaviour of the People on that Morning. I lemembei 
firing to have taken place on that Day. I never saw People, considering it the Time of a 
contested Election, conduct themselves more peaceably than they did. I have great 
Experience at contested Elections, having seen a great many. I recollect the Uare 
Election of 1828. My Observation refers to the Period from 1813 to tile present. 

I held the Commission of the Peace during several of these contested Elections. I 
was in the Army for a short Time_abo.it Five Years. On the Morning of he 22d 
July I did not observe Sticks with the People ; 1 afterwards saw Sticks befoie 
Firing. From my own Observation I did not consider anything unusual in the Sticks , 
from what I heard from another Gentleman, they did attract my Attention. We lie 
polling in the Court House, and everything was going on quietly. Mr. John Gabbet, J.r. 
came into the Court House; I asked him how Matters were going on abroad he said 
they were very much inclined to use their Oak Sticks. I left the Bench at once, md 
went out to the temporary Police Barracks; this was about Twelve o Clock , it was 
about Three Quarters of an Hour before the Firing. I got a Car- drawn near the Pol ce 
Barrack Door; I got upon it, and I addressed the People; I told them what I bad heard, 
that they were inclined to use their Sticks, that they could not ^bly.do m a gns^ 
Injury, W I looked upon the Defeat of the Tory Cand. date as certam if they wouM 

only preserve the Peace, and declared that if the, broke the Peace I would leave he

other Side. I considered the late Election a peaceably conduced Election, not only as 
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compared with other Elections, but in itself. I was in the Polling Place, through the 
Village, and in the Crowd, but during the latter Part of the Forenoon before the Firing 
I was not in the lower Part of the Village, not lower than Miss Wilson’s Gate; I was not 
towards the Chapel before die Firing. 1 know where O’Brien’s House is. I see O’Brien’s 
House on the Map produced ; it is opposite the Angle of the Court House, a little in 
advance of it. I was frequently during the Day as far as O’Brien’s House. I had a View 
dotfn the Lane ; I observed no Crowd in that Lane ; this is the Lane the Military and 
Cars came up afterwards. There was a large Force of Police in the Village during that 
Day. There was a Stipendiary Magistrate (Mr. Cronan) here that Day ; there was 
Military also, a Company of the Fourteenth, under Captain Dwyer. I saw the Police out 
about the Street; there was One Party of Police stationed under the Windows of the 
Court House, another beyond the Door, and another at the temporary Police Barrack, 
where I put in the Sticks, and the Fourth were at Miss Wilson’s Gate. I see Miss Wil- 
son’s House on the Map. I saw Police there. Persons looking down from her Gate could 
see the Escort passing up by the permanent Police Barrack, where, if the Force was 
coming up through the Town, the Police standing there could see them. The Military 
were drawn up in front of the Court House ; I believe, a Company. There were Police 
and Military at these Intervals through the Village, and in the Morning I saw Police at 
the permanent Barrack. I was out in the Village within Twenty Minutes before the 
Shots were fired. I had Knowledge of what was passing from Miss Wilson’s to O’Brien’s 
Corner during the latter Part of the Forenoon ; the Appearance of the Crowd between 
those Two Points was perfectly peaceable. I saw no Mobs or threatening Masses col- 
lected during that Day. I heard One Shot first on that Day, and another very shortly 
after. Up to that Time I had seen nothing, heard nothing, nor suspected anything that 
could occasion Firing. After hearing the Second Shot, I rushed from the Steps, passed the 
Military and Police that were stationed at the Court House; these were the 14th. I saw 
Military coming from the Lane of the Court House. When I looked up the Village I saw 
no Rioting nor Stone-throwing; I saw some People flying, and heard shouting and crying; 
I saw some People running up the Lodge Road, others towards Miss Wilson’s, and others 
to the Houses opposite the Lane. I saw One Soldier between the Court House and 
O’Brien’s Corner, and out of the Lane, fire with his Musket presented to the House oppo- 
site ; his Back was to the Lane. There were People between that Soldier and the Houses ; 
I saw no Stone thrown by the People in the Direction towards where the Soldier fired. I 
had my Eye on that Spot and Place; I should have seen Stone-throwing or rioting, if such 
took place. I saw the Soldier load, I saw him put his Hand to his Pouch, and I afterwards saw 
him put his Hand to the Muzzle of the Gun ; I could not say I that saw him put a Cartridge, 
but I saw him present again. I saw no rioting between the first and second Shot; it seemed 
to me that a Panic had seized the People ; they were running in all Directions. I do not think 
I left the Spot I was in. I was very excited, and I called out, for God’s sake to stop firing. 
I saw a young Man running round the Corner from the Lane at O’Brien’s, and I saw Three 
Soldiers charging him, and stabbing at him; the Man was running up the Ennis Road. 
Something obstructed him running up, and I got a Glance at his Side Face. The Soldiers 
were running after him. I could not see whether the Stabbing took effect or not; the 
Soldiers were between me and him. I then lost sight of the Man some Time after that, 
and the next Thing I remember to have occurred was a large Van and some Cars drawn 
up near the Court House in front. Mr. Delmege was with them. I said this was horrible 
Work, Mr. Delmege; “Did you give Orders to fire?” He said he had not; that the Soldiers 
fired without Orders. I proceeded round the Corner of the Court House, and there I saw 
in the Lane Four Bodies between dead and dying. I saw Two lying on the Right-hand 
Side, near the Barley Field, and Two more on the Left, near the Potato Field. There 
were large Streams of Blood from these Men. The man on the Right Hand I first saw 
appeared to be dead ; I attempted to raise him. I did not know the Man’s Name. I 
have since heard his Name was Casey ; and the First Man on the Left, I heard his Name 
was Trawley. He had no Sign of Life. I had no personal Knowledge of either. I do 
not know whether the other Men were dead or alive. I returned immediately, and I 
charged Mr. Delmege with being the Cause of it, in consequence of something I heard. 
Mr. Delmege denied it. I was very much excited. I went down the Village afterwards 
at the temporary Barrack, where I put in the Sticks. I saw' the Sign of a Ball, which was 
pointed out to me by a Policeman who was on Duty. There were Two Police there, 
named Maher and Fane, as well as I recollect. The Ball appeared to have struck the 
Plastering outside the Jamb of the Door of the temporary Barrack. The Policeman told 
me that One of them had been nearly shot. They then pointed out to me where another 
Ball had struck the Slates of the same Building. I was then brought across the Streets to 
see a young Man, a Labourer of Mr. Gabbett’s. I did see him. They showed me where 
he had been standing, and showed me where a Ball passed through his Shirt and the 
Collar of his Coat ; I saw the Mark where it passed. I looked into the Barley Field and 
Potato Field. I examined the Condition of these Fields. From the Appearance of these 
Fields large Numbers could not have been collected there. I saw them immediately after 
the Firing, and also on the Sunday following. There could not have been a large Crowd 
in the Lane beside the Cars and Military that were there. The first Man I saw appeared 
to be doubled up. I saw some Stones on the Road, but I saw- none collected. I do not 
feel myself competent to speak of the Necessity of the Firing in the Lane, but I swear 

that 
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that the Conduct of the Military that I saw firing when I went out was unsoldierly and 
inhuman. I feel myself perfectly competent to form an Opinion upon this latter Matter. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon . — T received the Commission of the Peace Twice. I 
resigned last March. My Reason for resigning had nothing whatever to say with the late 
Election. I was acting as Pacificator on this Day. I am a very excitable Man myself; 

I was not excited about the Election until the Day of polling. I said at the Hustings, on 
the Day of Nomination, it would be desirable tha’t Mr. Vandeleur should resign, and said 
that he should be answerable for the Consequences. I cannot say that 1 did not apprehend 
the Shedding of Blood, but I meant the Consequences generally arising from a contested 
Election. I came to Sixmilebridge between Seven and Eight o Clock. There were not 
many People there, and no Sticks. The Demeanour of the People up to the Time of the 
Firing was peaceable, and in consequence of what Mr. Gabbett said I got up the Sticks, 
about°200. I escorted some Voters of Colonel Vandeleur’s through the Crowd. Colonel 
Vandeleur had polled ^olerable Number before the Firing. One of my Reasons for 
apprehending particularExcitement was the Religious Turn Things had taken. There was 
also another Reason why I expected Excitement, which was, that there were particular 
Agents in this Country, who, I heard, intended to force the Voters to support Colonel Van- 
deleur. One of the Consequences of the Religious Turn was, that the Catholic Clergy 
would take an unusual Interest in the Election; that was One of the Reasons why I appre- 
hended particular Excitement and extraordinary Consequences, as opposing the others. 
The Clergy of this Neighbourhood took an active Part in this Election. The Rev. 
Mr. Clune, Mr. M'Mahon, and Mr. Bourke were the Clergymen. I saw them here on 
the Mornin-r 0 f the 22d July. These Clergymen had not, I think, so much Influence as 
I had, in consequence of my being a new Performer. I was asked why I did not take 
Stones from the People as well as the Sticks, and I said that I did not see a Stone in the 
Hands of any Man that Day. I believe the same Influence which induced the People to 
give up their Sticks would have prevented them from Stone-throwing. The Reason I say 
so is, that when I implored the People not to come into Town on the Day of the Inquest 
they obeyed me; and there were not, I think, Twenty People there, exclusive of the 1 eople 
of the Town The ordinary Way for an Escort to come from Limerick to the Court House 
would be by the Church and Miss Wilson’s Corner. If die Mob wanted to meet the 
Military they would station themselves on that Way; if the Military wanted to avoid the 
Mob so stationed, they would come round by the Lane. If I had to escort a Party, I 
would consider it a Disadvantage to take them through a narrow Defile. Upon Consider- 
ation, I think it would be an equal Disadvantage to an Escort to be attacked coming by 
the Church Road as by the Lane. An Escort coming by the Church would be seen by 
the Police from the Quarter at Miss Wilson’s Gate and the permanent Police Barrack. 
The Way they came, they had no View of either Military or Police from the Time they 
passed Dr. Going’s Corner until they came to this, the Court House Corner. I should say 
That the Spot where it is alleged the Military were attacked would be the most favourable 
Spot to do so on that Route. The Military Party, if attacked there, and their Ranks 
broken, and met by a strong Party in front, would be in a dangerous Position. All this 
might have taken place before I left the Court House. The Fourteenth Regiment was all 
this Time in front of the Court House. I did not go down the Lane; the Firing came 
from it. I saw a Number of People flying in all Directions. I could not say how many ; 
there might have been Hundreds in the Lane, and towards the Chapel, without my seeing 
them. I do not think that 200 People could have stood on the Part of the Barley 1-ield 
that was trodden near the Road. The Soldier at the Corner of the Lane was m the Act 
of firing when I saw him, I think his Cap was on, but I am not sure. I saw 1 eople 
running by O’Brien’s Corner. I do not know where they came from ; they must have 
come either from the Lane or from the Corner of the Court House. I saw the Condition 
of the Military. When I went out I saw One Man with a good deal of Blood upon him; 
he was not insensible when I saw him first, which was about Ten Minutes after the Affray; 
I saw him bandaged up afterwards. I saw Marks of Injury on Two others; there were 
Cuts on their Heads. 1 think there was a Third had a Bump on his Head. I think there 
was a Fourth Man had a slight Cut or Scrape on his Cheek. There might have been 
more of the Men injured that I did not see. The injured Men were paraded , ear 
tlie Order given to have them paraded, for the Jury to see them. I saw One Musket that 
had the upper Part of the Stock broken; a Blow of a large Stone would have done it. 
I think there was a Barrel of another Gun with an Indenture on it; tins might have been 
done by a Stone. I think that the Effect of such a Blow upon a Man s Head would 
depend very much upon his being accustomed to it; I say so from an Observation ot 
Colonel Douglas, who said, “I don’t know, Gentlemen, what you here, who are accustomed 
“ to it, may think of it here, hut I assure you that in England we should think it a very 
« serious Matter.” I observed Injuries on the Packs and Accoutrements of the Soldier, 
which were pointed out to me by Colonel Douglas as Injuries receive on t a ^ 

which I considered in some Cases from being in long Use, as the Injuries j'eie a e u * 
Corners. Colonel Douglas did not appear to regard the Occurrence wit l evl }, u 
certainly must say he magnified the Injuries the Soldiers received, and l e ppeaiance o 
Injury on their Knapsacks. I believe the Injuries pointed out to me were some of them 
by Stones; others that were pointed out to me could not have been pio uce v on 
or Violence, as they presented a smooth Surface. I think there was a ac * s oie in - 
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saw a Hat-cap stoved in ; a Stone would have done it. It could have been done by nothing 
but Violence. I think Colonel Douglas pointed out a Bayonet to me as being bent, but 
I do not think I perceived it so. A Shot fired at the Corner of the -Court House could 
strike the Door pointed out by the Policeman, or from a few Feet in the Lane from the 
opposite Angle of the Court House. I cannot say that a Recoil of a Bullet from the 
Ground would or would not produce the Mark pointed out. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee.— It is impossible that the Shot fired from the Lane could 
have hit Mr. Gabbett’s Man, in the Place where he was shown to me, where he was 
standing. 

Examined by Mr. M‘M., Juror.— 1 heard no Orders given to the Soldier who fired. 
Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — I can form no Opinion as to the Number of Persons who 
were in the Lane. I believe there were Six Men dead, and Five or Six wounded. I speak 
of Gun-shot Wounds, except One Bayonet. 

Re-examined by Mr. Graydon. — There were several Shots fired at the Time. I saw the 
Soldier load, cap, and present the second Time, so I cannot swear that he fired the second 
Time. 

Being farther examined by Mr. Graydon. — At the Time that the Knapsacks were pointed 
out to me by Colonel Douglas as being injured, I cannot say whether I did or did not say 
to Colonel Douglas that they were or were not the Effects of Violence. I cannot say 
whether the Shots the Soldier fired took Effect or not. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — But I have no doubt but I did make the Observation about 
my Impression that the Injuries on the Corners of the Knapsacks were the Result of Wear, 
to some Person, either at the Time or soon after, openly. 

I wish to say, in Explanation, that I believe the Fourteenth Regiment were not drawn 
up in front of the Court House until after the Firing.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of John Ganley of the City of Limerick, who 
being sworn saith, that I am an Engineer and Surveyor, and have been so engaged for 
the last Sixteen Years. I made the Map produced ; it is a fair Plan of the Village of 
Sixmilebridge and its Approaches; I checked that Map on the Ground; it correctly 
represents the Ground. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — I copied this Map from the Ordnance Map ; it is on a 
larger Scale than the original Survey ; I viewed the Ground for the Purpose of making 
the Map, and compared it ; I first copied the Map, and then examined the Ground, and 
checked it. This Map does not show the Elevation on each Side of thte Road. I have 
measured the Road ; at the Corner of the Court House Lane it is Twenty-one Feet Two 
Inches ; the upper Corner of the Court House is Twenty-one Feet Eight Inches'; at the 
End of the Bridewell Wall, where the Potato Field commences, is Seventeen Feet Three 
Inches. I measured opposite the upper Tree ; it is there Sixteen Feet ; a little further 
down it is Seventeen Feet Eleven Inches. I next measured where there was a Dungheap; 
the Road there is Twenty Feet, but the Breadth of the Carriage-way from the Dungheap 
is Eleven Feet Seven Inches; the Height of the Dungheap is Two Feet. From the Corner 
of the Court House to the last Point measured is 183 Feet. The Height of the Wall in 
the Barley Field is Five Feet to the Top from the Carriage-road, and from the inner Side 
the Wall is One Foot; it has a strong Coping, projecting very little. The Height of the 
Potato Field Wall inside and outside is Four Feet Six Inches. A Man standing in the 
Barley Field will be standing Four Feet higher than a Man on the Road. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — The Distance from Miss Wilson’s Gate to the Corner of the 
Court House here is 396 Feet ; from the Soldiers’ temporary Barrack to the Corner of 
the Court House is 249 Feet; from the temporary Police Barrack to the Corner of the 
Court House 180 Feet; and the Distance between both Barracks is Ninety Feet. The 
Length of the Potato Field Wall from Point to Point is Ninety-six Feet; the Length of 
the Barley Field Wall is 240 Feet.

he was struck on the Abdomen at the Right Side. I then saw Jeremiah Trawley in a 
House near the Chapel ; he was living when I saw him ; he had a Gun-shot Wound through 
the Left Temple, through which his Brains protruded ; he was living when I saw him, but 
insensible; he was under my Care afterwards; he died on the following Sunday; he never 

recovered 
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recovered his Senses; he died in Newmarket-on-Fergus. I am certain his Name was 
Jeremiah Trawley. He died from the Effects of a Gun-shot Wound ; I tried for the Ball, 
and could not find it ; from the Size of the Wound, it must be a Musket Ball.

I saw another 
Man, named Howard, who had a Bit taken out of his Ear; I cannot say whether by a 
Bullet or a sharp Instrument; and a Ball must have tom away the Sleeve of Ins Coin and 
his Shirt. 1 saw a Man of the Name of M‘Namaia in a few Days alter; his Knuckle was 
crazed, and also his Forehead, I think by a Bullet ; it is possible a Stone may have caused 
ft.

County of Clare to »it-The Deposition of Marcus Going, of Sixmilebridge in 4e County 
of Clare, M.D., who being sworn saith, that lam a Surgeon, and lecollect the — .d of Ji y. 

I was ill the Court House before the Shots were fired; there could not be more, from the 
Time that I heard the first Shot until I was called out, than Eight or Ten Minutes. When I 
heard the Shot fired I went into the inner Room in the Court House, and looked out oi 
the Window, when I saw the Vehicles coimng round to the Cornel; and I also .aw 
Mr Wilson in front, and I also saw a Soldier as if coming Irom the Right Side of the 
Vehicle. I first heard One Shot distinctly ; there was then a short Pause, and I heard a 
Number of Shots after. Cannot swear how many Shots; there were several. I leaped out 
through the Window, and went up the Lane; the first 1 hipg that attracted my Attention 
was a Man of the name of Cnlloo came to the Window, and satd, Gentlemen if ye do 
not come out all the People will be shot." He then asked me to go on t. lha 
some People hurt. I went up the Lane, and at the Right-hand Side I saw I luce Men , 1 
cannot T tliey were actually dead, but they were drawing then- last Breath. They were 
one after another, a few Spaces between them; there were certainly Two on the Right- 
hand Side but I think the Three were the Names of the Three Men who I first saw near 
dead. I have since ascertained to be James Casey and James Flaherty, and I am not sure 
whether the other was Thomas Ryan or Michael Coleman. I saw on the other Side of the 
Road a Man whose Name I did not then know, but who 1 have since learned to be 
Jeremiah Trawley ; he was against the Wall ; a Part of his Brain was on ins Trowsers, about 
the See ofa Walnut. I can say what these Men died of:-James Casey got a Wound in 
4e Rbrirt Cheek under the Eye; it passed out at the Back of his Head; I am certain it was 
1 oSiot ' Wcunr'. alU-d to me to be a large Bullet.

whether he might be fronting the Shots 01 not. I saw a . 
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he was shot in the back Part of the Thigh ; he must have been shot from behind. I saw 
a Soldier wounded that Day ; I was asked by the Officer to go and see him ; he had some 
Cuts on his Head; I saw him within Two Hours and a Half after the Occurrence; he had 
a loose Coat on him ; he was sitting at a Table eating Potatoes and Mutton. He got Three 
Wounds on his Head; One was a long Cut on the lop of his Head; I probed it; it was 
only a Flesh Wound; he got a small Wound in the Poll, not a severe one ; he had another 
in front of the Wound on the Head, a slight one; he had another on his Cheek, which might 
have been inflicted by with something like a large Awl ; it could not have been produced 
by a Bayonet; it was not a dangerous Wound. I saw no other Soldiers. I would not con- 
sider it necessary to send a Patient of mine to Hospital for such Wounds, but I should 
consider it necessary to have him dressed and taken care of. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — Cannot swear whether it was Ryan or Coleman I 
saw. When I went out there were not many People outside the Window; when I looked 
out, those that were there were running in all Directions ; there may have been more than 
Twenty there. The first Body I saw was lying Eight or Ten Yards up the Lane from 
the Court House; the next Man was Two or Three Yards further up; the next was 
the same Distance, making the first from the last Twelve Yards. There were a great 
Number in the Lane when I got there. I saw no wounded Men except those I mentioned. 
The Soldier mentioned as wounded required medical Treatment, and was not fit for Duty; 
the Wound on his Head might have been inflicted with his Cap on, by breaking through it, 
and if the Cap was on, the Wound was inflicted from above; he might have got it in any 
Posiiion ; he would be standing if his Cap was off, but if he was standing with his Cap 
either on or off, he must have got it from above ; the Wound on the Poll was given by a 
sharp Instrument; the Wound on the Left Cheek might have been given by a small Pen- 
knife, but I think it was with an Aw] : a Penknife would have made a clearer Cut. I did 
not examine the Body, as he did not complain to me. There was a small Scratch on his 
Finger. The Wound on his Poll was inflicted from behind. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — I did not examine his Body, as I was not asked to do so ; 
if I had been asked I would have done so.

— I do not reside in this Neighbourhood ; I came here for 
the Purpose of voting.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of James Frost, of Ballymorris in the County of 
Clare, who being sworn saith, that he recollects the 22d of July last. I presided at the 
Polling that Day as Deputy for the Sheriff ; the Polling commenced at Nine o’Clock that 
Morning. There was a Force of Police placed at my Disposal to keep Order in the 
Booths. They were in attendance without my calling them. After I took my Seat, about 
from Twelve to Twenty Policemen came into the Court House armed with Carabines. 
There was then no Crowd of People within. I requested of Mr. Cronin, R.M., to remove 
these Policemen with their Arms. Mr. Cronin asked me what Force I should require; 
I said, about Six Policemen with their Batons. I got those Men ; they had no other 
Arms, as I believe. I recollect having beard a Shot fired in the Course of that Day’s 
Polling. Up to the Time I heard that Shot fired I was able to keep Order in the Booths 
with these Six Men. The Crowd very soon came in after I arrived, and filled the Booth; 
a good many of these People had Poles decorated with Crosses and Laurels ; I imme- 
diately ordered these People out, and said that I would not permit Sticks in the Booth. 
I had no other Force at this Time but the Six Policemen with their Batons. These People 
went away at once peaceably and quietly. Up to the Period of the Shot being fired no 
Voter for Colonel Vandeleur was molested or prevented in the Booth from polling. There 
was no Interruption to the Polling, except waiting for a Tally. The Extent of any Inter- 
ruption during the whole Period was merely groaning some Voters and applauding others. 
I had a View of the Outside of the Court House from where I sat that Day, I observed 
no Rioting that Morning. The Window was open. The Three Candidates were repre- 
sented by Agents. There were Friends of Colonel Vandeleur present near me who took 
an Interest in his Election. There were Complaints made to me by some Gentlemen i 
his Interest that the Passages to the Polling Table were obstructed by Crowds who occa- 
sional! r 
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sionally collected there; I had this Cause of Complaint removed. I was able to have a 
free Passage made for the Voters; I did this without any additional Force. I heard the 
First Shot fired about One o’Clock, as I believe. Up to this Time I saw no Assault com- 
mitted by any Person. When the First Shot was fired, a Man was polling; I continued 
to poll him. 1 did not think the Shot was fired for any hostile Purpose, as I saw no Reason. 
Before I had concluded polling the Man I heard a Number of Shots. After several Shots 
were fired, and before 1 concluded polling the Man, the Crowd rushed upon the Table. 

I looked out of the Window of the Court House, and I saw about Four Soldiers raise their 
Carabines towards their Shoulders, and take them down again, as if hesitating whether they 
should fire or not. They then went down towards Miss Wilson’s Gate. While they were 
within my View or Observation they did not fire. I do not know what Regiment these 
belonged to. They came down from the Direction of O’Brien’s Corner. Up to this Period 
I neither saw nor heard any Rioting or Tumult in the Street. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — I am the Brother of the Attorney, Mr. Frost, who is 
concerned in this Inquiry. 1 was Deputy in this Booth. I received my Instructions ; my 
Duty did not require me to keep Quiet in the Booths, if by that is meant perfect Silence. 

I do not think my Duty required me to repress Expressions of Public Feeling in the Booth. 

I did not think it my Duty to repress groaning or shouting in the Booth while the Busi- 
ness was going on uninterruptedly. I considered it my Duty to afford free Access to the 
Voters of all the Candidates to the Polling Place, aud to allow no Obstruction to any 
Voter. There was no more Obstruction offered to Vandeleur’s Voters than to any others. 
The Agents of the Candidates were placed at each Side of the Table. Mr. George Walton 
was Vandeleur’s Agent; his Side was at the Left. Mr. Walton made Complaints of a 
Crowd being in the Passage, as did also the other Agents, on the Second Day of the 
Polling. Mi'. Walton complained that the Court was like a Bear-garden. There was an 
equal Impediment to the Liberal Voters as to the others from the Crowd in the Passages, 
which I had cleared wherever I had observed. The Priests did not accompany the Liberal 
Voters to the Polling Place ; I did not permit them to do so. There were Four or Five 
Roman Catholic Clergymen in the Court House standing at both Sides. Colonel Van- 
deleur’s Roman Catholic Voters were exclusively groaned. I observed that the Coroner 
was not oroaned, and some others also of that Persuasion. I did not observe the Liberal 
Voters Groaned, but I observed Disapprobation expressed to them by some of Colonel 
Vandeleur’s Friends. There was then a Cheer in Court for the Voter. There were about 
Twenty Policemen in Court when I first arrived, whom I ordered out when the Men came 
in with the Polls and Crosses; they were cheering. There were no Flags or Banners; 
I ordered them out at once. Not more than a Minute or Two elapsed between the first 
and last Shot. The Soldiers, I observed, were standing about Twenty Feet up from the 
Door of the Court House, and about Fifteen from the Court House Window. I observed 
no Persons in the Street. I cannot say whether or not the Soldiers were in pursuit of any 
Persons who had attacked them. I saw no Stones throwing outside. I do not think they 
could be thrown without my seeing them. I did not look along the Ground. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee.— I got printed Instructions from the Sheriff, which I followed. 
I saw Mr. Henry Keane in the Court ; I was requested to have him removed ; I refused 
to do so. There were Intervals, sometimes of Four or Five Minutes, between Colonel 
Vandeleur’s Tallys ; there was ample Time given to them to poll. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.- Mr. John O’Donnell, Mr. C. O’Brien’s Agent, required 
me to have Mr. Keane removed. Mr. Walton requested of me to make Room for Colonel

I was in Siumde- 
bridwe on Thursday the -22d Jnly ; I recollect a Cavalcade of Military coming through the 
Lane ; I was standing between the second and third Tree in the Lane. I know where 
the Cabins are in the Lane.

were firing, until I saw the Man wounded. I ran towards him, and e p Comer 
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Corner of the Lane, until I thought him out of Danger ; I then ran up the Lodge Road. I 
saw some Men running towards the Lane, from the Comer of the Court House, towards 
the Military, before any Shot was fired ; I cannot say how many ; there was no dense 
Mob of People ; I am certain this was before any Shot was fired ; there could not have 
been, to the best of my Belief, more than Forty People in the Crowd that went in; there 
were no Sticks in their Hands ; I saw the Sticks that were given up ; I did not see a 
Stone in the Hands of any of the People ; I saw no threatening on the Part of the 1 eop e 
who ran tow;irds the Military. The Reason I was in the Lane was, that I went in to 
smoke. I was at that Time, after having a Stand of Colours m my Hand winch I had 
left by; the Stand of Colours belonged to my Trade. I left the Stand of Colours at 
Flannery’s, after I heard Mr. Wilson speak about giving up the Sticks. I ran away when 
I heard, the firing, as fast as I could, up the Lodge Road ; when I looked back 1 saw the 
Military firing up after us. 



Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — I work in the Tobacco Business. I am in no way con- 
nected with Sixmilebridge. My Reason for being here on the 22d July was hearing some 
of the Men say it would be very necessary to have a few Colours here; the Men that 1 
heard say so were Persons who take Fruit to Limerick; they told me so at the bruit 
Market. I got the Message on die Saturday before the Thursday. I and a few more 
of us got 10s. for our Trouble; we got it from Mr. O’Donnell. 1 came up on the 
previous Monday, and returned Home the same Evening. I then came back on Wednes- 
day Evening, and staid until the Day after the Election. I lodged at Mr. Flannery s 
House for Two or Three Days; the other Men lodged there for a Couple of Nights. 
Mr. Frost ordered us our Dinner One Evening: we got no Drink. The Colours were 
fly in fr out of Flannery’s Window, and on the Morning of the Election I took them out with 
a Clergyman to meet the Voters; and when I returned I put them back again. It was 
about Twelve o’Clock when I got into the Lane. I did not know there was an Escort 
coming from Limerick that Day. I was in the Lane about a Quarter of an Hour or 
Twenty Minutes before I saw the Soldiers. Up to the lime I first saw the Military 
approach, I saw no Stone-throwing; everything was perfectly quiet and peaceable that I 
saw. The Military were within Forty Yards of me when I first saw them; they had 
come up to the Wall of the Barley Field at that Time, and, as far as I could see, there was 
no shouting or Stone-throwing. The People were coming round the Corner by the Time 
the Military had advanced about Ten Yards from where I first saw them. I saw no 
coloured-coated People coming with the Military when approaching the Potato Field. The 
Soldiers were walking quietly on ; I saw no Rioting or Disturbance at that Time. I do 
not know how the People knew the Military were coming on. I did not know what the 
Military were coming for, nor the Cars either. Did not see any People sitting on the 
Cars, I saw a large Buggy in front. The People first came up to the Military withm 
Twenty Yards of the Court House ; in about Five Minutes after the People met the 
Military, I heard the first Shot. I first saw Two or Three Stones thrown by Women at 
the Corner of the Bridewell Wall in the Lane. The Women were standing on the Wall 
of the Potato Field when they threw the Stones; the biggest of them was about Half the 
Size of my Fist. I saw no Man throw a Stone ; to the best of my Belief the Stones were 
throwing about Half a Second before the First Shot was fired ; I saw no Soldier knocked 
down. I saw no Attempt made to drag down Voters. For all I know there may have 
been- Voters on the Cars. The Crowd that came from the Court House approached the 
Military quietly. 1 saw no Man where the Stones were thrown. I was about Thirty or Forty 
Yards at the opposite Side where the Stones were thrown. The People that came up from 
the Court House were doing nothing; they were doing nothing but standing the Way they 
-were before the Shot I next saw Mr. Delmege ordering the Soldiers to fire again ; he was 
then in the Centre of the Soldiers, and directed his Voice towards Rear-rank. I then heard 
the Shots fired. I did not run away after the first Shot ; I stood for about Two Minutes. I 
heard no Shot fired during those Two Minutes. The People stood all this Time, and 
the Military for a Part of the Time; it was during this Time that Mr. Delmege gave the 
second Order to fire ; and during the same Time I heard no Shout, nor saw Stones thrown 
by the People, except those by the Women. It was when the second Shot was fired that 
I ran. As far as I saw, the Military were in perfect Order. There may be more or less 
than Twenty' Shots fired, for what I know. When I heard the Man bawling, and ran away, 
a oreat many ran away also. I ran about Forty or Fifty Yards up the Road, when I 
looked back to see the Soldiers; there may have been Ten or Twelve running after me, 
while the Soldiers fired after ns; I believe there could not have been less than Four or 
Five Soldiers firing after us. I am sure I heard Mr. Delmege give the Order to fire, and 
that is as true as everything else I told. I cannot say whether the Men that ran around 
the Court House were the same Men who had Sticks in the Morning. I neither saw the 
Reverend Mr. Bourke or Mr. Clune in the Lane; they may have been in the Real-, for 



what I know. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — I only guess to the Period between the First and Second Shot. 
1 was frightened when I ran away. I did not reckon the Number of Shots that were 
fired after us. 1 had no Watch. There were Soldiers in front of me in the Lane ; then 
a Buggy behind the Soldiers ; I could not see what was behind the Buggy and the Soldiers. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.— The Crowd from the Court House may have passed 

me, 
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me, or some of them ; before the first Shot was fired I did see One or Two pass. I 
saw the first Shot fired by Mr. Delmege, in towards the Barley Garden. I saw a Shot 
fired from the front Rank of the Soldiers, pointed towards the Corner of the Lodge Road; 
be fired from half-way down the Bridewall Wall, in the Middle of the Road. 

Hi-examined by Mr. Coffee.— I cannot form any certain Opinion as to whether any of the 
Crowd passed me before the Shot was fired. 

Cross-examin'd by Mr. Bladudl — I support myself by my Tobacco Business ; I have no 
Shop of my own. I am in no Employment at present; I was tn Mr. Mulrenan s Employ- 
ment about Five Months ago. I support myself upon some Halfpence of my own since. 

I had Money of my own. I live in Miss Tuohy’s House, m Mary Street. I have Eight m 
Family to support; I have been able to support myself by my Earnings I do not belong 
to the regular congregated Trade of Limerick It was Patriotism that brought me here; 
if I never got any Money, I would come. I believe I had Four or Five Shillings of my 
own Money coming here. I did not ask any Money on my Arrival here; I did ask on 
the Fourth Day. No Men came with me the First Day. I was only one from Limerick 
hat came with Colours on the Second Day. I came here; a Man named Sullivan came 
with me; he lives in the Irish Town; I knew him to work at Mrs. Macks; a Son of my 
own followed me, and also a Brother of Sullivan's. I do not know if any of these Persons 
are here ; I believe my Son is in Limerick. I know what an Informer is. I now know w hat 
a Crown Witness is. I would take what Money I would get; I expect nothing for this. 

I am sure that I saw Mr. Delmege on Foot; he could not be on Horseback without my 
seeino him ; if on Officer was in the front Rank, I would have seen him. I saw the I irst 
SbotVed. I saw Mr. Delmege’s Hand raised, and saw Smoke come from it; I saw no 
Arms in his Hand. Mr. Delmege was to the Rear of the First Rank. I will sweat that 
he was not more than Twelve or Fifteen Yards to their Rear ; he was between the Buggy 
and the Soldiers. I saw no Person with Mr. Delmege; if there were any other Person, 
there with him, I would have seen them. There were Stones thrown before Mr. Delmege 
fired The Crowd-pressing and Stone-throwing did not attract my Attention. I observed 
nothin v until I saw the Stones thrown ; I don’t know at whom they were throwing ; they 
were thrown out of the Potato Garden; this did not alarm me. It was when My Delmege 
Ive he Word “Fire,” that he raised his Hand. 1 saw no Men in the Barley Field when 
Sir. Delmege fired. Mr. Delmege wore a dark Grey Summer Frock; he wore a Hat. 

I did not see any Person fall after the First Shot.

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Twelve ; they were in no Order, but scattered over the Street I think I saw Three Shots 
fired by the Soldiers; I am sure I did, as I am sure of anything; I swear positively to Two 
Shots, and I am almost quite sure of Three. The first Men that come out fired the Shots, 
that is, Two or Three of them ; there was very little Pause when they came out before they 
fired ; I am sure the Man I saw load fired ; when I first saw him he was loading. I know 
nothin" of what occurred in the Lane, and those Men. may have been struck with Stones 
as for what I know to the contrary. These were the last Shots I heard fired that Day ; there 
was a very short Space of Time between the Shots I heard in the Lane and those I speak 
of —about eL Minute, I think. I think there was slow firing; I think there was Half a 
Minute between the First and Second Shots I heard in the Lane ; I cannot limit myself to 
a Minute or Half a Minute ; after that I heard several Shots. I looked out the Window, on 
hearing the Shots, immediately, and I saw the Soldiers firing. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee.— I first heard a single Shot. There was an Interval between 
the First and Second Shot in the Lane. I saw no Marks of Blood on the Soldiers in front ; 
there might have been Marks, for what I saw. I saw a Man afterwards in the llanks 
wounded, and he may be One of the Men that I saw come out and fire.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of John Maher, of Knockloug in the County 
of Limerick, Sub-Constable, who being sworn saith, that 1 was in Sixmilebridge on the 
22d July. I belong to the County Limerick Police Force; I came in on the Day before 
the Election; I think about Fifty Men came with me. I was in charge of the temporary 
Barracks; there was One Man only with me in the temporary Barrack on the Morning of 
the 22d July ; the other Men were about the Village. 1 recollect having heard a Shot 
fired that Day. I observed everything that passed that Day within my View in the Village; 
I had a View both up and down. I saw no Riot or Assault committed where we were; I 
saw no Stones flung or any threatening on the Part of the People. The Shot I heard fired 
was between Twelve and One o’Clock. I saw Mr. Wilson there on that Day; the First 
Time I saw Mr. Wilson on that Day was upon a Car addressing the People; I heard his 
Voice, but could not hear what he said. Within an Hour after 1 saw the Sticks given up, 
I saw Mr. Wilson a Second Time addressing the People ; it was after the Second Time he 
spoke that I saw the Sticks given up. I am Fifteen Years and Seven Months in the Con- 
stabulary ; 1 go to Fairs and Markets occasionally. It is usual to see Sticks in Country- 
men’s Hands. In consequence of whatever Mr. Wilson said to the People, they immediately 
gave up the Sticks, which Mr. Wilson handed to me, and I put them into the Barrack ; I 
think about a Hundred Sticks; it may be more or less. I was standing at the Right-hand 
Side going in of the Door when I heard the First Shot; I had only the Side Arms on. I 
apprehended no Danger or Disturbance at this Time before I heard the first Shot, as 
most of the People had left that Place ; the Reason why I believe the People had left 
that Place was, because I heard some Person say that the Horse Soldiers were coming 
with Voters, and the People dispersed, some up and some down ; I mean that they went 
to see the Soldiers. From all I could see up to this Period, I could not think that there 
was any Apprehension of Riot or Tumult among the People. I frequently saw Military 
marching, and I always saw the People gazing and following them. I recollected to have 
seen Three contested Elections, — One in Bandon, in the County of Cork, Two in Limerick, 
and this was the Fourth I saw. Compared with other Elections I have seen, there was 
no great Excitement here ; considering that it was an Election, there was Quiet and Peace. 
About Half a Minute after the First Shot, I heard about Five or Six Shots, as if File- 
firing. I have Experience in hearing Discharge of firing by Police and Military; this 
appeared to me to be the ordinary Description of File-firing; I mean to convey that the 
Time occupied by the Firing was, as near as I recollect, about Half a Minute, which is the 
Period I mean to describe by the Marks I have made with my Hands. I believe I heard 
Five or Six Shots fired before I saw the Military come out of the Lane. My Attention 
was directed towards the Firing looking up towards the Lane ; there was a Pause at the 
Time; there were from Ten to Fifteen Persons running out of the Lane when I saw 
the Military rushing out of the Lane in a confused Way about a Yard or Two Distance 
behind the People, as I believe the principal Part of that Crowd closed in to where 
die Police were, to the Right of the Lane, coming in front of the Court House ; I ob- 
served nothing further at that Place; the People scattered at all Sides; some ran up the 
Lodge Road, others towards Miss Wilson’s, but the principal Portion took towards the Steps. 
At that Time there was a Party of Police under Mr. Graham towards Miss Wilson’s Gate; 
I was still standing at the Police Barrack. The Military appeared to me to come forward 
from the Lane first in a straight Direction, in the Shape of a Heart or Horse-shoe; they 
halted on the Centre of the Street, which is facing the Lane directly opposite it; I saw 
Shots fired from that Place; the First Shot I observed struck near the Jamb of the Door 
where I was standing, within an Inch of my Neck; there was another Policeman standiuo- 
about a Yard to my Right; the Ball must have passed between us both. I turned round 
to get in, when a Man, partly running, faced the Door, I think for the Purpose of getting 
in, stumbled and fell on his Knees, and cried out he was shot. I cannot say if it was then he 

was 
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was shot. I turned round and took my Carbine ; I saw him running before he fell ; he could 
not run after ; I helped him in ; I never saw that Mau before ; I don’t know his Name ; 
he appeared to me to have an ordinary Description of Stick in his Hand ; it appeared a 
fresh young Sally ; when I first observed him, he was coming from towards the Centre of 
the Street ; John Fayne was the Name of the Policeman who was with me; I came out soon 
after. When I was taking the Man in I heard what appeared to me to be a Ball strike 
the Slate of the House of the temporary Police Barrack ; I saw the Impression apparently 
of a Ball on the Slate— partly a Hole made. I do not know the Appearance of the Men 
who fired either of these Shots; I was too far from them. The Shots proceeded from 
the Military standing where I described them as halting. The Fourth Shot I heard was 
the Ball that struck the Gravel outside the Door where I stood, and rebounded to the 
Window-stool. To the best of my Opinion the wounded Man was inside about Three or 
Four Seconds before this last-described Shot. I saw no more Shots fired in that Direc- 
tion. I saw a Man running away towards the Lodge Road, as if coming from the Lane, 
and One or Two Soldiers charging him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gray don. — It was my Duty to take charge of the temporary 
Police Barrack on that Day, and not to go any Distance from it, beyond a Perch or 
Two ; and I could not see beyond Miss Wilson’s on one Side and the Ennis Road on 
the other ; I could know nothing of what was passing in any other Parts of the Town ; 
there might be as many People as it could contain, without my seeing them, and 1 could 
not possibly know what was going on in the Lane. There was no Excitement, that I 
could see, in the Street I did not see the Military brought out that Day to protect 
any Person. Nothing of any Consequence could have occurred within my View without 
I seeing it. The Number of People increased considerably by the Time that Mr. Wilson 
addressed them the second Time; to the best of my Belief about Five hundred Persons, as 
far as I could see ; this was about Fifteen or Twenty Minutes before the Cry came that 
the Military were coming with Voters; there was much about the same Crowd up to 
the Time the Military were coming. When the Cry came that the Horse were coming, 
the Crowd moved quickly, principally up and down ; those that went up appeared to me 
to "0 into the Lane ; the greater Part were to my Right, and they went into the Lane ; they 
may be about Two Hundred; those that were to my Left went to the lower Part of the 
Street, towards Miss Wilson’s ; my Belief is, that the People went to see who die Voters 
coming in were to support, and to groan or shout for them accordingly ; my Opinion is 
that they must have known that the Voters were coming for Colonel Vandeleur. I he 
Voice announcing the coming of the Voters appeared to come from a Crowd who were 
coming up from the lower Part of the Town. The first Shot I heard was about Five 
Minutes after the Crowd went into the Lane; it maybe more or less; 1 kept my Lye 
fixed on the Lane; the first Object that struck my View was seeing from len to lulteen 
Persons running out of the Lane ; this was almost instantaneously with the ceasing of the 
Firing ; the Military appeared after them in the Twinkling of an Eye. The Soldieis weie 
Strangers here ; and it was natural for them to halt in the Middle of the Street ; there was 
a Pause before they fired, about Six or Seven Seconds. I believe that the First Shot filed 
was the One that struck near me ; I believe the Second Shot was the One that wounded 
the Man as quick as I could turn after the First ; the Third Shot was fired as quick as 1 
could reach the Man, and his Head was almost touching the Door. I will not swear that 
I distinctly heard Four Shots one after the other; but 1 saw the Marks ot Four Shots ; it 
is from my seeing something strike the Gravel when taking m the Man th^Itbinkthat 
the Fourth Shot was fired. I do not know the exact Number of Soldiers who came out 
of the Lane; there was no Military in view of those Men in front of the Court House 
when they came out of the Lane ; there were not many Persons in the Street at this lime 
except those who were running. I saw no Shot take Effect, except t e ne 
wounded Man ; the first View I had of the Man running was from the Centre of the Stieet 
facino- in the Door. The Military running out of the Lane could not have seen the Police, 
who,°I believe, had closed into the Court House ; and some of the People whoran outot 
the Lane also dosed into the Court House. On looking down the Street the Md,^ 
could not have seen the Police who were closed up to the Court House. There were only 
a few Persons between the Military and where I was standing. The “ e

County of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of John Gorman, of Sixmilebridge m said 
County, who being duly sworn saith, I am a Farmer holding over Eighty Acres of Land. 

I was here on the 22d July ; l had a Vote. I remember hearing Shots fired that Day ; I 
was opposite the Court House Door before I heard them. I was sitting on the Wall of the 
Barley Field opposite the Bridewell Wall when I heard the Shots fired. I went there to 
take my Seat to view Mr. Kean’s Freeholders, whom I heard were coming in. As I saw 
and heard all the People going there, I saw about Twenty People going there, or perhaps 
Twenty-five ; there were more People on the Road. When I was taking my Seat on the 
Wall I saw the Military coming up by the lower End of the Lane; the People were at 
both Sides of the Road, and sitting on the Walls, and some of them standing. When I 
took my Seat I could see about Three Perches in all Directions ; I could see down as far 
as the Military were ; I could see no Stones nor Sticks in the Hands of the People, except a 
Stick in One Man’s Hand. I saw no Appearance of any Tumult or Violence, or Intent to 
attack the Military, only every Fool running to see them. I was among the People; I 
heard no angry Word spoken amongst the Crowd; they were as calm as the Flock of 
Men before me. What I say now is correct. I saw no Women there, but I heard they 
were in the Rear. The next thing I saw was about Ten or a Dozen of the Army give a 
Run back towards the Carriages, the Tops of which I Baw. The Military were about Two 
Yards back of the Bridewell Wall; when they ran back I was not a Perch from that- Spot. 

I sat in the Spot where the large Blood is over it - ; the first Patch of Blood to the Court 
House. To the best of my Belief they ran back, perhaps Ten Yards. There were Two 
Rows of People outside my Feet. A Man named Casey was in the next Row to me, 
and was shot dead between my Feet; he was standing between my Feet, touching me. 

I did not know him before that* Day. He used no Stick or Stone before he was shot ; he 
could not have done so without my seeing him; he was as quiet as the Man now 
standing next me in the Court House. I was not One Minute on the "Wall when the 
Man was shot dead ; I thi'ew myself inside the Wall, and I saw no more. I was in front 
of the Military when I saw them go back about Two Perch; when they came forward 
again and began to fire. If any Attack had been made on the Military or Cars in front, I 
would have seen it. The People from the Corner of the Court House were as quiet as the 
Flock at Mass, to the Front of the Military. The Shot that killed Casey was fired by the 
second next Soldier to the Bridewell Wall. There was no Provocation whatever for 
that Shot in my Company. Before the Shot was fired, I saw a Soldier stagger forward 
Two or Three Steps, like a drunken Man, and his Cap fall off, and recover himself. I 
saw no Stroke. That Man that staggered was Two or Three behind the Man that fired. 
I do not know the Cause of his staggering. I took the Soldiers to be about the Bulk 
of Teu or a Dozen, about Three or Four in breast. I did not raise my Head after 
throwing myself back, until the Firing stopped. I heard Women and Children shouting, 
and I heard some courageous Man cry out “ Fire, continue the firing ; fire, Front and Rear.” 
I then heard the Shots fired One by One, when he was speaking the Words. 1 then 
heard People crying out “Frawley is dead, Flaherty is dead, Sir Lucius O’Brien Smith 
is dead; Five of them is dead. I suppose the People crying out were the Parents of 
the People that were dead.” I could not know them, as I was behind the Wall. I 
then made off with my Life; the Soldiers had first passed me by; I went through the 
Gardens; the Wall of die Barley Field was Seven or Eight Inches over my Body; as I lay 
there was about the Breadth of the Table full of People in the Barley Field. 1 am in the 
Habit of buying growing Crops of Corn. I examined the Barley Field on Tuesday last. 
What I mean by saying a courageous Man gave die word IC Fire” was, that he was a Man 
who was not afraid of the Firing. I would not know the Man that fired the Shot that killed 
Casey. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon . — I fell like an old Man, and earthed like a Fox. I often 
made 150Z. by buying Corn, and lost 25 1. I hold my Land under Two Landlords: Sir 
Lucius O’Brien is one, and Mr. Spraight Ferriter the other. When I was standing in front 
af the Court House I asked the Men where the People were going, and I heard the Men 

say 
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say they were Kean’s Voters that were coming ; I do not know who I heard say so. I saw 
more than Twenty People go into the Lane. I saw more People in the Lane with their 
Backs to the Wall, about Thirty altogether; everywhere I could see in the Barley, and on 
the Ditch, and everywhere. I believe I had Seven Children to my Knowledge ; there were 
none of them in the Bridge on that Day, except One, whom I saw in the lower Part of the 
Bridge in the Morning. About Eight o’Clock there were Two or Three Rows of People at 
the Barley Side, and only One at the Potato Field Side. Casey was in front of me ; the 
Two Men next to him were standing until the Shot was fired. I did not know One of the 
Men who were in the Lane that Day. I had not Time to view or count them ; I was one 
of the last that came into the Lane. There were not Five People between me and the 
Bridewell Wall, nor Six to my Knowledge along the Bridewell Wall ; I do not know how- 
many Persons ; from Five to Five hundred were from O’Brien’s Corner to the Barley Field. 
The Soldiers were, to the best of my Belief, within Six Perches of me when I got into the 
Lane I then went and sat on the Wall ; when I first sat on the Wall the Military were 
within Three or Five Yards of me. I saw no Women at the End of the Potato Field near 
the Bridewell Wall. I could not see the Potato Garden, the Soldiers were between me 
and it. I was looking at the screwed Bayonets on the Muzzles of the Guns for fear 1 would 
o-et a Prod of them. There was none between me and the Soldiers, except the Men under 
me. 1 do not know who or what was in front of the Soldiers; I could not see anything 
to hinder Two Children from coming up. There was nothing to binder the Military from 
moving: and unless the People in front of the Lane at Doherty’s House, and on the 
Benches, they were not going to hinder the Soldiers. I saw no Stones thrown m the Lane 
that Day, nor a Soldier struck. I saw One Man stagger ; I do not believe, nor do I know, 
that he was drunk or not. I saw no Votefs on the Cars touched. I could see as far as 
Dalton’s House if there was no People on the Road. I heard some Person say Fire, continue 
fire, fire front and rear.” I heard from Eight to Twelve Shots fired on that Day towards 
the Lane ; I heard Three or Four afterwards out in the Street. Before the Shots were 
fired everything that I saw was as quiet as possible in front of the Soldiers, and to the 
Rear, for my Knowledge. The People who were crying out about the People being dead, 
were at both Sides of the Soldiers as they passed. The First Soldier was w^lun Foui \ ai ds 
of me when the Man was shot. 1 saw no Disturbance about the First. The Cai, when I 
saw it, I was only about a Minute in the Lane at the ’lime. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee.— I was only thinking of taking my Seat when I first got to 
the Wall; when I went inside the Wall I could not see or know the People who were cryin 0 
about the People being shot 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kenny .- T was standing at the Court House Door when I heard 
Kean’s Men were coming. Before Casey was shot 1 heard a dumb Shot filed about Eight 
Perches down the Lane, towards Dalton’s House; this was about Ten Seconds befoie Casey 
was shot. I was not frightened at it, because there was a great Number of Army and 
People between me and it ; there was not a Word said about cease firing. I don t remembei 
having seen an Officer there. JoHN ^Gorman.

the Cars or not. I had a previous Conversation with some of the ’ sequence 
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sequence of this Conversation that I spoke of their not being the Cause of it; I spoke first 
to One Voter, and subsequently to another. I spoke to a Soldier before they went round 
the Lane; the Reason why X did so was, because on my pulling back the Curtain of the 
covered Car, he pushed forward his Musket ; and I said to him, “ You need not use this, nor 
dread that a Hair of your Head will be touched, or that these Voters shall be injured. I 
spoke to a second Soldier between Flannery’s Corner and the Bridge ; I saw him put his 
Thumb on the Lock of his Gun, and cock it. I said to him, “ Lay that down, there is no 
Necessity of making use of that, you shall not be touched.” He uncocked his Musket. As 
far as I saw of the Conduct of the People, it was peaceable, except, as I said, about the 
groaning ; and I would not blame them. I saw no Sticks nor Stones used. I continued to 
exhort the People, as I have said, up to the End of the Lane. I did my best to keep the 
People quiet, and out of all Collision, as I felt it my Duty as a Clergyman. 1 then 
entered the Lane. I passed the House adjoining the Potato Field, and no farther ; I was 
on the Barley Field Side ; I think I was about the Centre of the Party. Up to this I saw 
no Stone flung; I saw no Person beaten or assaulted ; I did not see a Crowd at all; I saw 
no Indication of a Riot or Violence. A Gentleman here handed me a Stone, and said, 
“ Look at this.” I took it in my Hand, threw it away, and said to the Gentleman, “ Don’t 
mind it” I did not know the Gentleman. I lost sight of him at once. I saw a Soldier at 
the same Side of the Road that I was at fire a Shot ; the Shot was fired down towards 
O’Brien’s Corner. The Escort was passing quick. I walked slowly. Up to that I think 
they went at a uniform Pace. When I heard the Shot fired I returned immediately. I saw 
before the Soldier, at the same Side of the Road that he was at, a Man crouching; whether 
he was shot or crouching I did not know. When I returned back some of the Soldiers 
were in my Rear ; the Cars were passing me by ; I said “ Fie, fie ! ” “ Murder, murder !” 
After passing the Soldiers by, 1 saw some Women and Men on the Road, and I said to 
them, “ Go back, go back; they are shooting at the People.” The People went to one 
Side; there were, as well as I remember, Seven or Eight Women and Three or Four Men 
to the Rear of the Soldiers. I came back the same Way towards the Police Barrack, 
clapping my Hands. I turned up towards the Post Office, near the Church Gate; I met a 
Person wounded. I should walk from that Spot to the Lane in about Three Minutes. The 
Man was wounded in the lower Part of the Leg. I took him to Dr. Ryan’s House, and I 
came by the Post Office to the Court House. When I got to the Court House, I met One 
of the Priests, and I asked, were all these wounded Persons attended ? He said they were. 
I went then to see One of the wounded Men in O’Brien’s House; it was said he was a 
Man of Mr. Butler’s ; he was hit somewhere about the Temple. I came back to the Court 
House. I saw the Soldiers outside. I saw One hurt on the Head ; and he also said he was 
hurted in the Abdomen. I said it was a Pity not to have this poor Fellow attended to. I 
said so to his Officer, and asked his Permission to have him attended to, who said {f By all 
means.” I took him to the Police Barracks, and gave him up, and had him attended to. 

Cross-examined, by Mr. Graydon. — There was greater Excitement at the late than at former 
Elections, being considered a Religious Question. There was much Excitement in my own 
Parish. I did not endeavour to produce Excitement ; but I wanted to impress upon the 
People the Importance of this Election, because they were vitally concerned in it. I 
excited the People for the Purpose of carrying the Election. I came to Sixmilebridge about 
Nine o’Clock. I did not then know that the Voters were to be escorted. When I heard 
they were coming in, I went to meet them. One Person alone followed me up to the Time 
of meeting the Military, which was nearer to Flannery’s Corner than the Old Chapel. I 
observed no Persons with them ; I turned with them. I said “ Peace, peace.” There were 
then at Flannery’s Corner, and in the open Space in front, from 100 to 150. I think 
the Military were come up to the People when I said C{ Peace, Peace ; if you are to 
groan, groan Marcus Keane the Souper.” I made use of that Expression, not to excite 
the People, but to express my own indignant Feeling. I then said to a Voter named 
Richard Ryan, “ Fie, fie, Dick, is it there you are ?” I said this, knowing that he 
was going to vote against his Conviction and Conscience, and hoping that he would 
not do so. I passed outside the Ranks of the Military. I did not go inside the Ranks of 
the Soldiers. The Car that I looked into was between the Ranks of the Soldiers. What I 
mean by saying I did not go inside the Ranks of the Soldiers was, that I did not go to stay 
there. I did not force my hay between the Ranks of the Soldiers. I looked into the Car 
to see who the Voter was inside ; I did not know them. The Soldier had his Gun raised 
to push me back. I do not know that any of the Crowd followed up the Military. I said 
to another of the Voters between Dr. Going’s Corner and Flannery’s — Soloman Frost was 
his Name, — “ Soloman, I am sorry to see you there.” I did not see the People along the 
Street following the Military. I crossed the Green to the Chapel. A Gentleman with the 
Voters said to me, “ You are very excited, Sir.” I since heard he was Mr. Waller. I said 
to him, “ You need not be afraid, Sir, of anything I am doing.” I saw no Crowd then. I 
said nothing to the Voters or the Military up to the Time we got to the Chapel. I did not 
hear a Person say to a Voter, “ We will have your Life yet, when you won’t have Soldiers 
to protect you.” I never said, ** Keane’s Voters must be rescued at any Risk;” nor any 
Words that could be tortured to that Effect; nor did I say, “ You must stand or fight for 
your Religion.” The People were groaning along the Street up to Dr. Going’s Corner. 
I said, “Is it not a pity to see Voters marched thus as Convicts?” 1 said this near 
Flannery’s ; I said this to the Bystanders. I would not have allowed the Voters to be 

dragged 
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dragged off the Car. I did not say to a Soldier, or any Person, that I would pull the Voters 
off the Car in spite of his Steel. I did not lay hold of any Soldier or his Bayonet on that 
Day. No Soldier that I heard remonstrated with my Conduct as being unbecoming my 
Cloth. I did not interfere with any Troops escorting Voters. I saw no Stones thrown up 
to the Lane. I saw no People force their Way through the Ranks of the Military. I do 
not remember what Mr. Waller said to me ; I do not remember his calling on the Military 
to' 1 do their Duty against me ; nor did any Soldier interfere with me. I saw no Attempt 
made to cut the Traces of the Harness ; it might have been done unknown to me. Some of 
the Military might have been knocked down in front without my seeing them. I saw no 
People either on the Road near or in the Barley Field. 

Re-examined by Mr. Cofee. — Any Person swearing that I stated the different Things to 
the Soldiers attributed to me would swear false. 

In anstoer to a Juror.— The Soldier who fired the First Shot, in my Opinion, was not One 
of the Soldiers in front of the Car, but I thought he was One of those who were alongside 
the Car. _ _

When Mr. Henry Kean stated that I used tho Expression “Rescue Kean’s 
Voters,” or « Kean’s Men,” he stated what was false. When Mr. Plenry Kean stated that 
I had One Hand upon a Soldier’s Neck, and the other on his Arm or Musket, he stated 
what was false. From the Time I came into Sixmilebridge on the Morning of the 22d 
Ultimo, I had nothing in my Hand but a Book in One Hand and a small Whip in the 
other. When Mr. Kean stated that a Soldier struggled to loosen himself, so far as I am 
concerned, he stated what was false.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of John L. Cronin of Killaloe in the County of 
Clare, Esquire, R.M., who being sworn saith, that I was sent here by the Lord Lieutenant 
to assist in keeping the Peace during the Election with other Magistrates. I am in the 
Service of the Government as Resident Magistrate. I was here the Day before the 22d ot 
July. I had Two Sub-Inspectors and 100 Constabulary ; there was a Company of the 14th 
Reo-iment under Captain Dwyer and a Subaltern; that was the entire Force, as I could 
understand; I consider that Force quite sufficient under the Circumstances that I saw to 
keep the Peace ; if I thought otherwise I would have applied for more. I heard Shots fired 
on that Day, the 22d July. After Consultation with Mr. Gabbett (who had the Sheriff s 
Deputation), Captain Dwyer, and the Officers of the Constabulary, as to the most propel 
Disposition of the Force to preserve the Peace and protect the Polling Booth, a Party of 
■ Police were to be stationed inside the Court House with Batons; a Party of Fifty armed 
Police, convenient in the Neighbourhood for Duty, at and about the Court House. Un 
the Evening previous, Captain Dwyer, the Two Sub-Inspectors, and myself, walked up the 
Town to select the best Spot to place the Military next Day, and we all concurred in 
selecting a House next, or next but One, to the temporary Police Barrack. I then arranged 
with the Sub-Inspectors to have a reserved Force of Police in a House within a Call of the 
Court House. There was a strong Patrole Party, a moveable Body, under Sub-Inspector 
Graham ; they were ordered to move about. I directed his particular Attention to protect 
Colonel Vandeleur’s Committee Room, as I saw a Man had been assaulted there. 1 told 
them at the same Time to be at Miss Wilson’s Gate, where he could have a View up and 
down. 1 cannot say if the Man assaulted was or was not a Supporter of Colonel Vandeleur s , 
he declined my Protection, and refused to swear Informations. In my Opinion tlie iuan 
had received a severe Blow, and his Lip was cut. I considered it my Duty, in consequenc 
of the Crowd and Excitement I saw at that Spot, to place a Constable and Three policemen 
at the Door of Colonel Vandeleur’s Committee Room. There was no other A^ault that i 
saw on that Morning, but there was considerable Excitement about the Street ; JWr. OaDDett 
told me there was another Assault; with these Two Exceptions, there w , 

reported to me. The Excitement I meant is what would be likely to , T 

Elections. About a Fortnight before I was on Duty at Ennis Boroug 1 

have had Experience at other Elections. I did not consider the Excitemen er a 
or riotous up to the Time I heard the Shots fired. I neither took or cau , 

any Person into Custody for Riot or Disturbance; if I had seen any Occasion. arreate( J 
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arrested, any Person at once. I was not called upon by any Party to suppress Violence. 

I was in the Court House in the Morning, and I heard groaning and shouting. I stood, 
up, and addressed the Deputy Sheriff, telling him that I was armed with Authority, and 
that if he desired me 1 would either clear the Court at once or put out any particular 
Individual. I addressed the Sheriff, who was a Stranger to me, to. let him see who I was, 
and that I was ready to carry out his Instructions, and to let all others know that I was in 
Authority. While I was in Court I saw no Voter prevented from going up to vote. I 
su"- nested to have a Policeman on each Side. I was down near the Police Party, near 
M?ss Wilson’s Gate, when I saw a Cavalcade of Military passing by Dr. Going’s; that Party 
was in my View, and also in View of the Police if they were looking down. 1 knew the 
Cavalcade were of Soldiers escorting Voters. I heard Mr. Delmege was to escort Voters 
into Town. A Gentleman stated to me in the Morning that Voters would be coming into 
Town, and that it would be well to have a Look-out; lie could not tell when they would be 
doming. I saw no Reason to apprehend any Disturbance whatever. When I saw the 
Cavalcade I judged they were the Voters. I was surprised to see them pass up by 
Dr. Going’s in place of coming the other Way, and I called upon Inspector Graham at once 
to have his Men in readiness, telliug him my Surprise at what I had seen of the Voters 
going the other Way in place of the ordinary Route. The Day was hot, and the Men 
leaning against the Wall. I waited a Moment or two to see if my Directions were obeyed. 
The Police Force had been arranged through the main Street. From the Time I saw the 
Military pass by Dr. Going’s House until I saw them come out of the Lane was from Two 
to Three Minutes. After I gave my Directions to Mr. Graham I went to Captain Dwyer, 
and told him my Surprise at what 1 had seen, and I told Captain Dwyer to have his Men 
ready to keep the Peace. I saw a Number of People following the Military by Dr. Going’s. 
Nothing that I saw made me apprehensive of any dangerous Breach of the Peace. After I 
left Captain Dw3’er I came in the Direction of the Police at the Court House ; I had not 
left him many Yards when I heard a Shot ; I had not reached the Court House at that 
Time. Very soon after I heard another Shot, from about a Quarter to a Half Minute; then 
I heard Five or Six Shots very quick one after another. On hearing the first Shot I stood 
still; I thought it was in Sport; I had not the slightest Idea it was anything else. I 
proceeded up here then quickly. 1 had not Time to reach the Police when the Military 
came out of the Lane. Three came out before I arrived at the Corner of the Court House. 

I saw a Body of People running before them, the greater Part up the Lodge Road. The 
Body of People were the first I saw running out of the Lane. More ol the People came 
towards Miss Wilson’s, and a few up against the Wall of the Court House for Shelter. The 
Three Soldiers came out of the Lane straight first; they went in the Direction of O’Brien’s 
Corner, where the People had gone. I saw One of the Soldiers loading. I saw One of' 
them present his Musket in. the Direction where I was. I then rushed to the Court House 
Door. My Eye was not then directed towards the Soldiers. I tried at the Court House 
Door to prevent People from rushing out. I saw a Crowd of People coming out after the 
Three Soldiers; I then got into the Court House, and could not hear Shots or anything 
after that. There was an Uproar in the Court. I observed no Sticks nor Stones in the 
Hands of the People who were running before or after the Soldiers; they were running 
away fast. I went out very soon after; saw a Van drive up; and I saw Captain Dwyer’s 
Party of Military come up ; there were a Number of Civilians about them very excited. 
Mr. Delmege, the Magistrate, was along with them ; I knew no other Gentleman along 
with him. I heard some Persons in die Crowd say that Arms would be used in return to 
avenge the Firing, and I ordered Sub-Inspector Gilmon to load. There was great Excite- 
ment and crowding in on the Military ; then this Excitement arose from the Firing. I 
.addressed Mr. Delmege, knowing that he was in Charge of the Party, and asked him did 
he give Directions for Firing ; he said distinctly he had not. I was not aware whether 
Mr. Delmege was armed or not; I did not feel it my Duty to inquire, as he was my Equal 
as a Magistrate. Hearing from Mr. Delmege that he gave no Orders, and he being in 
Command, I then asked Captain Eager whether he had received any Orders from the 
Magistrate in Command, or whether he had given any Orders himself to fire ; he replied 
he neither received Orders from the Magistrate to fire, nor had he given such Orders 
himself. I am pretty sure he said the Men fired in Self-defence. This occurred at the 
Time. He made no further Statement. I then said it was my Duty to ask him and 
Mr. Delmege to accompany me for the Purpose of ascertaining the Names of the Men who 
had fired the Shots. These Two Gentlemen and I went there for that Purpose. The 
Soldiers were standing in Lines of Eight or Nine abreast. I put my Finger into each 
Barrel, and I found each Barrel soil my Finger with Powder recently discharged. I said 
to the Soldier, “You have fired, have you not?” The Reply was, “Yes, I did.” This 
was in every Instance where I discovered a Trace of Powder; there were Ten such 
Instances. I examined every Musket as far as I can remember. There were no more. I 
can say surely there were no more. My Attention was attracted in a Quarter of an Hour 
afterwards to the State of the Bayonets. On examining each Musket I asked each Man 
whose Gun soiled my Finger his Name, which he gave me. I wiped my Finger after each 
Examination. The Names given me were John Gleeson first, John Dwyer, James Postings, 
James Sharp, William Barnes, Thomas Clarke, Isaac Weston, John Whitebread, John 
Thompson, Corporal Carter. I asked the Men had they received Orders to fire, that is, 
several of them. They replied that they had not got nor heard any Orders to fire, but 
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that it was done in Self-defence, for the Party had been pelted with Stones before firing* 
and some of their Comrades knocked down senseless with Stones. The Ten Men whose 
Muskets were soiled must have heard this latter Statement. The Answer was made by 
several of the Ten Men. I did not examine to see whether any other Person but the 
Military were armed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon . — I was in the Street of Sixmilebridge before the Deputy 
Sheriff came. Mr. Gabbett told me on that Day that he arrested a Man, and that he got 
away from him. I am not sure that I did not hear Mr. Graham say that a Man escaped 
from him. I did not suppose that an Escort bringing in Voters would be received with 
Cheers, nor had I any Reason to suppose they would be received otherwise ; the Mob was 
running up and down the Streets. I saw no Rows. The Mob in the Village had it all to 
themselves. If there had been a Mob on the other Side, if they were not afraid of the 
Military and Police Force, there would be a Collision, if they were riotously inclined. 
I never heard of Henry Kean. I think Kerry is the quietest Place in Ireland. I have 
seen several contested Elections in Cork, Limerick, and Ennis. I went down as far as 
the permanent Police Barrack about Half an Hour before the Military appeared. For the 
Half Hour before they appeared I was moving about between the Military and Police, but 
not in the lower Part of the Town. The Police in the permanent Barrack could com- 
mand a View of any Disturbance in the lower Part of the Town. The moving Body of 
Police were to be on the Watch for the Protection of the whole lower Part of the Town. 
I know of no Directions given to the Police at the permanent Police Barrack to protect 
the Military Escort. I do not know how many Police were there at the Time I first saw 
the Military pass by Dr. Going’s. I turned my back; but from the Birds-eye View I had 
of them I saw a Crowd following them. I did not then know there was any Road that 
Way to the Court House. My first Thought was to get Support to go meet them, 
seeing they were going a Road where there was no Force. I was never before in the Court 
House Lane. I took it for granted they were coming towards the Court House. If I had 
known or heard Kean’s Voters were coming I would have done nothing unless I knew that 
there was particular Riot or Confusion, as I was aware there was a Military Escort with 
them, of which Escort I had no official Intimation whatever. I saw no Stones flying out 
nf the Lane. I think I saw about Thirty Men running out of the Lane before the Soldiers, 
some in advance of the Soldiers and some near them. The Second Body of People that 
came out of the Lane were about Twenty. The first Soldiers that ran out of the Lane 
appeared as if after the Men that were running before them. The great Majority of the 
Men ran up the Lodge Road. None of the Soldiers ran past O’Brien’s Corner that I saw. 
I did not see the State of the Van at that Time; my Attention was directed towards pre- 
serving the Peace. The Second Body of Men that came out of the Lane turned in towards 
the Court House. I do not believe there was auy Man shot near the Court House. YY hen 
the Van was in front of the Court House I think there were Two hundred People. The 
Crowd increased after. When I turned into the Court House, after the firing, there were 
Police at the Door; I think some of them turned in. I did not stop a Haifa Minute inside. 
I did not myself make any Inquiry at the Time as to who threw the Stones, as I did not 
know any were thrown ; but I told Head Constable Corrigan to make all necessary In- 
quiries about the Matter. I saw a Soldier badly wounded; he was not able to stand; he 
was supported by Two Police; he was not One of those who gave their Names as having 
fired. I saw a Musket very near him, with a Policeman, which was broken in the Stock, 
.which I suppose was the Soldier’s Musket. There was a Hole in the Soldier’s Cheek, 
which appeared to me to be made with a sharp Instrument. When I first saw him he 
appeared to be very much injured.

Coffee.—! asked Mr. Delmige and Captain Eagar to Tie present ■ “ 
the Examination. Captain Eagar was present. I cannot say whether he came d °™ 
File, blit he was at the End. I cannot take on myself to say that Captain Eagar heard 
every Name viven to me. I did not observe how many Serjeants were there, i mint 
Captain Eager was away from the Men when I asked him tin accompany me. 1 am sure 
tire whole of the Men of the Escort could not have heard my Qnestron to each Soldier, no 
tlreir Answer to me. The whole of the Conversation occurred in an under 1 one, as 1 am 
not wish the Crowd to hear me. The Men at each Side could not but have beard me. 
The Men whose Names I got were scattered through the Erie, and consequently ach 
Persons at either Sides of each Soldier must have heard them, excep 
together. In One or Two Instances I thought Muskets were soiled from Fqwda. but the 
Men denied it, and upon Examination it was found to be Bust. I do no a 

the Tern ^The Captain was present at the Time. Be-examined 
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Re-examined ly Mr. Graydon.- 1 made Two Alterations in the Names of the Men after 
I came out from them, standing on one Side, at the Suggestion of the Captain. 

To Mr. Coffee.— The Alterations were adding First after Gleeson, and putting on to the 
Name West, making it Weston. The Captain suggested these Alterations, and was present 
at it. Captain Eager asked me to allow him to take a Copy of the List 1 had madeand 
altered at his Suggestion. I allowed him to do so. From that Time to this there was no 
Alteration suggested to me in the Names of the Men. The Man who told me his Name 
was Gleeson told me it was John Gleeson. 

To Mr. Graydon. — Those Soldiers carried Muskets, but I cannot say whether they were 

the Muskets they had in the Lane or not.

County of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of Thomas M'Grath of Sixmilebridge in the 
County of Clare, who, being sworn, saith, that I recollect having heard Shots filed, and 
seeing Men killed on the 22d of July last. I was standing by the Court House Coma ' 
the Lane on the Road by the Potato Field Wall before 1 heard the Shots fired I walked 
alonv with the Voters and Soldiers from Flannery s Corner to that Place. I walked all 
along on the Right-hand Side. I saw no Stone-throwing, bat I heard shouting, and no 
rioting, before we got into the Lane. I did not see the Military abused or threatened. 

I not up as far as fhe Bridewell Wall before I heard shots fired I saw a covered Van 
there. There was an outside Car with Four Men and a Driver which was the Front Car 
of all; I was at one Side of that Car all along the Lane. When I got there I saw an 
Attempt made to cut the Harness of the Car by which I was walking; I saw a Man take 
a Knife and tried to cut the Reins and the Belly-band. I saw an Officer come up at this 
Time with a drawn Sword, and I saw Soldiers come up with drawn Bayonets, neither ot 
which did any Harm ; thev came at the People with charged Bayonets, and the People 
moved away from them. Up to this Time I saw no Stones thrown, no Sticks used; but 
there mi"ht have been Stones thrown in the Rear for what I know. No Stones passed in 
the Lanet When I walked on Four or Five Yards I saw a Gentleman fire a Shot out of a 
small Pistol ; he was quite convenient to me. I immediately after saw a Soldier get out 
of the Ranks, fire, and shoot a Man, who fell convenient to the Barley Field. When the 
Man fell he attempted to get on his Knees, but he fell again, and never rose. I did not 
know the Man’s Name, but I since heard his Name was Casey; he was standing quite 
close to the Barley Field Wall. At the Time that this occurred I did not see One Stone 
thrown The People then rushed here and there. I could at that Time see as far as 
O’Brien’s Corner. I saw no Stones thrown, or no fighting between the People and the 
Military. I stood where I was at the Time ; I waited there for a Couple of Minutes. 
There were Military before and behind me. In about Half a Minute after I saw Three 
Soldiers fire very quick, one after the other. I saw Two Men fall ; they fell towards the 
Barley Field Wall. I stood there, thinking it was the safest Place I could stand. I saw 
the Gentleman who fired the Pistol turn back, and called out to the Rear Guard to fire ; 
Fire ! Front and Rear. There were then Three Shots fired behind me. I saw a Man fall 
-within a short Distance of me; he fell at the same Side I was standing at, within Three or 
Four Yards of me. I then got over the Wall of the Potato Field, and out to the lower 
Corner of the Court House. I went back again the same Way to the Lane, and I saw 
Three Men dead ; and the Man who fell at the Side of me was not dead. I heard he was 
a Smith of Sir Lucius O’Brien’s. I do not know that that Man died of my own Know- 
ledge. I afterwards saw the Gentleman who fired the Pistol the same Day in the Court 
House. I did not see any Paper taken out and read before the firing commenced. 
"Within an Hour and a Half or Two Hours I saw the Gentleman afterwards in the Court 
House ; there were a good many People in the Court House at the Time within Three 
or Four Yards of him. I spoke to him. He spoke to me first; he told me not to be 
staring at him. I was looking at him. I replied to him that he was the Man who was 
after committing all the Slaughter. I said so openly ; he said nothing in reply. I identify 
him now in Court. 

Cr oss-examined by Mr. Graydon. — I came from Galway; I left it Three Years ago; I was 
since working at Sixmilebridge ; I live in the Village, and have constant Employment of 
Paper Manufactories. I have Fourteen Shillings a Week Wages. I have no Vote. I first 
saw the Military that Morning below Flannery’s, on the Limerick Road ; I heard on the 
Bridge below they were coming. Tom Higgins was with me; he lives in Sixmilebridge, 
and is a Carman. I do not think there were Fifty People at Flannery’s Corner. When 
the Military came up 1 first saw Father Bourke at Miss Littleton’s ; he joined the Soldiers 
at Flannery’s Corner I moved on with the Soldiers ; I do not know how many of the 
Crowd moved on with them ; Tom Higgins did not move on with me ; I left him in the 
Bridge. I heard shouting and huzzaing ; I heard no groaning. I heard Father Bourke 
saying nothing about groaning. I saw no Stones thrown all the whole Way. I saw a Boy 
at Littleton’s looking into the Car, and the Soldier pushed him away with his Musket; 
this was Tom Higgins. I saw Father Bourke look into a Car. Father Bourke was behind 
me comma- into the Lane; I saw him behind me; this was after the firing. I saw a few 
Women on the Potato Garden Wall; everything was then quiet; I mean before the Firing; 
I saw no Stones thrown then. I was scarcely standing a Half a Minute when the first 

Shot 
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Shot was fired ; the Second Shot was fired immediately after, and in Half a Minute after 
Three Shots were fired. I saw People in the Fields and Walls; I do not know how many; 

I cannot say; from Five to Five hundred; I say there were more than Five and not Five 
hundred. I can say there were Thirty, and I cannot say there were Forty. I saw Father 
Bourke in the Lane after I heard the Five Shots fired, before I left the Lane; I saw him 
there and heard him say, “ Shame, shame, Boys !” they were firing in the Rear this 
Time. I heard Three Shots in the Rear before I left the Lane; all this Time I saw no Stones 
thrown. 1 knew some People who were at the cutting of the Traces. I saw Mick Shea 
there • I believe he would cut the Trace if he could ; 1 saw no Knives in the Hands of the 
People. I saw them catch hold of the Reins with their Hands; I was quite convenient 
to it, but cannot guess how many Persons were there ; they may be more or less than Half a 
Dozen ; there was a Driver to the Car. I saw Voters on the Car, and I spoke to One of 
them to do his Duty as a Man. I was not prevented by the Soldier ; he was not at the 
Side I was at; we were then crushed all in the Lane together, Soldiers, Cars, and all. 1 
did not walk alongside the Soldiers passing up the Lane; some of them passed me out, and 
I passed some of them ; the Soldiers were not at the Side of the Car ; I speak of when they 
were at the Right-hand Side before we got into the Lane. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Blackall . — I took an active Part in the Election, but not a great 
active Part. I did not head any Men. When the Cars came to Flannery s Corner there 
was no Crowd with them. The front Car did not pass me very far. I came up to another 
Car, but it did not pass me; this was below the Bridge; I was near the First Cat’ passing 
the Chapel. I told the Man on that Car to do his’, Duty as a Man ; this was the 1< irst Car; 
the Soldiers were Four or Five Yards from that Car going into the Lane ; 1 mean a tew 
Yards. There were Persons between the Cars and the Soldiers on entering ■ the Lane; 1 
cannot say how many. I did not address the People. I drank a Bottle of Porter m the 
Morning with William Regan in Malcolm’s House; I took another. Bottle of Porter at 
Flannery’s on the same Day; I drank no more; Flannery gave me no Whiskey ; I would 
not take it from him. I will not swear that there was not a Hundred Persons between the 
front Car and the Military who were before it at the Time the First Shot was filed, I was 
then looking down towards O’Brien’s Corner; the Gentleman that fired the Shot fired 
towards the Barley Field, and was near me at the Tune. The front Car was an outs.de 
Car; I know the Difference between an outside Car and a covered Car. If any Peison 
swore that the First Car was a covered Car, he would swear falsely. At the lime the 

Gentleman fired the Shot all was calm and quiet; his Side was to me; it was his Left the 

Driver of the outside Car was leading his Horse; I believe he was at the Left Side of the 

Horse. I think I saw the Gentleman who fired; I am sure I saw him. I he 

Military were out, before the Gentleman who fired, a few Yards; the Gentleman wore 
a li'dit 7 dark Coat; it was neither a Black, Blue, or Green Coat. 1 did not hear the 
Word “ Fire ! fire !” When there were Five Shots fired, I heard the Word File . file . I 
cannot say if any Person swore that he heard the Word “ Fire ! fire . before the Four Shots 
he woul/ewea/false. I heard no more said by the Gentleman than “ Fire 1 Fire ! I com- 
mand you Rear Guard to fire;” the Gentleman was no more than Two Yaids from me 
when lie cave the Words to the Rear Guard to fire, and this was in front of the First Car, 
and nearer to the upper Corner. I had a clear View from where I stood at that Time to 
O'Brien’s Corner; the Rear Guard did not fire until they got the Word. I do not know 
whether the Front Guard got the Word or not before they fired. I saw n0 S °W' er st “Sg er 
on that Day. I did not see a Soldier's Cop knocked off in the Lane on that Day. 

Re-examimi by Hr. Coffer— I did not count any of the People anywhere, and if I could 
form an Opinio/ of the Number I would tell. Father Bourke put his Hand on my Mouth 
in the Court House when I spoke to Mr. Delmege, and he told me to whist ; that he (lid not 
do it; he told me he did this to pacify me. 

Further rewrote-, xnminei by Mr. Graydon—The Officer was with the front SoMiers 
had his Sword drawn, and returned with them, but does not know how lon„ he remained 
with them.

I was 
convenient to a covered Car for a Time; this Car was One of the last. I walked for a 
Part of the Way by the Left-hand Side, and then I crossed over to the Right, when I 
was about Seven or Eight Perches from the Place in the Lane where I heard the First 
Shot fired. I saw People at each Side of the Road, Men, Women, and Boys; I mean 
Boys of different Ages. I saw Stones thrown at the Right-hand Side of the Bridewell 
Lane, coming up to the Court House, at the Houses. 1 think there were from Five to 
Seven Cars in the Lane, more or less. I saw the Stones thrown from behind over me; 1 
do not know who threw them. The Lane is narrow there. There was not Room for a 
Crowd of People in the Lane, with the Cars and Military. The Road is about Twelve 
Feet in Breadth there, and there could not have been a dense Crowd at either Side of the 
Road. There could be about 100 or 120 People crammed in at either Sides of the Cars 
for the Length they occupied along the Lane. The People were not crammed or jammed 
very tightly there ; they were walking along the Road. I do not know the Length of the 
Potato Field Wall. I saw no People sitting on the Walls or in the Fields. I took no 
Notice of them. The Cars were passing on when the Stones were thrown. Any Stones 
that were thrown, from whatever Quarter, could have hit the People as well as the Cars 
and Military; and the People were as much exposed to the Stones as the others. I was 
between the Cars and the Wall ; the Military were there. 1 was equally exposed to any 
Danger that was there as the Military. The Military were also between the Wheels and 
the Wall, as well as the People. I did not see what was passing in the Rear or Front. 
There were a good many Stones thrown; they came over my Head. They' were as apt to 
come near me as any body else. Whoever threw these Stones did not care whether they 
hit Red or Frieze coated Men. I did not see them strike any ; but I saw them strike the 
Cars. The Cars continued moving on. I did not see any Danger to Man or Horse from 
the Stone-throwing. I considered no Danger to Life from these Stones ; if I did I would 
not stay there. I did stop there. I heard more than One Shot fired, as far as I can 
recollect. I think I heard about Twenty Shots fired altogether that Day. I did not leave 
the Lane until they were done firing. I did not see the Military leave the Lane. I went 
back towards the Chapel Side, and when I returned back to see who was dead the Military 
had left the Lane. I got a Shot myself that Day in .the Collar of my Coat and Shirt. I 
was Seven or Eight Yards up from the Corner of the Bridewell Wall, and about Two 
Yards out from the Wall at the Potato Field Side. I was standing up, turning, towards the 
Chapel. There were Two Shots fired; the Wadding of both Shots struck me in the Face. 
I thought my Hair was all burned, but it actually burned the Collar and Shoulder of my 
Coat, and the other Shot went through the Collar of my Coat, at the Right Side, through 
my Shirt, struck the Potato Field Wall at the other Side. I did not know the Soldier 
who fired; he could not be more than the Length of the Musket from me, as well as I 
could judge. When I recovered myself I saw a Man against the Wall shot through the 
Temple, with his Brains falling on his Trowsers. He was about Four nr Four and a Half 
Yards from me, where I was hit. The Stone-throwing had all ceased at the Time I 
received the Shot, and saw the Man wounded in the Temple. If there had been any at 
that Time or Place I should have seen it. The only Stone of any Consequence I saw 
thrown was One Stone, a pretty good-sized One, which I saw pass out by a Voter’s Head 
on the Car, but I cannot say whether it hit him or not. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon . — I came into the Village that Morning about Nine 
o’Clock. I was standing near Dr. Going’s when I saw the Military coming. I saw a 
Crowd there, I suppose from 200 to 300 People there, and the Street all about. People 
came up with the Military from Flannery’s ; I do not think 200. I went down towards 
the Bridge to meet them. A Man named Heffernan was along with me. I heard Noise; 
I cannot recollect whether I heard shouting or groaning. A good deal of the People fol- 
lowed the Soldiers. All was perfectly quiet from that up to the Lane, and 1 saw no Stone- 
throwing. I was about the Middle of them on the Left-hand Side, as far as near the Lane. 
I then crossed over to the Right. I was rather towards the hind Part of the Procession 
when I crossed through the Cars. 1 was opposite the Potato Field Wall when I stopped ; 
the Cars and- Military and I halted all at the One Time, when the People all halted. I 
saw the Military turn round and use their Bayonets towards the People, but I do not say 
they injured them. This was before the firing. I saw no Stones thrown at that Time in 
front, but I did where I was myself. Some of them came cut of the Garden, and some 
more behind the Road. Some of them were not able to hurt anyone. I considered all 
in equal Danger as to the Stone-throwing. 1 cannot say that I saw a Stone hit anybody, 
hut I saw some Stones fall among the People. I saw some Stones strike the Cars ; there 
were some of them covered Cars. I never threw a Stone at a Man, Woman, or Boy. As 
far as I could see at this Time, there was no Persons between the Soldiers and the Cars. 
The Soldiers were in Line at each Side of the Cars. The People on whom the Soldiers 
turned with their Bayonets were between them and the Wall, and doing nothing. I passed 
through the Line of the Soldiers myself to cross the Road ; I saw no other Person do so. 
The Road where I was standing is about Twelve Feet wide, and I was standing about Two 
Yards from the Wall. The Soldiers were along the Lane, at the Side of the Cars. There 
were no Cars at the Spot where I was standing at this Time ; they were gone down in front. 
I am not sure whether all the Cars in front had gone as far as the Corner of the Court 
House. There were some Cars far behind me. 1 saw no Cars between these described; 

There 
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There were- a good deal of People on the Road at the Time, some standing about where I 
was. I heard some Shots fired before and some after the Shot that killed Frawley. I was 
standing in the same Place when I was hit myself as I was when I heard the First Shot. 

I am sure that it was not the First Shot that hit myself. I turned round towards the 
Chapel, about the Length of the Court House. I went not very much beyond the Soldiers 
and Cars that were in the Rear. 1 did not see them do anything at the Time 1 passed 
them- there was no pelting in the Rear at the Time. I came back m a very short lime, 
when 'they stopped firing ;. everything was quiet. What I could see of the Stone-throwing 
that Day, I saw none sufficient to endanger anyone except the One I have mentioned. 
When I was fired at there were People about me. I could not think the Person who fired 
was more than the Length of the Muzzle from me. I saw Father Bourke that Day- near 
the Police Barrack, and I was near him at the Chapel for Four or Five Seconds. He was 
coming with die People. I did not hear him say anything; he was outside the Line ot 
Soldiers to the Left near the Chapel.

My Hearing is as good as his. Gorman could hear what I could not, as he remained on 
the Wall until some of the shooting was over. I fell back at the First Shot; Gorman 
remained after the First Shot, and to the best of my Belief until after Three or Four Shots. 
He did not fall off with me after the First Shot. If Gorman swore that he remained on the 
Wall while all the firing was going on he would not swear truly. I cannot swear how many 
Shots were fired while Gorman was on the Wall ; but I swear there was more than One, 
and I believe Three or Four. The First Car was about Seven Yards behind the front 
Military. I was standing quietly on the Wall at the firing of the First Shot. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee. — I took shelter first behind the Wall before Gorman did, 
and I threw myself on my Hands with my Face turned towards the Wall ; my Head was 
towards where Gorman was. All the shooting took place immediately. When the firing 
was going on, I saw Gorman raise his Head, and I cautioned him ; this was the first Time 
I saw him after I took shelter. 

To a Juror. — I did not notice any People between the Military and the front Cars. 

To the Coroner. — I saw no Person fire a Shot out of a Pistol on that Day.

Informant binds himself in the Sum of 50Z. to prosecute 
this Information at the next Assizes to be held at Ennis in 
and for the County of Clare. Martin Brassil. 

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of Stephen O’Halloran of Ballycunneen in the 
County of Clare, Esquire, who being sworn saith, that I reside within Two Miles and a Half 
of Sixmilebridge; I remember Thursday the 22d of July last; I heard Shots fired. I had 
been around the Street and the whole of the Village on that Day, about Half an Hour 
before the firing, except the Lane; but from the Way I came into Town I had a View of the 
Lane. I saw Two or Three contested Elections, and took part in some of them. As far 
as I could see there was no rioting or any Disposition towards it on that Day. 1 saw the 
Polling going on that Day without any Interruption ; there was groaning and shouting, but 
no Interruption. 1 am certain that one of the Windows of the Court House was open on 
that Day. I think there was another, as a strong Smell of Powder came in ; the Door was 
opened. I heard no Sign of angry Tumult. I saw some dead Bodies; I saw One Body about 
Twenty Yards from where we now are, in a direct Line; it was at Intervals the groaning 
occurred, not to every Voter. I did not see the Military for about Five Minutes after the 
firing. 1 had a Conversation with Mr. Wilson, in about Five Minutes after 1 heard the 
Shots, in consequence of which, I went to examine the Cars that came in with the Voters ; 
I examined them with a view to give my Testimony if called on; I carefully and minutely 
examined them. I examined them in front of the Lane ; from the external Condition, I saw 
no Damage done to them; but I saw Four Stones inside on Cushion of the large Van, and 
some Blood on the Cushion of that Machine; in another covered Car I saw One Stone, 
and One of the Drivers showed me the Reins of his Bridle, which he told me was cut, and 
he showed me a Trace of the same Harness, which he told me was attempted to be cut. 
These were the whole of the Injuries I could discover, after making a most careful and 
minute Examination. I examined all the Cars I saw there; I saw no Damage done to the 
Horses, neither cut, torn, or bleeding. 1 saw the Soldiers pointed out by Colonel Douglas 
as injured; he called Attention to One Man of them at the Dock; and at the Suggestion of 
the Coroner, he paraded the rest of them in the Bridewell Yard; this was at the Close of 
the Day, when the Jury was impanelled; this was about Six o’Clock p.m. on the same Day. 
I was present at the Inspection of the First Man, and in a few Minutes after I went out 
to the Yard. On the Knapsack of One Man I saw evident Sign of a Blow of a Stone; that 
Man pointed out on his Head where he said he got a Blow of a Stone ; there was another 
Soldier in the Yard, whose Head was bandaged up ; he had a loose Coat on him, and he 
appeared weak to me ; this was not the Man who was pointed out to me at the Dock by 
Colonel Douglas. My Attention was directed to the Man at the Dock by the Observation 
of Colonel Douglas ; there was an Abrasion on the Knapsack. Colonel Douglas also pointed 
out Two or Three other Marks on the same Knapsack as caused by Stones, which I did 
not consider were caused by Stones. One of the Officers in the Yard pointed out to 
me a Gun, the Stock of which was broken. I observed at the Time to the Officer, that 
that could not have been done without having been knocked out of his Hand; the Officer 
told me that he had been knocked down, and the Gun knocked out of his Hand ; this 
Injury might have been caused by the Wheel of a Car going over it, and it* was that Idea 
that made me remark it. I saw no other Injuries. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — : From where I was standing in the Court House if I 
was to go out by the Door and round the Lane would be Fifty Yards Distance to where 
the first dead Body lay, and about Twenty Yards from the Corner of the Court House. 

When 
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When I was last down the Town I saw some People there when I heard the firing. I 
heard One Shot first, and then Four or Five afterwards, all which occupied under a 
Minute. The Soldiers might have been murdered in the Lane without my knowing it 
on account of the high Wall. I left the Court House in Four or Five Minutes after I 
heard the Shots. I went round to the Lane. I had not been in it before that Day. The 
Drivers pointed out to me the Cars that had come with the Voters. I saw a large Van 
and about Five Cars. I went to see the Cars at once ; when I went out their Condition 
might have been changed since they were in the Lane. Some Blood was on the Omnibus. 
I So not know whether there were Bars to the Windows of the Omnibus or not. If the 
Bars were taken off by Violence, I think I would have remarked it. If Two Bars remain- 
ing were bent, and only One Bar on the other Windows remained, I would not have 
noticed it, except there was Evidence of Violence; if there was a straight Bar bulged in, 
I think I would have noticed it. I do not remember that any were bulged in. I will 
not say they were not. I examined the Sides of the Omnibus to see if there were Marks 
of Stones. I could not find any ; there were no Stones on the Roof of the Omnibus. I 
saw no Sign of Stones on the Sides of the other Cars. Mr. Greene was present with me 
at the Examination; One Rein was cut through; no Injury to the Bellyband ; there 
was a Scar on the Trace, but not through ; it was evidently made with a Knife. I was 
not present in the Yard at the Examination of the whole of the Soldiers; they were in 
Four or Five Miuutes before me. I did not inspect them all, but I saw them all drawn 
up in rank. I saw no other Injuries on the Knapsacks pointed out by Colonel Douglas. 
Some of the Packs may have been injured more or less without my observing them. I 
do not think the Wheel of a Carriage passing over the Musket would have left any more 
Marks on it. A Blow of a Stone would have left more Marks on it. If broken by a Stone 
the Blow must be very severe. 

Re-examined by Mr. Coffee . — If there was Time enough before I examined the Vehicles 
for Stones to be taken out of them, there was also Time for Stones to be put into 
them. . Stephen O’ Hallo ran.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Lieutenant Colonel George Staunton of the 
Thirty-first Regiment, who being sworn saith, that I am Lieutenant Colonel of the Thirty- 
first Regiment. There are now present in Court the Two Officers and Forty-one of the 
Men who escorted the Voters on the 22d of July last; there is no such Man in the Escort 
as John Whitebred, but there is William Whitebred. I now point out amongst the Men in 
Court John Dwyer, James Sharp, Thomas Clark, William Whitebred, Corporal Carter; 
there is only One of that Name in the Escort. I point out John Gleeson (first), James 
Postings, William Barnes, Isaac Weston, John Thompson ; there are no Two Men in the 
Escort bearing the same Name except Gleeson ; there are Two Gleesons, One John and 
the other Timothy ; all the Men of the Escort did not belong to Captain Eager’s Com- 
pany. I cannot tell how many of them belonged to Captain Eager’s Company ; they were 
composed of the Men of Two Companies, One of the Eighth and the other the Light 
Company; it is the Duty of the Officer who commands the Party to examine the Pouches 
before the Men are dismissed. Every Man has a particular Number on his Musket; these 
Muskets were examined in my Presence that Evening in Limerick, but I did not examine 
the Number of each. I did not examine to see which of the Men fired that Day. I did 
not consider it my Duty to ascertain how many of the Men of the Thirty-first fired on the 
22d of July. I knew nothing about it except by Report. I mean general Report. I 
had no Officer’s Report on the Subject; it did not pass through me as Colonel of the 
Regiment. I believe that I heard it stated in presence of the Soldiers of the Thirty-first 
that the Escort fired without Orders from the Officers. I cannot say that I heard the 
Officer say in presence of the Soldiers that Evening that they had fired without Orders 
from them or the Magistrates. I examined the Soldiers that Evening for the Purpose of 
reporting" the Damage done to them, their Arms, Accoutrements, and Clothing. Some of 
the Ten Men mentioned above in the Course of my Duty since the Occurrence on the 22 d 
of July. I did not consider it my Duty to ascertain how many Men had fired on that 
Occasion. I have no Doubt but I spoke to some of the Ten Men whose Names were 
called out here To-day. From the Conversation I had with some of those Men I have no 
Doubt but they fired on the Occasion of the 22d of July. I have learned from some of 
the Ten Men that they themselves fired without the Orders of their Officers. 1 also 
learned from them that they fired without the Orders of a Magistrate. None or t e en 
Soldiers have been committed since in consequence of that. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.—l examined the Accoutrements of these Men on the 
Evening of the 22d of July. I know a Man of the Name of Kennedy who was at the 
Escort that Day.

for the County of Clare (if required). George Staunton, Lieu o . y 
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County of Clare to wit .— The Deposition of Henry Keane, of Beechpark in the County 
of Clare, Esquire, who being sworn saith, that I reside at Beechpark in the County 
of Clare. I am in my Brother's Office, who is Agent to the Marquis of Conragham. 

I remember the Evening of the 21st of July. I was at Mr. Goggms ' “ j£"*l 
I arrived there the Day before; a Servant accompanied me. I know Collins s House 
in Meelick. I know there were Sixteen Voters at his House at the Hour of Eleven 
o ? Clock the Evening of the 21st of July. I remember Cars arriving there on the Morn- 
ing of the 22d Julv with a Party of Thirty-five to Forty Men ; each of them carried 
Slicks. I went out to meet them at the Hall Door; they asked me had I Freeholds 
there; I said, « Find out.” They then said they were in the House. They said they 
would break down the House, and swore they would do so if Mr. Goggm did not come for- 
ward and let out the Men. T said they should get rid of me then first. Goggm came 
down, and they asked him for his Vote, which he said he would not give, as he promised 
it to Colonel Vandeleur. They asked Permission to go in, which was refused them. 1 hey 
got in the Back Door. They used threatening Language to me before they went m. 

I went towards the Gate. I was followed by some of those People Half-way to the Gate. 

I saw a Boy on the Top of the Hill with a Stick in his hand. 1 heard a Voice saying, We 
found them.” The Party then turned back to Collins's House. I followed them When 
I got there I saw the Freeholders caught by the Collar. Two of them were boxed. Some 
of the Voters, whom I call saucy ones, were attacked by the largest Party, and they resisted 
for about Half an Hour or Three Quarters. Some of the Voters were delicate. When the 
Voters resisted some of the Mob swore that before Evening either they or I should be a 
Corpse. Some of them then said, “ Come, Boys, strip off and put the Devil s Guts in the 
Dunghill they stripped off and took up Stones. Kinnavane and another Man said this. 
They ran at the Freeholders and took them to tile Cars ; first those who were delicate, and 
then those who resisted. Some of those ran up to me, and said they would send me Word 
wherever they would be ; they said, “ It is likely we will be taken up the Mountain Road, 
and for me to go to the Bridge, and have the Military there to meet them. I sent three 
Messengers after that Party. I went back to Mi-. Goggins’s after these Voters were taken 
away ; in an Hour and a Half after that I saw Mr. Delmige and the Military Party, about 
Thirty-six, on Two Cars; there were Two Officers. I had a Conversation with Mr. Delmige, 
in consequence of which I took back One Car-full. Mr. Delmige returned back with this 
Party. The other Car-full, with an Officer, remained on the ltoad. I was going towards 
Thomond Gate when I saw some Cars at the Left-hand Side of 1 homond Gate. I did not 
know the Cars; there were about Forty Persons about the Cars. I he Windows of the 
House where the Cars were were thrown up, or were up, and some of the Persons who were 
inside said, “ Glory to you. Master, you would not desert us.” The Crowd did nothing 
when I came up. Some one cried out in the Crowd, “ Go, Paddy, and tell the Boys that 
Keane the Devil was come.” Three Persons went off. I know One of the Persons who 
gave the Message. I then turned to Mr. Delmige, and told him that there were Three 
Men sent off with these Messages, and that if he was not alive about his Business there 
would be bad Work and Bloodshed, for that our Party was too small to attack a Limerick 
Mob. I heard the Captain order the Door to be opened in an Instant, not until it got 
Three or Four Pummels of the Muskets. I ran up Stairs and shook Hands with all the 
Men, clapped their Backs, and told them not to lose their Courage ; they said they were 
surprised I was so long away. Mr. Delmige met them at the Door, and asked them, did 
they wish for his Protection to go to the Bridge ; they replied, “ Certainly, your Honour, we 
could not go without you “ we would be murdered if we went without you.” The Crowd 
had increased very fast; the Numbers were considerable. When we were getting them into 
the Cars I observed no Symptoms of Riot whatever. We proceeded to meet the Party of 
Military on the Road at Meelick. We did meet them. When we joined the other Party 
we all moved on together. I had Eighteen Voters. I heard there were Sixteen besides. 
We passed on towards the Bridge. 1 met a Gentleman in a Gig, who groaned us, and said 
•« Look at the Convicts.” He passed us on. I did not know him. We then met another 
Jaunting Car with Two Persons on it, who said to us, we would catch it going into the 
Bridge. We met a Third Car near the Bridge, who told us that the Bridge of the Town 
would be ripped up, and that we could not get in. I was in the Centre of the Procession. 
My Men occupied Four covered Cars and One open. 1 walked behind the covered Car to 
the Bridge. I did not know Sixmilebridge before for Fourteen Years. I know where the 
Police Barrack is; the Procession passed on straight by it. I did not know whether it was 
the ordinary Approach or not. There had been lots of groaning and shouting at this Time, 
particularly after passing over the Bridge. About at the Bridge, nearer to the Barrack, I 
first noticed the Reverend Mr. Bourke, P. P. I did not know him at the Time; I know him 
now, and did so an Hour after I got into Court. The First Thing I noticed was the People 
crying out to the Voters by Name, « When you have not the Soldiers to protect you you 
will be murdered.” They cried this out to Four or Five of the Voters by Name. 1 heard 
some Men again cry out, “ Here is Keane the Devil’s Men;” “ Here is Keane the Soupev’s 
Men.” There were Hundreds or Thousands there. I correct myself and say Hundreds. 
A Man’s Name was mentioned as One who would be murdered, and Mr. Bourke raised up 
bis Hand and said, tc Be quiet, Boys, be quiet.” I do not know that Man’s Name ; I can- 
not swear to it ; I think it was Dick Ryan. At the Side of the Chapel in the Green I heard 
the Reverend Mr. Bourke say, ‘'Rescue Keane’s Men, rescue Keane’s Men;” I was within 

Three 
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Three Feet of him at the Time ; the Answer to this was, “ The Boys are gone round.” I 
then saw a few Stones thrown near the Green ; the Stones were thrown from the Outside, 
at the Left Hand, in front ; I could not see behind ; the Stones were not thrown at the Car 
I was at. As I heard Mr. Bourke’s Expression I turned round and stamped my Foot; he 
did not know me then; if he did, I think the Work would have commenced sooner; I say 
so, because the Cries were so loud for “ Keane the Souper, Keane the Devil there was 
no serious Stone-throwing then. Opposite the Chapel Two Men came to the covered Car, 
and I pushed them off; there, was then a Rush on me by the People. A Soldier then came 
to my Protection; he swore he would stiek the Fellows if they broke in on his Line; 
Mr. Bourke came up to him and put One Hand on the Soldier’s Neck, and the other either on 
the Gun or his Arm ; the Soldier spoke very stiff to him, and said he would stick either him or 
those who were helping him if they interfered with his Duty ; I ran in front to the Captain 
when I saw that. I told the Captain that One of his Men was grossly insulted, and that they 
could not stand the Treatment, and that the bad Work was commencing ; he did not turn 
round to me, but he answered and said, “ I have more here to mind than I can do ; go 
back and tell the other Officer.” I made my way back to my old Ground.; I found the 
Work was getting hot there. The Soldier had gone away. 1 saw Mr. Bourke again ; he 
was Four or Five Yards from me. The Procession was then at this Corner of the Chapel 
Ground ; I was about the Corner myself. Mr. Bourke said, “ Boys, stand loyour Religion,” 
or “ Fight for your Religion,” or it might have been both ; the Reason I am not sure which 
Expression he' made use of was, that there was a Roar at the Time from Hundreds of 
Voices — “ Fight for your Religion, Boys ;” some of them had Sticks in their Hands, and 
ran in front. Before this I saw Mr. Bourke go to Three or Pour or Five of the Cars ; 

I had to keep lum away from the Cars ; he asked the Voters were they voting against their 
Religion. When the Rush was towards the Barley Garden, before we got into the Lane, 

I had Difficulty in keeping the People away fronl the Cars ; they were trying to pull out the 
Voters Three Times. I jostled them ; I pushed them away Two. at a Time. Three Times 
the Military assisted me ; Twice they pushed them outside the Lines when they had got in. 

It was on One of those Occasions that Father Bourke had his Hand on the Soldier’s Neck; 
this was the First Time ; the Second was at the Dungheap, and the Third Time was at 
the last Tree at the Bridewell Lane. The Second Time the Soldier interfered was near 
the Dunghill. Several Persons'pelted at the Soldier ; One Woman amongst the Party. He 
was hit on the Neck or thereabouts ; he fell forward towards the Wall in the Direction of 
tbe Place the Stone came from ; the Stone came from the Potato Garden Field. I made a 
run for the Stone ; it was flat ; it was about Five Inches long. Four wide, and Two thick. 
This was the Soldier next me on my Right. I could see well in front at the Time; 1 could 
not see to the Rear. When I was running for the Stone I saw Two Men pull a Man out 
of the Car ; had him half-wav out. I gave One of the Men a Box, and knocked him against 
the Wall at the other Side ; there were then Three or Four Stones pelted at me; Two of the 
Stones hit the Leaf of my Hat, and raised it a little off my Head. I did not see who pelted 
those Stones, they came from behind. I saw the Stones; the same Stones got into the 
covered Car, and I heard them strike the Back of the Driver’s Seat inside. I took the 
Number of the Car in order to know about the Stones. The Curtain of the Car was open 
from a Poot to a Foot and a Half. The Stone-throwing became brisk at the Time the 
Soldier was hit coming in the Lane ; I could not see in front; I saw the People at the Side 
pelting towards the Front; this was after I got into the Lane; the Stone-throwing then 
increased considerably. In a few Seconds after the Three Stones pelted at me, I heard a 
Shot fired; I think in front. There were then after that Two Stones pelted at me from the 
Side. I saw the Persons who pelted them,— One from the Ground and the other from the 
Garden. As far as I could see at this Time, and before the Shot was fired. Stones were 
flying. After the Two last Stones were thrown I kept behind the the Car for Twelve or 
Fifteen Yards into the Bridewell Lane. The Procession went on slowly through the Lane ; 
it was sometimes checked ; when I was pelted it was checked for Half a Minute, w. hen 
the Three Stones were pelted at me, and also the Two Stones, and the Shot was tired, 
altooether Half a Minute; the Procession went on very slow.. I saw a Number pelting 
from the Barley Field and on the Ground; about Six or Seven on the Ground in Une 
Batch pelting. The People in the Barley Field were Three or Four in a Batch, and then a 
Break ; they were in One Row. I could see from where I was about One and a Halt Perches 
English; there was great Confusion at this Time, a great Crowd and great Stone-throwing. 

I think the Stones were thrown with Violence. One Stone hit One of then own Men and 
knocked him down ; it stumbled him, and, I mean, knocked him against the Wall ; the otner 
Stone was broken against the Wall; it would have broken any Head if it rame against it , 
these were the Two last Stones that were thrown at me. I then went forwai d about 1 el e 
or Fourteen Yards and heard a Number of Shots fired ; I counted them as far _as Sera. . 1 
saw no Soldier lying on the Ground at this Time ; I saw Three Men falling on. the Ground , I 
saw the Party that they belonged to pelting ; there were Six or Seven in the Party- Wyj Up- 
holders were getting out of the Cars, and I pushed them as they got out towards the Soldieis 
who had their Guns pointed, and were then firing up. I did not then o , 
near the Court House. I cannot tell how many Shots I heard after this ; I thmk the e were 
a few. As I was going up with the Third Freeholder I saw a Soldiei, a § j y 6 

dead, his Feet towards the Wall of the Bridewell, and his Head to war ,, 

Road; this was about Twelve Yards up the Lane. I saw Two Men run towards him ; they . 
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were Three Yards apart from each other, or more, in advance of each other; the First Man 
made a Blow over the Soldier’s Head with something he had in his Hand ; I saw him raise 
both his Hands over his own Head and let fall whatever he had m them ; ] -do not know 
what it was. I saw the Second Man make a Stroke with something he had m his Hand. I 
do not know what it was, but I take it for granted he had something in his Hand 1 don t 
know that he had anything in his Hand ; he appeared to me to have something m his Hand 
I saw Two Soldiers run on my Left to the Man who was down ; the First Soldier who came 
up struck the Man who made the last Attack at the Soldier who was down with Ins Bayonet 
somewhere about the Ribs. The last Soldier who came up followed the other Man who had 
first attacked the Soldier who was down ; the Man ran to the Right; first outside the Cornei 
of the Court House; he then took a Turn to the Left, and as he was going up the Road 
the Soldier made a Blow at his Back ; I do not know whether it took Effect 01 not, they 
were both going at the Top of their Speed. The Soldier who was lying down i could not 
have been knocked at the Time of the First Firing, as I passed the Place > Two or Three 
Times after that before he was down ; I passed Twice with Freeholders. I do not think 
there were any Shots fired after this last Occurrence. I know the Lives of the Baity were 
in Danger ; when the First Shot was fired in imminent Danger; I considered so from the 
Stone-throwing which proceeded from the Crowd of People. 

Cross-examined tv Mr. Coffee.— I was never in America. I recollect taking out a Pistol 
myself on the 22d July last ; I took it out at the End of the Conn House. l am not in 
the Habit of carrying Pistols until the last Week or a Fortnight; I have not One about 
me at present. I have a Dagger about me. I took out a Pistol in Limerick on the 
Morning of the 22d July last ; I had only One Single Barrel; I took it out when I saw 
the People collecting; I had it in my Breast Pocket. I look it out expecting there would 
be very bad Work, when I saw the Messengers sent off from Thomond Gate. It was the 
Tumult of the People in Limerick, and their Observations, which caused me to take out the 
Pistol. There were Men about me with Sticks, and I thought it safe to have my Pistol in 
my Hand. I saw no rioting, but there was certainly a Disposition towards it at Ihomond 
Gate. I would swear falsely if I swore there was no Disposition to Riot or Tumult at Iho- 
mond Gate when I was there. The Distance from where I took out the Pistol was about 
Twenty Yards from the Police Barrack at Thomond Gate. Near the Wall adjoining the 
Chapel the Stone-throwing commenced; it was not dangerous. The pelting was not violent 
or dangerous. The Stone-throwing might have been dangerous; it was calculated to excite 
Apprehension, coming from the Outside of a large Number of People. If I had said on my 
direct Examination nothing serious had occurred to attract Attention I would not have sworn 
the Truth. If a Person swore that between the Bridge and the Police Barrack there was 
no Appearance of Violence, no loud shouting, or terrible shouting, or Disposition to riot, 
he would swear falsely, because there was loud shouting ; I mean, by calling out “ Here 
are Keane’s Men.” It was near the Corner of the Chapel Wall that the Soldier got 
entangled with some Persons ; I was standing from him in front Three Yards ; I then 
moved forward with the Cars; I passed the Cars and ran on towards the Captain. The 
Soldier was entangled with at least Three Persons. I passed Soldiers on the Flanks 
of the Cars when I was going up to the Captain at the Time the Three Men were 
entangled with the Soldier; the Gun was grasped by One of the Men with his Hands; I 
have no Doubt of this ; this was by either the Second Man or Rev. Mr. Bourke ; the Third 
Man was in the Row, hut I do not know whether he grasped the Gun or not. I cannot 
say whether Mr. Bourke’s Second Hand was upon the Soldier’s Arm or his Musket, and I 
cannot say either whether the Second Man had his Hands on the Soldier’s Arm or his 
Musket ; but I am sure the Soldier’s Musket was grasped by One of them. I cannot swear 
that either of Mr. Bourke’s Hands was on the Musket. The Soldier was speaking to them, 
and struggled to loosen himself; he said something that he would stick One of them, or some 
Words to that effect ; he said something about interfering with his Duty ; I cannot say the 
Words. I cannot swear that lie used the Words Stick or Bayonet, but lie used Words to 
that effect. He either said, “ I will stick you with the Bayonet,” or “ I will drive the 
Bayonet through you,” or “I will stick you,” without using the Word Bayonet. I cannot 
adopt any of those Expressions as the One used. I saw the Soldier very much annoyed 
from the' Manner in which he spoke. The Soldier was behind me; I looked sideways; I 
turned my Head behind. The Soldier was at my Left-hand Side, a little behind me. 
This was the First Time I jostled the People from me. I did not hear the Expression used 
by any other Soldier; that Soldier might have sworn out, but I did not hear him. It is 
likely I said to the Officer that his Men could not stand the Treatment, but I am not sure 
that I did. I have no Conception or Notion how many Voices cried out “Fight for your 
Religion” after Father Bourke called out “Stand for your Religion,” “ Fight for your 
Religion.” I heard some Voice or Voices calling it out at the same Time with Father Bourke. 
Father Bourke’s Voice first struck me; the other Voices struck me at the same Time, 
crying out, with Sticks in their Hands, running forward, “ Fight for your Religion ;” the 
Voices increased as we went on; I say Hundreds of Voices. If Mr. Bourke swore that he 
never made use of either Expression, or if he swore that he never cried out “ Rescue 
Keane’s Men,” it would be false. The Stone pelted at the Soldier came from the Right 
behind, but he fell or stumbled to the Right forward the Form of a V ; he stumbled but 
did not fall. I went towards the Stone, but did not take it up; I did not stop to gaze at 
it ; I went to the Car immediately. I know Five Stones appeared to be pelted at me ; I 
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saw where Three of them went. I saw Three Bodies fall that Day in the Lane at the Left- 
hand Side; there was more than a Yard between them; it struck me so; there was more 
than Half a Yard. I made an Attempt to get at the Stone that I have described. There 
were Six or Seven Men standing pelting near the Three Bodies that fell at the same Side 
of them: some of them were pelting; I do not know how many of them; I saw Stones 
comino- from them. I saw the Three Bodies falling, and I saw the Men pelting. I cannot 
say what Part of the Crowd the Men fell from; 1 cannot say in the midst of them, at the 
Side, or beyond them. I do not know who the Freeholder was that I was taking in when 
I passed the Soldier down ; I do not know who the Voter was. I said I think he was the 
Third Freeholder; I have no Doubt of it. I do not know whether the Soldier had his Cap 
on or off. I stated I went away to avoid giving Evidence; I did go away. I have a 
horror to the shedding of Blood ; only that 1 have I would have shed it myself that Day. 

I did not fire my Pistol that Day. I think it is only dire Necessity and continual Necessity 
would justify the shedding of Blood. I think it would depend upon Circumstances what 
would justify loaded Muskets being fired after flying Men. I think it would depend upon 
what they had done. From what I saw of the Transaction in the Commencement I 
consider the Men were justified in firing, so far as I saw. The Cause, so far as I saw and 
describe, having ceased, I do not consider they were justified in continuing the Firing. I 
do not think the Soldiers were justified in firing after the Stones ceased. I do not mean 
to apply this to the present Case. I do not consider Soldiers justified in firing after flying 
Men when Stone-throwing and other Violence had ceased. I never said that if Justice 
had been done Thirty more would have been shot. I never said that more of the 1 eople 
ought to have been shot, nor anything resembling it; if any Person said I did, lie would 
swear false. This is the first Time I was ever a Witness. I was examined once m Ennis, 
once in Kilrush, and once in Knock. 

To the Coroner. — When I heard Mr. Bourke make use of the Expression at the Chapel 
I was looking straight at him at the Time, and standing by his Side. 

Re-examined by Mr. Gray don.— 1 had a Shooting-coat on me that Day, of coarse Cloth, 
made loose ; I was shabbily dressed that Day. I was about the Centre of the Procession 
passing the Chapel. There were Five or Six Cars before me, and about the same Number 
behind me. I would know the Stones that were thrown into the Car that Day ; I swear 
to Two of those produced ; to the best of my Belief these are they. I believe the 1 bird 
One produced to be the other. When the Soldier was entangled with the Three Men he 
was very saucy and stiff. The Substance of what he said was about using his Bayonet. 

I saw some other Person’s Hand on the Gun of the Soldier, but I am not sure it was 
Mr. Bourke’s or the other Man’s Hand. The Officer when I went on to him and spoke 
to him did not look at me. I was very near shooting the Man who was over the Soldier 
on the Ground, and if I had done so I think I would be justified. I think that Soldier 
or his Comrade would be justified in shooting him. I took no Notice of any Stone- 
throwing except that at the Man down at the Time; my Attention was fixed on this Man, 
and 1 saw nothing else. I heard no Shot fired after the Man was down. I cannot say 
whether or no I saw or heard any Shot fired that Day which was not justified under the 
Circumstances. I saw One Shot fired that Day which I cannot say whether or no it was 
justified under the Circumstances. I never recollect being a Witness before m a Cnminal 
Case. I was not on the Table on the former Occasions; I was not examined as a Witness, 
nor was I summoned. 

To Mr. Coffee.— I did not hear a Shot fired after I saw the Soldiers pursuing the Men 
around the Corner. I heard the Captain call out « Stop firing ’’ I heard Seven Shots fired 
I heard the Captain to call out « Stop firing,” while One Soldier was following One of the 
Men who had attacked the Soldier who was down. After that, while the Soldier s 
pursuing the Man, I did not hear any Shot fired, but I cannot be sure. At that 
Time X was at the Comer of the Wall of the Court House; the Captain at this lime was 
in front of the Side of the Court House. I believe there was no firing in the Stteet 
after the Men attacked the Soldier who was down. I had no Idea that there was any 
firing in the Street, with the Exception of One Shot that was fired from the Street into the 
Lane where I was standing. 

To Mr. Graydon. — When I got into the Street first I did not know where the Street or 
Court House was. 

To the Coroner.— I heard no Orders given by any Person to fire that Day. 

To Mr. BlackaU. — X spoke to Mr. Deimige on that Morning, 22d July last, at Thomond 
Gate ; he answered me. I did not hear him say, « Boys you had your Election, we wilt 
have ours or Blood." He did not say it, unless he did so when I was “ “ 

not use the Words when the People were getting on the Cars. I saw M . ^ 

Day at Sixtnilebridge ; I saw no Pistol in his Hand. I did not hoar • , " ^ d 

the Word “fire,” nor didl hear the Word given by any Person; nor did I hear the Wo, a 
“ Fire, fire, continue firing Front and Rear.” If these Words were giM i « !»“ d « 'g® ^ 
the Lane I cannot say whether I would have heard it or not. I hear 
or stop firing” given in the Lane. The Words “Front and Rear” were not then used, 

I heari. I saw Three Bodies fall ; they fell at the Barley Side of the Lane. I wee a 
Seven or Eight Yards from them ; X do not think I hoard a Pistol-shot fired Dgj 
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All the Shots I heard appeared the same. I did not see Mr. Delmige in or about that 
Place. I wore a Greyish Shepherd’s plaid Coat that Day. 

To the Coroner . — The Firing had not all ceased when I began to bring the Freeholders 
to the Court House. I was bringing out the last Freeholder when the Firing ceased; I 
mean from the Lane. That last Shot was fired from the Street into the Lane. It 
occupied Five or Six Minutes, or more than that, from the Time I passed the permanent 
Police Barrack, until I got to the Corner of the Coui-t House. _ When I first came out 
of the Lane with a Freeholder some of the People were running into the Lane, and 
some out of it ; a good many had come out of the Lane before I came. I think a Quarter 
of a Minute elapsed between the Time the first Batch of People ran out of the Lane 
and the Time I came ont of the Lane myself, hut I am not sure. 

To Mr. Coffee . — There was a short Interval of Time between the falling of the Three 
Bodies. I saw a Pistol with Mr. Delmige on that Morning. 

To a Juror . — The First Shot was fired after the Soldier was hit on the Neck with the 
Stone. I had walked the Length of the Potato Garden before it was fired. 1 do not 
know why the First Shot was fired. 

To Mr. Graydon . — It was when the Stone-throwing was hottest the First Shot was fired.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Bolton Waller of Castletown in the County 
of Limerick, Esquire, who being sworn saitli, that I am a Magistrate of the County ot 
limerick. I remember the Morning of the 22d of July. I joined the Military Escort at 
the W’elsly Bridge. I went- on to Meelick and waited there until the Party returned from 
Limerick. I accompanied the entire Party to Sixmilebridge. I remember the Military 
fretting off the Cars at Sixmilebridge. About Ten or Twelve were in front; same dumber 
fn the Rear and Line along the Cars. I first saw Mr. Bourke between the Bridge and the 
Police Barrack; lie was walking along with the Cars, and People following. I was taking 
care of One Car just between the Middle and the Front, about Four from the Front ; he 
made several Attempts to get up to the Car ; he shoved me, and I shoved him; we did not 
strike each other. I remember when the Escort got up to the Chapel the Mob consider- 
ably increased. I called upon Two Soldiers to remember the Orders they got from their 
Officers, and to do their Duty and keep away this Gentleman. This was passing up by 
the back Gate of the Police Barrack. Before we got to the Green Mr. Bourke said that 
he had a Right to get to the Car, and the Two Soldiers brought their Bayonets to the 
Charge. Mr. Bourke was walking along the Cars in a very excited State, wheeling 
his Whip, and calling us Convicts. We were also called Convicts passing through 
Mr. Bourke’s Parish. When we got to the Chapel the Crowd was increasing, and Stones 
began to be thrown. I do not know what was going on in the Rear. I remember when 
the Escort got into the Lane we seemed to be met by additional People from the opposite 
Side of the Lane. When we got into the Lane the Crowd was very great. I could not 
see the People in front. The Street was blocked up with People on all Parts of the Road. 

I did not get into the narrow Part of the Lane until Shots were fired; before that the 
People did not get between the Car and the Soldiers. When the First Shot was fired I 
was within Two or Three Yards of the Corner of the Barley Field. As far as I could see 
the Lane was crowded. I did not look in the Rear at all. I saw People standing on the 
Wall and in the Field of Barley. There were a few Stones thrown from about ns, and 
some coming from the Barley Field. I saw a great Number of Stones in front very thick ; 
they began on a sudden. When I heal'd the First Shot I pushed forward as far as I could 
towards the Firing. I went on for the Purpose of seeing if 1 could be of any Use, and 
when I saw the Nature of the Melde, and that I could be of no Use, I saw an open Street, 
and I pushed on. When I got up the Soldiers Ranks were broken; they were all fighting, 
every Man for himself. The Place was very crowded at the Time. There was Stone- 
throwing going on, dangerous Stone-throwing, large Stones. I saw several Persons struck 
with them. I observed Persons at this Time in the Barley Field and on the Wall, standing 
along the Line of the Wall. Of a moderate Calculation 1 should say there were 300 People. 
The°People on the Road were engaged Hand to Hand with the Military. When I first 
got in sight of the Soldiers I saw Two Soldiers down ; they were tumbled, but I did not 
see them knocked ; they were then recovering themselves. This was about the Middle of 
the Potato Field Wall. They were lying within Three or Four Yards of each other. 
After seeing those Two Men 1 got on as well as I could. When I got between the Bride- 
well Corner and the End of the Lane I saw another Soldier lying, and severely wounded, 
lying almost senseless; he seemed not able to get up. I delayed a little there on account 
of the Car that broke away from its Driver. By this Time the People that were in the 
Lane began to run away and disperse. When 1 got to the Corner of the Court House I 
saw a Soldier knocked down by a Blow of a Stone quite close to the Corner. I saw him 
trying to get up, and preparing to discharge his Firelock; he discharged it. I caught hold 
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of his Arm as he was firing, which might have been the Cause of his not hitting anybody, 
either that or the Blow on his Head. When I saw him fire I turned out to the Left by 
O’Brien’s Corner. I saw another Soldier lying near O’Brien’s Corner ; he was lying down 
when I first saw him. When I came out of the Lane I did not know where I was, or where 
the Court House was. I neither saw Military or Police when I saw the Man fire whose 
Arm I held. I saw neither Military or Police at the Time the First Shot was fired. I 
cannot say that the Lives of the Party who fired were in danger, because 1 could not see. 
Stones were throwing, the Effect of which I could not see. They were thrown in the 
Direction of where the Shots were fired. The Stones which I saw thrown in the Direction 
of the Firing were calculated to endanger the Lives of the Party at whom they were 
thrown. I was not at the Place where the First Shot was fired. When it was fired 
Mr. Bourke was immediately before me at the Time, Three or Four Yards. He called 
out, “ Oh, they are firing !” He stooped down as low as he could, and ran away to the Rear. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee.— I did not get into the Lane before the First Shot was fired. 

I did not count the Cars. I think I was the Fourth Car. I was walking in the Rear ol 
the Car to the Left-hand Side; there was an Interval between the first 1 wo Shots and the 
Volley I met Mr. Bourke turning back towards me just at the Corner of the Lane just 
as the First Shot was fired. I did not know him before as Mr. Bourke, but I think 1 have 
seen him in Limerick. I am not a Magistrate or Elector of this County When l save 
Mr. Bourke in the Street I knew that he was a Parish Priest m the Neighbourhood. It 
did not create much Surprise to me to see a Priest interfering with Electors ; but 1 was 
told not to allow any interfering with them. I got the Directions from Mr. Delmege. I 
did not know these Voters personally before this Day. I heard the Voters say in le 
Morning thev required Protection, and would not go there without it. 1 here were some 
Non-electors'among the Party; none of these men asked for Protection against the Priest; 
none of them asked me to be allowed to see the Priest; if they had I would not hare pre- 
vented them. The Car was a covered one; there were Four in it. Mr. Bourke was 
walking by the Side of it; he addressed several of the Voters by then- Names It was 
natural for Mr. Bourke to be annoyed, being prevented from speaking to the Voters. 1 
remember Mr. Bourke, Mr. Delmege, and myself to be close to each other at one Time in 
the Procession. Mr. Bourke and I were angry with each other; and Mr. Delmege said, 

“ Don’t interfere with this Gentleman.” I mean, he told me not to be quarrelling Ol offen- 
sive to him. “ He lias been helping me to keep the Peace just now; or Words to that Effect. 
This was coming up at the Police Barrack to the best of my Ability ; he was moie exciting 
the People than keeping the Peace. I recollect Mr. Bourke calling the Peopfe Com®, 
and said, “ Oh, BoysfloJk at the Convicts !” I cannot say that those are the Words made 
use of, but that was the Sense of it. Unless my Ears deceived me, Mr. Bourke made use of 
these Words, and none others, until we got into the Lane. The People " e ‘ e not ; 
up with the Soldiers. I did not see an, of the Soldiers knocked down but °” e ’ and 1 do 
not know how the others were tumbled, unless what I heard after, but I saw Stones flying 
The Man whose Arm I held fired down the Street; 1 could not see the Mil.taiy and Poh« 
in the Street on account of the People; I saw the People running, , ind 
When that Soldier fired 1 saw no other Man struck with a Stone, but 1 saw anotlie Man 
down. When Mr. Bourke was at the Car the Crowd was pressing him n on me 
helpimr himself on. This was after the Conversation with Mr. Delmege about Ml. Bourkes 
keeping the Peace. I did not think the Soldiers would have to use their Bayonets, as I 
didnot expect that he would push Things to Extremity when he knew the Law would be 
carried out. 

To Mr. Graydon. — I called for no Assistance as long as I was able to keep him away 
unassisted, but then I asked the Soldiers to do their Duty. 

To Mr. Coffee.— I could not tell the exact Size of the Stones flung. 

To Mr. BlackalL- It was about a Minute and a Half before the First Shot was fired that 
Mr. Delmege came up to Mr. Bourke and me. I do not know whether MhWm ^then 
went backwards or forwards, hut it would have given him enough to do to 
First Shot was fired before it was fired. I came into rile Court after *0 Occmxenee m 
the Lane; Two Men were standing near the Dock, and One of them Blared ™ ” 
Face. I asked them what they were looking at me for ; and One of ril em s 1 „ I0 d UC ed ; 
wll ” I was fretting' angry, and my Brother-in-law took me away. I see a Coat prouucea 
riMJ.Dellege’sl Sf? Blue it; that is the Coat Mr. Delmege 
July; he had an Indiarubber Coat with him; also a Black one; I d ™' h ‘ 

he wore it or not. I saw no Pistol with Mr. Delmege on that Day untd Evening iaiw 
him draw the Charges that were in the Pistols that Evening Adding 

charged with Swan ferops ; the Wadding which I observed drawn was clean ^the Vladd 
would appear soiled if tile Pistols had been recently disc arge whether he struck 

over the Soldier who was down near O’Briens Corner; I cannot s y 
him or not ; he had a Stick raised over him. . 

To Mr. Coffee. — It was some Time in the Evening after Dinner when il [ f * 

Pistol ; he took out both Pistols. Mr. Delmege drew rile Cl,ar ? e * We were 
at each Side of the Table; we were smoking a Pipe at the lime, w after< \ 
against Mr. Delmege having been charged with firing for ir thought 
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thought it was a Joke at the Time. Mr. Delmege said nothing to me at the Time of 
examining the Pistols about his being charged with firing; the Reason Mr. Delmege drew 
the Charge was in order to put in Bullets. Mr. Delmege wore the Blue Coat when he 
came up to me and Mr. Bourke. There was no Dust on Clothes. It made a litde Dust; 
none of any consequence ; none to whiten a Coat. 

To Mr. Blackall . — There was no Dust to make a Blue Coat like a Shepherd’s Plaid; 
I think there was no Dust, as I think it was a hot Morning after Rain. 

To Mr. Coffee.— I would not undertake to swear there was no Dust that Day ; the Coats 
of the People on the Cars were not covered with Dust; they were a little dusty.

County of Clare to wit— The Deposition of Sub-Constable Benjamin Boyce, of Sixmile- 
bvido-e in the County of Clare, who being sworn saith, that l recollect the 22d of July 
last. 0 I was stationed at the permanent Police Barrack ; I was at the Corner of it when 
the Military Escort appeared; I was at the Right-hand Corner of the Barrack, up towards 
the Green ; there was only one Man, who was Barrack Orderly, and. myself. There was a 
large Crowd in the Street, crowded up towards Miss Wilson’s as far as I could see. Ihe 
Escort went up by the Green; the Road they took was up by the Green; there was no 
Crowd there; as the Party moved on towards the Green a Part of the Crowd followed 
them. I heard a Man in the Crowd, before they left the Front of the Barrack, with a 
Stick in his Hand, say, “ Come, Boys, here they are, will you let them pass ?” , I 
suppose, meaning the Voters. I saw more of the Crowd going towards Miss Wilson’s. 

I stood at the Corner where I was until the Military and People passed by; when they 
passed by I followed them. I spoke to Captain Eagar, and asked him did he know the 
Way to the Court House; he said he did not; I told him the Way he was going was the 
clearest Way; 1 followed the Rear of the Crowd. I saw Father Bourke pass by the Corner; 
he was among the Crowd; he appeared to be in a Hurry and rather excited; he had a Whip 
in his Hand, and his Face was Red. As the Procession moved on I observed the Crowd 
increase. Stone-throwing commenced after they passed the Corner; it continued to increase 
about the Corner of the Chapel ; here it began to be thrown from the Sides and Rear ; 
before that it was only thrown from the Rear. The Stones were thrown more numerous as 
they got up towards the Lane from the Sides and Rear very fast ; I do not think I ever 
saw more violent Stone-throwing. I consider the Lives of the Men were in Danger at this 
Time. I saw Stones hop off the Soldiers Bayonets and Muskets; I had a View of the Rear 
of the Military at this Time when we got Halfway between the Chapel and the Corner of 
the Lane. I saw Three or Four of the Soldiers turn round to the People and speak to 
them, and make Signs with their Hands to keep back, as I would do to keep People back ; 
when the Soldiers turned round again I saw more Stones thrown and more violently. 
I went no farther with the Procession ; I left them at the Corner of the Chapel ; I saw 
enough of it, more than I would wish to see. Just as I turned back I heard a Shot fired, 
it was that that made me turn. I turned back the same Way I went ; I then heard more 
Shots, Six or Eight ; a little Time elapsed between the first Two Shots and the others, 
which were fired in quick Succession. Father Bourke overtook me returning, below the 
Chapel, out of all Danger ; he said it was awful Work ; I said it was the Result of the Stone- 
throwing. Up to the Time the Shot was fired the Crowd was a large one. 

To Mr. Coffee. — I was not on particular Duty that Day in consequence of the Fatigue of 
the Ennis Election. I could walk about as I pleased. I saw the Three or Four Soldiers 
turn round distinctly. The Space was very large in the Green opposite the Chapel. The 
People were thin between me and the Soldiers. The Stones were thrown very violently, 
and I consider the Lives of the Party I saw in imminent Danger; that was the Rear Party 
of the Military and Voters. I did not run to my Officer to tell him of the Danger I saw. 
Mr. Gilmon was the Officer ; I did not run to him nor to any other Man. I walked to take 
shelter at the Wall of the Chapel. I was agitated when I spoke first to the Officer ; my 
Opinion was that he did not know the Way to the Court House ; I did not say the nearest 
Way, but I said clearest Way. I did not know where the Force was in the -Village 
that Day; I had no Doubt on my Mind that the Military and Police were in the Village, 
but I did not know they were at Miss Wilson’s. I don’t think I saw any Police at 
Miss Wilson’s Gate before I spoke to Captain Eagar ; they might have been there, but 
1 could not see them on account of the Crowd. From Eight o’Clock in the Morning until 
One o’clock in the Afternoon I did not see the Constabulary ; I mean until I spoke to 
Captain Eagar, although I was in and out and up and down the Street. 

To Mr. Graydon. — The whole of the Firing continued for about a Minute. 

To Mr. Coffee. — Mr. Coffee asks Witness what Mr. Keane told Witness in the Bridewell 
Room before Mr. Keane was examined. I heard Mr. Keane say that he had a Pistol on 

the 
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tlie22d of July, and that when he saw the Soldier down he thought he was dead, or he 
would have shot one of the Two Men that he saw run towards him. 

To Mr. Gratjdon. — I mean that the Street I went up and down was the main Street.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of Thomas Mulqueen of Creville in the Liberties 
of Limerick, who being duly sworn saitli, that I am a Surveyor. I recollect the 22d of 
July last. I accompanied the Escort to Sixmilebridge. I came in a Van with Six or 
Seven others. I know the main Street of Sixmilebridge. There were so many People in it 
it was not easy for the Vans to get through. The groaning and shouting commenced 
below the Chapel. Coming towards it I heard People say, “ Here is Kean’s Voters, and 
let us take them off.” The Crowd increased after this. I saw Stone-throwing that Day. 

I saw One Stone strike a Man who was in the Van with me, and give him a severe Cut in 
the Forehead; his Name was Pat Clancy. I saw nothing happen to lnm after the Cut. I 
saw no Effect from the Cut. I saw Blood flow from it. I saw Blood spout from the Cut. 
The Quantity of Blood was considerable. I saw him fall aside after it. The Stones struck 
myself and others, though not showing a Mark. I saw the Wire across the Window of the 
Yan broken in ; I believe it was a Half an Inch thick in the Round. I heard the Stones 
strike outside, and I saw them strike inside. There were so many, I cannot tell distinctly 
how many. I cannot say how many came into the Van, and I saw Four m the \ an when 
I went into Limerick. I saw some pass through the Windows— in One and out the 
other. Most undoubtedly the Lives of the People in the Van were m Danger. I was 
seated in the lower End of the Van. I remember the Van to turn, but I did not know 
what made it turn ; this was near the Barley Field; it turned Sideways, and I had a View 
towards the Corner of the Court House. I could see One bide of the Road, the Right-hand 
Side ; there were Cars' between me and the other. The Road was blocked up. It was 
not easy for a Person to pass by on account of the Cars, the Military, and the 1 eople. 1 
saw a Soldier hit with a Stone. When the Van turned round I could see a Part of the 
other Side. The People were throwing Stones; it was not gentle at all ; the Lives ot 
the Party were in danger. After the Soldier got the Blow of the btone I saw him fall 
down. I sow another Soldier fall aside to the Wall ; he did rot fall to the Ground. Both 
of these were against the Right-hand Side of the Wall. I heard a Shot fired. What I 
have stated occurred before a Shot was fired. There was great Noise from the Slones 
striking against the Van. 

Cross-examined bj Mr. Coffee.— There was only One Van of the Sort I was In; there 
may have been more Four-wheel Vehicles there for all that I know. r ile Stones were 
throwing with great Violence against the Van. I believe they were large Stones and small 
Stones. There were Four Horses to the Van that carried me and the 1 arty ot Six or 
Seven through the Lane. I saw the Stone hit the Soldier in the Jaw. I did not see what 
became of the Stone after I saw the Bar of the Window loosened at the lower Side, but 1 
do not know whether it was inside or outside, but I know it was across the Window. 1 do 
not know liow mnnv Windows were in the Van. I was sitting on the Seat next the Door. 
1 saw no Sticks ill the Van. I saw Two Bars on the Window on the Side opposite to me. 
I saw Three or Four People sitting on the Side opposite me. The Names of the Persons 
hit in that Car were Martin Hickey, Pat Clancy, and another Man of the Name of Holmes, 
they were in the Van, and I was told to sit there, and not to let them out. Hickey was 
struck in the Breast with a Stone; it did not injure him; I saw him getting into the Van 
at the Welslev Bridge of liis own Accord. Mr. Delmige gave me Directions to have an 
Eye to the Boys; my Duty was to get them in and keep them in. I was paid 2s. by 
Mr. Delmige for the Day. I am employed generally by Mr. Delmige. I was hit myself 
by a Stone, bnt not severely; X was lilt several Dines, but not injured ; I believe Five j» 
Six Times. I had a Hat before my Face; there are some of the Marks on it yet, the 
Wind has taken that Hat off my Head. I walked up to the Wednesday °r some 

Day. There were some others with me ; James Grady, and John Kelly, and John Ahern 
Thomas Murphy, and, I believe, John M'Knight. I saw Soldiers there. I « 
Mr. Delmige f he was on before me; lie got me a Pass to go in and out I did no _delay 
more thau®Ten Minutes the Evening I got the Pass 1 g°' ?£ 
got a Drop ; John Ahern took a Drop there. We drank a Bottle of Fortrt , X drank O 
to myself Mr. Delmige, I believe, paid for the Porter. There were Mdimthe^ 
don’t know if they were the Tl.irty-f.rst or Fourteenth. I think about Four o. Five. They 
were drinking, I believe, before I went in We were not drinking with the Soldtem I 
did not bear a Word of this Business the whole Time we were there.

To Mr. Graydon. — I was refused Entertainment in the Village . I _told MnJMmrhy 
nothing but what was true. 1 had a Conversation with a Soldier of He Tha t , ' Best about 
this Business ; I do not know who this Man was ; I believe he was a County Clare Man , 
he told me he was. _ , - , 

To Mr. BlackaU. — I came in here with several Witnesses the First Day of the Inquiry 
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We were refused Accommodation, as we were Witnesses of Mr. Delmige. I nmy get 
eating and drinking, but I would not be entertained. During the Night we slept in the 
Kitchen of the House, as the Night was very wet. I cannot say that Mr. Delmige was 
refused Accommodation in the Village. It was in consequence of requiring Accommodation 
that I got the Pass to the Camp. I got Directions from Mr. Delmige not to allow any 
Person to take away the Voters from me. When the Van turned near the Lane of the 
Court House, I saw Mr. Delmige in front protecting the Voters and keeping them on the 
Cars ; he was then half-ways between me and the Military ; 1 then heard the First Shot 
fired ; I did not see where it was fired, but it appeared to me to be in front of Mr. Delmige. 
Mr. Delmige wore a Blue short Frock; I did not see a Grey Frock on him. 

To the Coroner.— I did not see a Pistol in any Person’s Hand that Day; I heard 
Mr. Kean had One.

County of Clare to loit . — The Deposition of William Lorigan of Limerick in the County 
of Limerick, who being sworn saith, that I am a Car Driver. I drove a Car on the 22d 
of July last coming into Sixmilebridge. I drove the front Car into the Lane; when I got 
into the Lane the Mob was coining down towards me. One Man came up and caught 
hold of my Horse by the Head. He had a Knife in his Hand, and he cut One Side of 
my Rein. 1 then got down to the Horse’s Head ; when 1 did so the Man ran to my 
Traces, and was trying to cut them. The Sign of the Knife is in it — about a Quarter 
of an Inch. A Soldier was standing by. I turned round to him, and said, « Soldier, are 
you looking at my Harness cutting.” The Soldier ran at him thrusting the Bayonet, and 
when the Man saw him do so he ran away. I had a hold of the Horse’s Head at this 
Time, and I saw Stones pelting. I kept my own Head in Shade of the Mare’s Head. I 
saw One Soldier hit by a Stroke of a Stone out of the Barley Field ; it staggered him, 
but I cannot say he fell. I heard a Shot. What I have mentioned occurred before 1 heard 
a Shot. The Shot was fired about Two Minutes and a Half after, or Two Minutes. I 
saw a Man fall when I heard the Shot fired. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Blacltall . — Mine was the front Car. The front Soldiers were 
Five or Six Yards beyond me. There were some Persons between me and the front 
Soldiers. I saw Mr. Keane and Mr. Delmege running down the Lane one after another. 
I heard a Shot, the First Shot I heard ; and at that Time Mr. Delmege had gone to the 
Rear. I did not hear the Word “ Fire !” given ; it is hard to say, but I would hear the 
Word “ Fire ! fire. Front and Rear !” if it was given. Mr. Delmege was not between 
the front Car and the Military. William Louigan.

I saw some of the Soldiers come up and put out their Bayonets at the 
Mob. This was near the Court House End of the Lane. One of my Traces were broken, 
but I cannot say. how it happened, as the Mare made a Jump. I saw a Soldier knocked 
down as my Mare was running round from me. I saw a good deal of Stone-throwing 
coming as quick as they could on me. I would wish myself out of it, and would give 
more than 1 was worth to be away. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee . — I would rather be out of the shooting than away from 
the Stone-throwing. Neither I or my Mare was injured, but the Screens of my Car 
behind were broken. I suppose it was pulling the Voters out of my Car that tore it. I 
could not swear to it. I aid not see any Person trying to take them out of it. I was 
minding my Mare. The Screens were Calico. The Car was not broken besides, but 
Stones were thrown at the Sides of it, but did not get through it; there was Varnish on 
the Side of it— outside on the Cover; it was Calico varnished. 

To the Coroner . — The Soldier whom I saw knocked came, upon his Fours ; he then got 
another Blow which I cannot say tumbled him. This was after the firing ; there was no 
firing after that.

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County of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of Henry Hutton of Limerick in the County 
of Limerick, who being sworn saith, that I am Lieutenant of the Thirty-first Regiment. 

I am nearly Nine Years in the Regiment. I have served with my Regiment in India 
durino- that Period in active Service. I was in Four General Engagements; and the Fifth 
was an Affair I remember, being with a Party that escorted Voters from Limerick to Six- 
milebridge on that Day, the22d of July. I* remember arriving in Sixmilebridge. The 
Soldiers came on Two Cars, and got off before they entered the Village; the Right Sub- 
division fell in in Front, and the Left in the Rear. They formed into Sections oflen 
Men in each. One of the Sections of my Subdivision remained with myself in the Rear; 
the other Section of Ten were in extended Order, connecting the Rear with the Front 
along the Cars. I know the other Subdivision was divided into Two Sections of Ten Men 
each? in the same Order, extended from the Front to Rear on the Right. Captain Eagar 
was in command of the whole Party; my Party was behind the last Vehicle. I first met 
an Assembly of Persons shortly after entering the Village. We continued on straight to 
the Chapel Green. I remember passing up the Street from the Bridge to the Police 
Barrack. We were received with hooting and groaning. The People followed us, and 
almost immediately commenced Stone-throwing; this was continued as far as the Chapel. 
We were much pressed on by the People. I remonstrated with them several limes, which 
had no Effect on them; they persisted more violently than before. There was great 
shouting and exclaiming about Convicts; and amongst the rest the Priest called out, 
“Oil. my God, our own Religion, Flesh and Blood, treated as Convicts, or Woids to that 
Effect. I heard it said generally, “Pull these Voters off the Cars; but I cannot say I 
heard the Priest say so; 1 should say the Priest heard it said, undoubtedly. While 
was going on the Stone-tlirowing was very violent indeed, extremely so. The Pncst must 
have" seen the Stone-throwing, 0 unquestionably. The violent Stone-throwing continued 
from after passing the Police Barrack until we got to the Lane; it was worst about the 
Chapel. The violent pelting continued for a Couple Hundred Yards very dangeious, a d 
frequently a perfect Shower.

Court House. I did not know where we were. ^ 
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Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee .— No Man of my Division fired a Shot. The Stones were 
thrown as hard as Men could throw them. There was no Man killed by them ; there 
was no Eye knocked out, or Limb broken. One might be Twenty-four Hours under the 
Fire of Musketry, and the same Thing happen ; Life being in Danger, and not being hit. 

I could not tell the Moment I would be knocked down myself ; I was not knocked down, 
but I fully expected it every Moment. I saw none of my Men knocked down. I saw 
them struck ; saw no Man under my Eye, of my own Section, so struck as that Blood 
flowed. I was struck on my Neck, another on the Shakoe, and another between the 
Shoulders. It cost me nothing to get the Shakoe repaired; it was not a material Injury; 
the Hat was not hurled from my Head by the Violence of the Stone; the Chin-strap was 
under it on me. I don’t know that any of the Men of my Party were under Medical 
Treatment after this. I cannot say how near the Chapel I was when I heard the First 
Shot; my Attention was otherwise engaged. There was a great Crowd, and I was a 
Stranger. I was not myself under Medical Treatment for any of those Blows. I did 
not see any of the Voters knocked off the Cars; I saw the Attempt made, but did not 
succeed. The People retired before the Bayonets. I showed Front very constantly; I 
saw no Bayonets stained with Blood ; the People never faced the Charge. I did not see 
much Bravery here ; the Attack was cowardly, because. I believe the People thought we 
would not use our Arms. It depended upon what Villany a Man had committed before 
he fled away whether it would be the Act of a courageous or brave Soldier to fire after 
him or not. If a Man was culpable, I think a Soldier is justified in firing after him 
running away, if he deserved it. I cannot say that any Act short of taking away the Life, 
or the Attempt to take it away, would justify the firing after a flying Man without a 
Weapon in his Hand, but that would justify it. I consider it right to fire after a flying 
Man who could not rally, and to destroy him to the last Man, if the Circumstances required 
it in Action; there must be always an Object for doing so. When the Necessity no longer 
exists, and the Resistance ceases, I consider it wrong to continue firing, even by the 
Directions of a Magistrate. I consider the Necessity ceases when the Mob are flying. I 
consider it a Part of Military Duty not to fire on Persons separated from the Mass so as 
that they are not engaged in Resistance. It is the Duty of Soldiers to be in such a State of 
Coolness and Steadiness under their Officers as that they should cease to fire the Moment 
the Necessity ceases to exist. It is not the Duty of the Soldier to refrain from firing 
when thrown on his own Resources, and his Life in Danger, even if he has not the Order 
■of his Officer. I do not consider Soldiers thrown on their own Resources when they are 
under the immediate Command and Eye of their Officers. There were Two Officers in 
with the Escort that Day, and Two Serjeants; there may have been Two or Three 
Corporals, but I cannot say. It is the Duty of the Officer to take the Order to fire from 
the Magistrate distinctly, and not to give the Orders unless directed by the Magistrate, 
unless placed in a Condition where Necessity requires that he should do so. The firing 
had ceased by the Time I had got into the Lane. I consider I performed my Duty on 
that Day. 

To Mr. Graydon . — I would not consider the Necessity for firing to cease by a few run- 
ning away from a general Attack, provided some still continued to commit Acts of 
Violence, provided the Affray still continued, and that a Soldier saw his Comrade dan- 
gerously or violently attacked after he had been knocked to the Ground by a murderous 
Attack by a Person, and that that Person ran away. I consider that Soldier justified in 
firing after him.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposion of John Gabbett of Castlelake in the County of 
'Clare, Esquire, who being sworn saith that, I am a Magistrate of the County of Clare. 
I was in Sixmilebridge on the 22d of July last. On my Way I met Two Freeholders, who 
said they were afraid to come in, and asked for my Protection to do so ; I rode on before 
them, and left them with Mr. Singleton and Mr. Hickman. I went on, and finding the 
Town so tranquil, I went up and told them there was no Danger of them. On coming to 
the Bridge of the Village they were forcibly taken away from me by a Mob of about 
Thirty Persons; Mr. Wilson brought One of them back to me, and 1 have no Doubt if he 
knew anything about the Second he would have done the same. About Two Hours after I 
was called upon to afford Protection to Mr. Morris, Mr. Gloster, and Mr. Robert Studdert. 
I called cn the Police that were stationed at Miss Wilson’s, and they got them out of it. 
The Mob appeared violent; they were about 200 ; I got a hustling myself, but I was not 
injured ; I don’t think they knew me ; it was before Mr. Wilson got up the Sticks. I went 
after that to Mr. Cronan at the Court House; he then went out to the Police; and I told 
Mr. Wilson about the Sticks, and he went out and took the whole of the Sticks from them ; 
I got no Blow. A little after I was in the lower End of the Court House; I heard a Rush

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out from the Lane; I went out to the Step, and on looking round the Corner 1 saw a 
Soldier fall forward from the Lane on the Ground; I could not know what caused him to 
fall ; I saw the Soldier who was a Yard and a Half in advance of him turn round and fire 
into the Lane in the Direction where the Man fell; I heard firing after that; there was a 
general Rush ; the Shots were quick; I don’t think the whole firing occupied a Minute at 
the Outside; it was almost altogether like a Flash of Lightning; almost instantaneous. 

To Mr. Coffee . — I know the First Man polled as he intended originally: and I know the 
Second Man also, whom Mr. Wilson did not know ofi or bring back, polled as he originally 
intended. 1 believe the whole of the Sticks were got up by Mr. Wilson. I was outside 
when the First Shot was fired. I heard no Shot fired until I saw the Soldier fire into the 
Lane ; they might have been fired without my hearing them. The Soldier was going straight 
out of the Lane when he turned back and fired. 1 don’t think that the Three Gentlemen 
above-mentioned were struck. I was a Member of Colonel Vandeleur’s Committee, and One 
of the Magistrates who signed the Requisition. Mr. Morris, whom I refer to, is One of the 
Jurors.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Constable Richard White of Killaloe, in the 
County of Clare, who being sworn saith, that I was in Sixmilebridge on the 22d of July 
last ; I was stationed at the Court House. I heard firing on that Day. I saw the Reverend 
Mr. Clune on that Day; I heard him say, Three or Four Minutes before the firing, to a 
Crowd of Persons outside the Court House, ‘•'Boys, they are bringing in the Voters in Cars 
from Limerick, and you are standing here idle;” nearly all the People who were there 
rushed round to the Corner and into the Lane on hearing him. I did not see Mr. Clune 
after that until after the firing; I saw him then in front of the Military, opposite the Court 
House. The firing commenced in Three or Four Minutes after the Crowd rushed up the 
Lane. 

To Mr. Coffee . — I was never stationed in the Village before; I am stationed at Killaloe. 
I was on Duty outside the Court House. The Police were arranged Four deep to allow the 
Voters in and out without Obstruction ; there was about Fifty Police, or perhaps more 
there; they had been there from about Eight o’Clock in the Morning until the Time I 
speak of; they were fully armed. I heard the Shot fired. The Sun was shining hot, and, 
unless we saw Necessity for it, we might be taking shelter from the Shade ot the Court 
House. I did not hear the Balls whistling; I cannot say how many Shots 1 heard. We got 
into our Ranks, any of us who happened to be out of them, the Moment we heard the Shots 
fired ; there was a Pause between the First and Second Shots. 1 thought the First Shot was 
Blank Cartridge. 1 saw Mr. Keane there that Day, soon after the Shots were fired. I also 
saw Mr. Delmege ; 1 saw no Arms with them. There were about Fifty to a Hundred Persons 
when Mr. Clune addressed them. Mr. Gilmore was in Command. I did not see Mr. Gil- 
more when I heard Mr. Clune speak. I am Nine Years in the Police. I think I know 
my Duty, and that I did it. I saw a Soldier fire in the Street; he fired down the Street ; 
he pointed very near where I was; the Sun was in my Back when I saw the Soldier fire; 
there was no rioting going on down the Street where he fired; I saw no Stones flinging 
there. The People ran from the Lane after the firing; they were running over the Walla 
facing the Lane, and in every Direction. 1 heard on the Evening of that Day that 
Mr. Clune was hit in the Hat. I saw no Man turn in the Attitude of Resistance. I saw 
no firing up the Lodge Road. I saw no Person struck with a Bayonet. 

To Mr. Graydon . — I was facing the Soldier when the Sun was on my Back, consequently 
the Sun was in the Soldier’s Face. 

To Mr. Coffee . — It is the Duty of the Constabulary to mention everything to the Authori- 
ties who could throw Light on the Matter.

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To Mr. Coffee — I cannot say to whom I first told this Story. Mr. Murphy ashed me,

after I went Home. Mr. Murphy came to me on the First Day of Men'SS 

they lmd Bludqeous or not in their Hands. I did not present the Rash .of People into the 
Lane, as I apprehended no Danger. I saw Crowds before going about. I am not Seven 
Years in the Police. I was at Ennis Election in 1847. If I was One of the Crowd I think 
I would go round to see the Soldiers coming, if I knew it, or was told they ^re coining. 
I don’t recollect whether my Officer told me on whose Behalf I was to be examined. I 
saw a Soldier standing at the Cross that Day and fire down the Street; I saw the People 
running away at the Time ; I saw no rioting or Disturbance at the Time ; nobody 1 existing, 
or Stones thrown.

Comb, of Clare to wit — The Deposition of Michael Ryan of Cecil Street m the County of 
the Cityi of Limerick, who being sworn saith, that 1 am a Car Driver; I recollect the 22d 
of July last; I drove a Car that Day; I came to Sixmilebridge with tile Military Party that 
Day; I was driving an outside Car with Two Voters in it. I know the narrow Lane near 
the Court House; I remember entering it. There were a great many People in it ; they 
were shouting and throwing Stones. Nothing happened to my Car ; it was not touched. 
Another covered Car was broken. Stones were thrown at the Busses, hut I don t know 
whether any Injury was dime to them. The other Car belonged to my Missis which eras 
broken ; it was a covered Car ; the Side of it was broken. I received Three Blows myself, 
but they did not injure me; I got the First Blow on the Head as 1 was getting down 
off the Car to hold my Horse which was trying to run away ; lie did run away, and was 
near hurting me. The Horse was struck with Stones, but it was the Noise of the People, 
I think, that made him run. I saw a Soldier knocked down with a Stone ; I saw him get 
a Stroke of a Brick ; he was then lying down; he was then taken away. I saw no Man 
near him but those who took him away when he fell; I saw nothing further happen. 
There were Two Voters on the Car; I saw One Man drawing a Stick at them, and he 
was shot; it was before I saw the Soldier knocked down; first die Soldier was knocked 
down before the Man was shot. I had no Doubt about this at any Time, and I did not 
intend to say otherwise. I saw no other Soldier knocked down ; the Soldier I saw knocked 
down was before the firing. Before there was any firing the Horse dragged me away 
down the Street. 



To Mr. Coffee .— This was the 22d of July; I drove out here on the 23d; I got a Seat 
out in the Buss; I was out here with the Driver; I came out from Curiosity. T.he Stones 
were throwing when I was on the Car, and because they became violent I was getting down ; 
I was up Thirty Yards in the Lane before I got down. There were Four or Five Cars 
before me, including the Van ; the Horse ran away past all the other Cars and ran up the 
Lane ; the firing was stopped at this Time. When my Horse commenced to run away 
there was no firing. The Voter at whom the Man made the Blow of the Stick was on my 
Car. I was looking before me out towards the Street, watching myself and my Horse at 
this Time ; I saw the Soldier shoot him dead ; he fell down at my Feet ; it was at the Barley 
Field Side; the Soldier was standing before me a few Yards; this was in the Lane towards 
the Chapel. I saw the Soldier tumbled ; it was the Stone that tumbled him ; he was 
bleeding immensely from the Head. I cannot say that the Brick struck him in the Head. 
His Hat was on when he got the First Stroke; I don’t know whether it was on when he 
got the Second ; he was hit on the Head, and not in the Face ; he did not lie long. When 
he was taken up by Two or Three Soldiers I don’t know whether lie was insensible or not. 
I don’t know whether it was up to a Dozen of Shots were fired in the Lane. The First 
Soldier that fired fired up in the Air ; he was in front. I describe the Way the Soldier held 
his Musket when he fired; lie held it up straight. 

To a Juror . — The Soldier was not near enough to the Man who made the Blow at the 
Voter to strike him with his Bayonet when he shot liim. 

To Mr. Graydon . — When I got down, and was standing at my Horse’s Head, I was 
looking up and down. 

To the Coroner . — I heard Shots fired after I saw the Soldier knocked down and struck 
with the Stone and the Brick. I cannot say how long it was, whether it was about a Quarter 
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of an Hour or no, from the Time I got down to my Horse’s Head until I saw the Soldier 
knocked down and struck with the Stone and Brick.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Head Constable Thomas Corrigon of New- 
market in the County of Clare, who being sworn saith, that I remember being stationed 
at Sixmilebridge on the 22d of July last, outside the Court House Door, on Duty. 
Mr. Gilmour was in command; the People were excited, shouting and groaning for the dif- 
ferent Parties. I saw the Reverend Mr. Clune that Day near the Court House Steps 
immediately before the firing; there were at least One hundred People there; they were 
shouting for one Party and groaning for another. I was called upon and did interfere on 
Duty that Morning, "i took charge of a Man of the Name of M‘ Gregor who was taking 
away a Voter that was brought in by Mr. Studdert of Bnnratty. I saw a Woman make a 
Leap at Mr. Walton, and seize him by the Whiskers. I was called on to interfere in another 
Occasion, but I did not. I heard Mr. Clune make Observations to the Crowd in front of 
the Court House; he turned round, and took off his Hat and said “You are standing 
there idle doing nothing, and they are coming. Oh, what is this for? Will you allow 
them to come ?” I am quite sure of the Words ; there was nothing more said ; the People on 
hearing this went away immediately round the Corner of the Court House into the Lane ; 
immedTalely after that I heard the firing. I cannot say what became of Mr. Clune after 
this; I saw him immediately after the firing and the Military drawn up. 



To Mr. Coffee.— I was over the Party at the Court House, under Mr. Gilmore. The 
Partv I had charge of consisted of Thirty-six Men ; there were other Men immediately to 
our Rear. Immediately after Mr. Clune made the Observation, Mr. Cronin directed me to 
have the Men in readiness, that the Voters were coming round. The Police were there 
standing from about Eight o’Clock in the Morning. The Crowd had all gone when 
Mr Cronin told me the above. I thought the People had not Time to go as far as 
Dalton’s House. When I heard the firing, previous to the People going away, there was 
nothing in their Demeanour or Conduct to cause any Apprehension of Riot. Mr. Gilmore or 
myself" did not see any Occasion to disperse that Crowd. If I had thought the \ oters 
coming round had not sufficient Force to protect them, I would have felt it my Duty to 
protect them. I did not observe any Sticks or Bludgeons in the Hands ot the People. 
I did not know at that Time that Mr. Wilson had got up the Sticks, but 1 knew he had 
got up the Poles : there were no Crosses on the Poles ; but they were Twigs tied together. 
I am nearly Twenty Years in the Police Force. The last Election was the Fifth X have 
seen. As lar as came under my Observation, I have never seen a more peaceably conducted 
Election up to the Time of the firing. I saw the Military come round. When the Shots 
were fired People were running before them very fast. I oould see up and down the Street, 
and as far as 1 could see there was no Violence or Stone-throwing, and I saw no Person 
in an Attitude of Resistance against the Military. I did not go into the Court House. VY hiie 
the firing continued 1 remained with my Men ; I thought it was Blank Cartridge they were 
firing. 1 had my Carbine in my Hand. X saw a Soldier fire a Shot; after they came out 
of the Lane I saw Four Shots fired; there was One Shot fired straight towards the Houses 
opposite the Lane, and Three down the Street. At the Time the Soklrer fired the Shot he 
had not passed O'Brien’s Corner; he fired straight before him ; there were People between 
him and the Houses ; thev were running away from the firing. Three Men more came out, 
and turned to the Right and fired, and the lost Man of the Three fired opposite the Court 
House Window; the First Man came out in front, and the other Three m rapid Succession ; 
there was no Human Being down the Street in the Attitude of Resistance when the Shots 
were fired ; there were very few in the Street at the Time ; many of those who had come 
out had taken refuge. I never saw Mr. Kean, until I saw him here, to know him per- 
sonally.

The firm* in the Lane was like File-firing; and the People came out first, about 
Fifteen or Twenty People, very quickly ; a Soldier followed immediately after a few 1 aces 
behind; the other Soldiers came out immediately like Military m open Distance. 1 saw 1 wo 
or Three Persons then coming out, but I could not see in consequence oi the Van. ine 
firing in the Street was immediately after the firing in the Lane. 

To Mr. Black all . — I was perfectly cool and quite collected. That Day a great many 
People collected around the Van. Mr. Delmige was quite near me; there were 1 wo file 
of Policemen between me and Mr. Delmige when I saw the Pistol in his Hand; he put 
it into his Breast Coat Pocket; I had no doubt, nor have I now, but I saw him dropping 
the Pistol into his Breast Pocket. There were many People near him at the Tune, at all bides 
of him, but none between me and him, except the Police; he wns rather down from the 
Van. I saw Captain Eagar before 1 saw Mr. Delmige. If Mr. Delmige swore that he had 
no Pistol in his Hand, I would have a Doubt of it as to my own Opinion, as I may be 
mistaken; I say so in deference to him on his Oath.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Sub-Constable Robert White of Newmarket- 
on-Fergus, who being sworn saith, that I was stationed at Sixmilebridge on the 22d of 
July; 1 was on Duty that Day between the last Window of the Court House and the 
Corner of the Lane; while I was there I heard Shots in the Lane. Before I heard the 
Shots I saw between Twenty and Thirty Persons go into the Lane. On hearing the Shots 
I looked round the Corner. I saw a large Party of People coming out with the Soldiers. 
I saw no Stone-throwing when I looked round the Corner. I drew back my Head imme- 
diately. When I took a Peep I saw a Soldier knocked down at the very Corner of the 
Court House; he was One of the First Soldiers that came out. I cannot say what knocked 
him down, but I heard Stones at the same Time against the Walls of the Court House, as 
I thought the Soldier got up after he was knocked down. I saw no Mark on him, when 
he n-ot up and put on his Cap. I saw him fire a Shot. He had a Cartridge in his Mouth 
when he was knocked down. 

To Mr. Coffee . — I was within a Pace of the Corner of the Lane. Myself and another Man 
were on the Watch at the Window of the Court House to keep People from looking in. It 
was after I heard the Shots fired that I peeped. I heard Four or Five Shots before I 
peeped. They were both running and walking in Haste out of the Lane. I saw no Man 
down when I peeped. I told what I had seen to my Comrade, Mr. Berley, in about Ten 
Minutes after it was over ; he showed no Surprise. I saw the Soldier get up first ; he 
then stooped to take up his Cap ; this took up a Minute ; he had his Cartridge in his 
Teeth all this Time; he then loaded and fired; he appeared to be in a Hurry; he fired 
down the Street towards the temporary Police Barrack ; he stood by himself when he 
fired. I did not see what knocked the Soldier down : he might have tripped or fallen, 
for what I know. I saw no Mark upon him. It is about Two and a Half Paces from the 
Window to die Corner.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Constable Samuel Coe of Thomond Gate in 
the County of Limerick, who being sworn saith, that I am stationed at Thomond Gate. 
1 remember the Morning of the 22d of July, and was there that Morning. I saw Cars 
going out of Thomond Gate that Morning between Five or Six o’CIock. I reckoned 
Seven Cars ; there were Four or Five on each Car with short Sticks in their Hands. I 
saw those Cars return. I do not know who came back on them. They went into the 
Society House. I remember Mr. Delmege and Military come up. The Military was 
desired by their Officer to get off the Cars to form; then the Officer had some Conversation 
with Mr. Delmege, and he told the Men to load with Ball Cartridge. I considered it 
might be prudent for them to do so. I saw a very old Man take Mr. Keane by the 
Hands, and say, “Thank God, I am at liberty once more.” This old Man was Janies 
Frost. 

To Mr. Blachall . — I stuck to Mr. Delmege as close as I could. I saw Mr. Delmege 
speak to One Man particularly, who was hitting the Car and the Ground in a most 
violent Manner. The People were collecting fast. Mr. Delmege said to this Man, " You 
seemed inclined to raise a Row here ; if you don’t keep quiet 1 will give you up to the 
Police; you had your Election ; let us have ours now ; we want nothing but our own, 
and our own we will have.” He did not mention anything about Blood, that I positively 

swear ; 
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swear ; headed quick, firm, and determined as ever I saw a Gentleman do in the Capacity 
of a Magistrate. 

To Mr. Coffee. — I heard afterwards the Man’s Name mentioned above was Costelloe. 

I am Twenty-one Years in the Police. I was told afterwards. Mr. Delmege would have 
not got off so free only for my Presence; this was near the Police Barrack, and I am sure 
all the Voters knew it. There was no wrangling or rioting at Thomond Gate before the 
Military came up, nor after it; the People had it all their own Way.

County of Clare to wit— The Deposition of Sub-Constable M‘Berney, who being sworn 
saith, that I was on Duty at Sixmilebridge on the 22d of July. X was stationed at the 
Window of the Court House next the Lane. I saw a large Crowd. I saw a large Crowd 
enter the Lane about Two Minutes before the firing; not less than about Two hundred. 
One Man amongst them came out from the Front of the Court House, and shouted out, 
« Come Boys, come.” The same Man again cried out, “ Here they arc, let us rescue 
them;” that Man’s Name was Bourke; I am told he was a Butcher living in this Town. 
The Mob followed this Man. After the First Shot I saw some Soldiers come out of the 
Lane ; Three or Four rushed out as far as the Corner of O’Brien’s House ; there were 
People out before them. Some ran up the Lodge-road, some across the Street, and more 
out in front of the Court House. I saw Stones at this Time alighting on the Road; I 
could not say from the Lane or Barley Field; Three or Four Stones, lhe Soldiers were as 
far as O’Brien’s House when I saw the Stones. I saw a Soldier’s Cap fall off ; he was himself 
above at the Corner of the Court House at the Time he stooped to take it up; there was 
another Soldier’s Cap lying on the Ground at the same Time. 

To Mr. Coffee . — The Soldier was after coming down the Lane when his Cap fell off, and 
had reached me ; at the same Time some Slones were alighting at my Feet ; he did not stoop 
immediately to pick up his Cap; he waited until he loaded, and fired up the Lane, and then 
he took up* his Cap; he was at my Shoulder at the Time; he did not say a Word to me, 
or I to him. I saw another Soldier’s Cap on the Ground at the same Time, and no 
Soldier within Two Yards of it. The First Soldier’s Cap' fell forward, about a Yard from where 
he stood; he had reached my Shoulder at the Time. The other Cap was further over 
towards the Corner; he was standing close to me, and I saw his Face. I did not see a 
Cartridge in the Soldier’s Mouth ; if it was in his Mouth I think I would see it. I did not 
see Sub-Constable White at the Moment, who was on Duty with me. When I turned 
round to see him his Back was turned to me. My Opinion was, that there was Two 
hundred People there; if a Person said there was only Twenty or Thirty, I would not 
believe him ; if everything else he said was like that, he would make a great Mistake. 
White said to me that Evening, “ Did you see the Soldier knocked down ?” I said “ Lot. 

I cannot tell what Soldier he was speaking of. He said he saw a Soldier knocked down. I 
told him all that I had seen. I told it to him and the other Men together.

the Affghan Campaign of 1842. I remember the 22d of July last. I proceeded from 
Limerick with Mr. Delmege on that Morning, together with Lieutenant Hutton, I wo Ser- 
jeants, and Forty Rank and File; we proceeded towards Sixmilebridge. I commanded 
the Party on our Way towards Sixmilebridge. We met a Gentleman, whom I afterwards 
ascertained to be Mr. Keane ; be spoke to Mr. Delmege, and Mr. Delmege requested of me 
to return to assist him in liberating some Voters, whom he stated had been forcibly taken 
away. The Procession was headed by One BiancOni Car, on which was a berjeant a 
Eighteen Men, and the Procession was followed by another Bian., on which theie was a 
Serjeant and Twenty-two Men. I followed the foremost One with D f“ e ^’ • 
ordered it to turn back to Thomond Gate. I think there were_Eleven or 1 welve Cars in 
the Procession besides the Two long Cars and a Four-horse Omnibas ; the Car 
Party halted near Thomond Gate. Mr. Delmege got off the Car which he and I , 

and went over to a House where there was an Assemblage of People, abouUW y < y. 
Mr. Delmege spoke to those People, went amongst them, and in a very s > 

Captain Eager I shall require your Assistance.” I said, “ Then jump 4 , 

Bayonets,” and I turned round instantaneously to Mr. Delmege, and sa 'd> fWridjre 

Mr. Delmege authorized me to do so. I immediately said to lhe Men, “ or 

load.” I advanced then towards the House, and either Mr. Keane • (j o > 

somebody else, pointed to a Window in the House, and said, “ Theie are * t j ier 

to the Door in the Street, and tried to open it, but it was deiced ; we tl hen wer it to a tnc .ther 
One in the Corner which was locked. I said to Mr. Delmege, I ca P ,

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wish,” and just as I was saying so a Woman came and brought the Key. Mr. Delmege did 
not authorize me to blow open the Door. When the Key was brought the Door was opened 
by either Mr- Delmege or Mr. Keane ; the Key was brought from the Outside by a 
Woman; it was opened from the Outside. Several People came out of the House; they 
passed me by, and got upon some of the Cars as quickly as possible. My Men got on the 
Cars. Mr. Delmege continued hurrying me, and pressing me to get on as quick as pos- 
sible. Mr. Delmege said laughingly, “ Come, Boys, be quiet; we only wanted our own, and 
we have got them.” The Soldiers then got up in a Hurry, unfixed their Bayonets ; they took 
off the Caps either there or on the Road ; and I said to them on the Road after, as 1 walked 
round the Car, “ Take care now ; have you got your Caps off?” Mr. Delmege’s Authorization 
to me to load was in my Opinion most prudent and necessary. The People at Thomond 
Gate were at first quiet. I saw a Man with a yellowish knotted Stick, afterwards flourishing 
it, endeavouring to excite the People as they were gathering. We then rejoined Lieutenant 
Hutton and the Party on the Ennis Road, and resumed our Route to Sixmilebridge. Just 
when we got outside Sixmilebridge I ordered all my Men off the Two Cars; they were 
then formed into Four Sections of Ten Men each. The First Section was under my 
immediate Command, and led the Procession ; the Fourth Section was under the Command 
of Lieutenant Hutton, and brought up the Rear. The Second and Third Sections were 
extended from Front to Rear along each Side of the Cars containing the Voters. There 
was a Serjeant in charge of each of the flanking Sections. Just as we approached the 
Bridge the Mob came out, at first a few and afterwards thicker ; they were hooting and 
groaning, and I heard them say something about Convicts. There was a great deal of 
Noise. I was a perfect Stranger in Sixmilebridge; I had never been there before'. I, now 
know the permanent Police Barrack. The main Street opposite the Barrack turning to 
the Right appeared to me to be chucked full of People. We took the Road leading straight 
on from the Bridge, which appeared to me to be deserted. I kept generally in front about 
a Pace of the leading Section, A very short Way up this Road I met a Policeman, and 
he told me to take the First Turn to the Right. The Policeman l met was standing at 
the First large Door after passing the Police Barrack. This was after I had passed the 
main Street. The next Road to the Right was the One leading by the Chapel. Before I 
arrived at the Turn up tire Chapel a Roman Catholic Clergyman rushed out from some 
Place I did not know with a Whip in his Hand. He appeared to me to come from the 
Lane I afterwards turned up. He had a Whip with a Lash to it, flourishing it. I thought 
he was speaking to the Voters who were inside my Men. He appeared very much excited. 

I could hear no connected Expression whatever used by him. I heard Words. I heard 
the Word “God.” I heard something like “Traitor,” and something else like “guarded 
like Convicts.” He was speaking very quickly. He passed me, and I continued to advance. 
There was no Mob at all before me at this Time. The Clergyman passed on to my Rear. 

I have since been speaking to him, and I believe him to be Mr. Bourke. The whole 
Extent of the Procession from Front to Rear, I consider it to be from 80 to 110 Yards 
as a Guess. I passed on across the Road leading by the Chapel, and just as I got towards 
the Lane in front 1 saw the Mob between the Two Walls leaving the Lane and in the 
Fields. This was as I was entering towards lire Lane. The Front of the People was 
wider than the Breadth of the Lane. I continued to advance with the Front. Just as we 
first met the Mob out of the Lane, those who were in front of them opened out in the 
Space to my Left, and the Lane before me appeared to be full. I then walked steadily on 
until my immediate Party got into the narrow Part of the Lane. All this Time the Mob 
were shouting and hooting tremendously, so as to make a very great Noise. Just at this 
Time the Stones began to be thrown at my Party. I then called out to the Mob Two or 
Three Times, “ For God’s sake. Men, mind what you are at ; my Men are all loaded.” They 
still kept on with this, but not very heavily, until L got to the Wall of the Bridewell. When 
I got there 1 heard a Voice call out (I think it was One of my own Men - ), “ Look behind. 
Sir.” I looked behind, and saw the Car which should have been immediately in my Rear 
stopped by the People about Two or Three Paces behind, and others pulling the Voters 
off the Car at the Right Side next the Potato Garden. When I saw this I ran back with 
Two or Three Men with fixed Bayonets and my Sword drawrl, and we were pushing 
between the Voters and the People with our Bayonets and my Sword, and I said, “ Keep 
back, Men.” I did not see them pushed back fully, but I thought the Voters on that Car 
were all but safe. Everything that occurred now came so quickly that it is difficult to 
understand it; it came on like Lightning. The Stones were flying very thick, and the 
People seemed very excited. They were chiefly to my Left and Front. While I was 
engaged with this Car I heard a Shot fired. I turned round, which prevented me from 
seeing the People fully pushed back from the Car. That Shot was succeeded after a very 
short Pause, which was quite marked, by others, which came on in rapid Succession as 
quick as possible. The whole occupied under a Minute. My Conception was that there 
were but Five or Six Shots fired altogether. By the Marks I make by my Hands I mean 
to convey the Time of firing (under Five Seconds). On hearing the Shots I cried out, 
“ Mind the Women,” and I made a Rush to the Front. The Mob were then facing me, 
and amongst them in the Front there was a Man whom I saw fall. He had a Blue Coat 
on him. His Hand was raised at the Time; I don’t know for what. I saw him fall just 
near the End of the firing. The People then turned round in front and ran away. I 
cried out then twice, “ Cease firing.” I said it twice positively, but I am not sure that I said 

it 
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it the Third Time. I said this the Moment I saw the Man fall and the People turning. 

-I saw Two Soldiers follow a Man with their Bayonets ; they ran to my Left, and then 
bent to the Left I put my Hand on One of them, and I said, “ Come back this Way.” 
The firing had ceased at this Time. In my Opinion if we had not fired at that Time we 
should have been disarmed, and a great Number of us killed. The firing must have been 
steadily delivered, as there were Women and Children in the Mob, and none of them were 
hurt. One of the Soldiers was excessively injured; could not stand ; had to be supported. 
Two others were bleeding at the Head ; I saw the Blood running down their Collars. I 
think it must be in the Back of the Head. There were Three or Four others with Blood 
drawn in a trifling Degree. One of the Serjeants had his Shakoe burst in below the 
Crown. One of the Knapsacks of a Soldier was burst in, and afterwards, when I inspected 
them closer, I saw other Marks. The Corporal’s Shakoe was lost altogether. He was the 
Man I first described as badly injured. I thought it necessary to put him under medical 
Treatment. Dr. Going attended him. 

To Mr. Coffee . — The whole of the Men of that Escort are not in the Camp ; One is 
sick in Hospital. Considering the Difference of the Weapons, I consider the Stone- 
throwing was equally effective as the firing. Corporal Marshall was the Man attended by 
Dr. Going. I consider that those Men met their Deaths in consequence of their insulting 
the Queen’s Troops, attempting to disarm them, and to take away those entrusted to their 
Charge. I consider the Men were justified in firing to save their own Lives and those 
entrusted to them. I apply myself to the Conduct of the Troops generally on that Day. 
I don’t think there were Three Shots fired down the Street on that Day. I should not 
approve of the Men firing down the Street after I ordered them to cease firing. I should 
not approve of their firing down the Street when there was no rioting or Stone-throwing. 
I mean, if the Soldiers came out, and fired down the Street, when there was no Riot or 
Stone-throwing, no Tumult, I should consider that Conduct wrong. I saw the Police 
loading that Day. Under the Circumstances proposed, I should say the Soldiers were 
not acting like brave disciplined Soldiers. It is the Duty of Soldiers, once they receive 
the Order to load, the Instant they fire to re-load again ; if they receive the Orders to fire, 
it is their Duty to continue firing until they are ordered to cease. If Soldiers fire without 
Orders, under Circumstances which force them to do it, they are justified in firing again 
under the same Circumstances, if the same Necessity continues; that is, though the Officer 
being present. This is my Opinion. I don’t know the Names of the Men in the different 
Sections ; they were furnished with Sixty Rounds of Ammunition. I don’t know how 
many were deficient when the Men were inspected. I was within speaking Distance of 
Mr. Cronan when he examined the Muskets. I am not quite certain if Mr. Cronan him- 
self examined all the Muskets, or whether another Magistrate did not examine some of 
them. Mr. Cronan made a List of them who, upon Examination, he considered fired, 
which I saw ; I got a Copy from Mr. Cronan. He read the Name of Gleeson ; I said 
there were many Gleesons. He described his Position, and I said then I thought be was 
Gleeson (first). He then mentioned Isaac West; I said there was no Man of that Name, 
but Weston. He did not point out his Position. He then read William M'Mahon; he 
pointed out his Direction to me, and I said, “ Oh, there is a William there, that is William 
Whitebred, the only William I see in that Direction.” There was no West in the Regi- 
ment when I left Limerick. These Names did not come out in succession. These were 
the only Three Corrections made. The whole Ten Men, as corrected, are in my Company; 
they were with me that Day. I did not ascertain whether those Men fired or not ; I did 
not consider it necessary to ascertain it, although they fired without Orders. I don t know 
of any Military Necessity for doing so, as I thought they were justified in firing. I have 
been frequently since in Conversation with most of these Men, and have spoken to thein 
relative to this Transaction. I kuow Corporal Carter. I had Conversation with most of 
these Ten Men given me on this List, and I asked some of those I spoke to, “ Did they 
fire twice ?’ and they answered me, ft No.” I did not ask then if they fired once ; none of 
them said to me that they did not fire at all. I don’t recollect that any of them said so ; 
I don’t think they did say so. I made a Report of the Transaction, but I did not ascertain 
as to the firing. My Report was founded upon a Statement made by Mr. Cronan as to 
the Number who fired. I am aware that some of the Men fired, that I gave them no 
Orders, and that nobody else gave them any Orders. The whole of the Ten Men on that 
List were in the Escort that Day. It was impossible on that Day to ascertain accurately 
how many Rounds the Soldiers fired, as some of the Cartridges must have fallen out, 
because Three were handed to me that Day picked up in the Street; I believe iree. 
is required by Military Regulation to examine the Ammunition after returning trom lJuty. 
I did not count the Number on that Evening that were deficient. I cannot say positively 
that each Soldier had Sixty Rounds on that Day, as some of them were ordered to load in 
Limerick by the Mayor at the Election. I cannot tell how many Cartri ges weie ex 
pended on that Day, nor do I think any other Man in the Regiment cou e it, nor e 
those who fired, or the Nnmber of Shots they fired; nor, as far as lam a 'T ar . e 0 1 ’ .™ e j 6 
there any Means -taken to find it; nor did we ascertain the Number of Men that were killed. 
No Man of the Escort has since been put under Arrest in consequence oi my Report. 
When I rushed up the Mob were facing me. Just at the same Moment I saw the Man 
fall, and the People fled. I thought the First Shot I heard was a Musket Shot; it was 
louder than a Pistol. 
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To Mr. Grai/don. — When the Alteration was made in Mr. Cronan’s List, I don’t think 
the Soldiers could hear it ; at least I think not. They could hear the Word of Command. 
I afforded Mr. Cronan every Facility to examine the Muskets. As far as I know, every 
Military Authority is subservient to the Civil. The Mayor of Limerick ordered all the 
Men on Duty under my Command to load. Some Person came behind me in the Lane, 
and said that I had better look behind; that the Men were insulted. I told lnm he had 
better tell the Officer behind of it, and that he would look to it. 

To Mr. BlackaU. — Mr. Delmege was at this Time between Mr. Hutton and me, I believe, 
but I don’t know. If any Person near me had cried out, “ Fire ! fire 1 Front and Rear,” I 
should have heard it. Mr. Delmege wore a short Blue Coat on that Day. I do not think 
Mr. Delmege had a Pistol in his Hand at the Time I saw him outside the Court House 
Door. 

To Mr. Coffee. — There was great shouting and Noise in the Lane that Day.

After I arrived in Sixmilebridge, ! saw 
Stones thrown at the Car down near Flannery’s. 'Paddy Clancy, who was alongside me 
in the Van, was hit with a Stone in the Face. I got out then, and ran out to the 
Military. Clancy was cut and bleeding. As I was getting out of the Van I got a Blow 
of a Stone in the Arm; I was not minding the Stones, but they were crushing all through. 
I saw a Soldier get a Blow at the Corner of the Court House; the Blow did not knock 
him down, but staggered him. 1 did not see a Shot fired until that Soldier was struck; 
then they fired, and I saw Three Men killed after. 

To Mr. Coffee . — I got into the Van at the Welsly Bridge. I was not in the Temperance 
Room. I got in of my own Accord to the Van. Mr. Delmige ordered us in. Mul- 
queen was there, and could not keep me in if I did not wish it. I got out about the 
Chapel, and I ran out with the Army as fast as I could. I thought I was safe when 
with them. I walked the whole Way alongside the Military, until I got to the Court 
House. I was more afraid of the shooting than the Stones. There was swelling in my 
Arm after it. I walked with the Military after I heard the Two Shots fired, and got to 
the Corner, and then I saw Three Men fall. It was before that I saw the Soldier stagger. 
I heard Two Shots fired before I saw the Soldier stagger. I only saw One Soldier 
stagger. More might stagger unknown to me. I left Mr. Delmige behind me at the 
Chapel.

County of Clare to wit.— The Deposition of George Studdert of Newmarket in the 
County of Clare, Esquire, who being sworn saith, that I remember being at Sixmilebridge 
on the 22d of July. I know the Reverend Mr. Clune by Appearance; I saw him about 
the Court House on that Day a few Minutes before the firing. I saw him address a 
numerous Body of People. He came up in a very excited State, and he said, « Shame, 
Boys ! Shame ! is there a Man among you?” or “ by me;” I am not sure which. “ Here 
are all the Voters from Cratloe coming up in covered Cars.” “ Go, go,” or “ will you 
go ?” or Words to that Effect ; at the same Time waving his Hand round the Corner. He 

appeared 
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appeared very excited. He had his Hat off, holding it over the Side of his Head with 
One Hand, and his other Hand on his Head. The Crowd immediately ran around the 
Corner to the Court House Lane. A Couple of Minutes alter I heard the firing. There 
were about One hundred Men in the Crowd. 

To Mr. Coffee . — I am quite sure of the Words. Mr. Clune spoke about Cratloe Voters, 
or Voters from Cratloe. I have no Doubt about the Word Cratloe. I ran into the Second 
Slate House, between this and Miss Wilson’s. A Man running in after me was hit. I 
was scarcely in the House when he was in after me. He came in without Assistance, as 
far as I could see. He was hit in the Calf of the Leg. I was told his Name was 
Conda^hty, at the Time. I walked down the Street with my Brother during the firing. 
T.here'was no Stones throwing at that Place. Mr. Clune appeared to be holding his Head 
from Excitement. I saw him very active in the Morning; he held his Hands in the 
Position above described the whole Time he was speaking; not when he was waving his 
Hand.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of Timothy Gleeson, Soldier, who being sworn, 
and cautioned by the Coroner that he was not obliged to say anything unless lie desires 
to do so, and that whatever he does say will be taken down m Writing, and may be given in. 
Evidence against him, saith, that I am a Soldier of the Thirty-first Regiment. I was One 
of the Escort who had Charge of Voters to Sixmilebridge on the 22d of July. I was the 
Left-hand Man of the Right Subdivision in the Centre of the Company. I remember 
comino- round by the Chapel. I saw a Roman Catholic Clergyman; heard his Name 
was the Reverend Father Bourke. J. would know him again. I can’t say whether he 
had a Whip or a Stick in his Hand. I heard him tell the Mob to rush m and pull them 
off the Cars ; that they were like a Lot of Convicts. I heard him say nothing else. I 
was in charge of a Car; there were Two Soldiers at each Side of the Car. I saw I wo 
or Three Men rush in with clasped Knives in their Hands, and made an Offer to cut the 
Traces; we did not let them do it; we told them if they offered to break in on our Lines 
we would put the Bayonets through them; they went back when they saw us coming to 
the Charge. They did not get up to the Traces. I saw Stones thrown like Hail Stone 
when we° came to the Chapel. I got no Blow myself, but my Firelock and Pack got 
Blows. Injury was done to my Pack on that Day; my Firelock got Two Blows; the 
Head of the Swivel Pin at the Top was knocked off; this was betore any Shots were 
fired. I saw a Man named Marshall knocked down; he is full Corporal of the 1 hirty-first 
Regiment. My Firelock received the Two Blows on that Day. I did not go to Marshall 
when he cot the Blow. A Soldier in front of me named Clarke doubled up to him. 
Three Men were beating Marshall when he went up to him. One Man seized Clarkes 
Firelock, and the other his Bayonet, and tried to take it from lnm. No Shot was fired 
until Marshall was knocked down. 

To Mr. Coffee . — Marshall was knocked down at this Side of the Chapel ; it was not 
the Length of the Court House from it. I know where the Chapel is. 1 saw Marshall 
hit by a°Stone ; it knocked him down the same as a Shot. I think on his I'ace. I saw 
Three Men beating him. His Cap was off. I cannot say what they were heating him 
with. One of the Three Men knocked him down; he was about I-ive Yards I rom me 
at the Time. It was behind in the Pole he got the Blow; the Man was about Two lards 
from him when he pelted ; he fell at the same Side that he was walking at At the Right 
the Ditches were lined with People, and the Barley Field. There could not he many Men 
between me and him, and Clarke got in front from the jostling of the Crowd before 
Marshall was knocked down. Clarke was jostled, and there was a Rush at the : Cars , 
the jostling did not long continue; we pushed the Crowd away with our Bayonets, and 
they went on the Ditches where they could get a good Blow at us.

They let it 
go after the Second Shot The Second Shot was fired near where Corporal Marshall was 
down. It vvas down the Right in front of me. We were moving on at this Time, we were. 
Once we could not get on at all on account of the Mob. Marshall stood up in the Ranks, 
but could not stand ; and the Captain told off Two Men out of the Ranks to take him 
awav. I was in the Centre the whole Time of the Ranks. I could not keep my Place 
in the Ranks. 1 was put from Number Ten to Number Eleven by Clarke’s being pushed 
out before me. The Musket was nearly knocked out of my Hand, but was not, as 1 had a 
firm Hold of it. The Soldier of my Right, named Conway, was knocked down ; this was in 
the Lane; he was cut in the Head. The Cars halted several Times; twice, to the best of 
my Opinion ; hut coming near the Court House we could not move at all. There were Four 
Halts altogether. 

About Four or Five Yards 
from the Corner of the Bridewell Wall Marshall was knocked down.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of George Marshall, who being duly sworn on 
the Holy Evangelist saith, I am Corporal of the Thirty-first Regiment, and accompanied 
the Escort to Sixmilebridge on the 2‘2d July last. I was in the Second Section on the Right 
Subdivision. I was on the Right-hand Side of the Cars as they entered the Village. There 
were Eight Files before me ; I was the Ninth. The First Thing I heard the People do 
was to groan ; then I saw Stones thrown ; that is all I know until I got a Clout myself. 
I saw no Attempt made to seize the Voters. I remember entering the narrow Lane. I 
was between the Two First Trees on the Right-hand Side of the Cars going through 
the Lane; the Trees I mean are at the Left. The People at this Time were at both 
Sides of the Cars. The Lines were interfered with by the People going up to the Voters ; 
the Soldiers tried to prevent it. They were throwing Stones, and trying to pull the Voters 
off the Cars. While this was going on, a Stone hit me on the Back of the Head, and 
threw me foremost, and knocked the Senses out of me ; no Shot had been fired at this 
Time. I remember nothing further that happened on that Occasion. I produce my 
Musket ; it is loaded, and was never discharged since I was knocked down. The Stock 
is broken, and the Barrel bent, from the Injuries received when I was down. The 
Bayonet-belt produced has Blood on it; my Coat produced has Blood on it — my own 
Blood. The Pantaloons produced has my own Blood on it. The Straps of my Pack 
has Blood on it. All the Blood was caused on that Occasion. I do not know how I 
got up ; when I remember being up some of my Comrades were with me. The Musket 
was loaded in Limerick, and never discharged since. I got Three Cuts on the Head ; 
Two of them on the Crown, and the other on the Poll ; I believe these were caused 
by Stones. I received severe Injuries on my private Part ; I do not know how it was 
done. I suffered a Fortnight from the last Injury, and has been attending Hospital ever 
since. One on my Elbow and another Blow on my Hand. I was the superior Officer 
' of the Men immediately about me at the Time. I remember no other Injury. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee. — I am the Person the Doctor attended that Day. When 
I was rising from the Ground I heard a Shot fired. I did not discharge my Musket 
that Day. There was jostling in the Crowd, and People tramping about in all Directions 
When I got up I saw no Man dead. When I was on tire Ground it is possible I might have 
been walked on. I was not not far from the Side of the Car when I fell. I know Tim Glee- 
son; he was at the same Side of the Car with me on the 22d July last. I am under 
Canvass here. I did not hear it said that any Musket had been discharged that Day ; I 
never heard it at all. There are Nine Men under Canvass with me ; Eight besides myself; 
William Bairns, James Postings, Isaac Weston, John Dwyre, John Gleeson (first), Timothy 
Gleeson, John Thompson, and John Reynolds. I saw William Whitebread Yesterday up at 
the Camp ; and I have generally seen him since the Occurrence. Tim Gleeson has a Good- 
conduct Mark ; neither he nor any of these Men ever spoke to me about this Matter since 
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it occurred. I do not know Mr. Delmige. None of the Injuries occurred to my Musket 
until I was down. I never heard that any of the Soldiers had been charged with firing 
that Day. 

To Mr. Graydon . — I heard a Shot fired that Day. I have not heard from anybody 
since that there were Shots fired that Day; I mean I never heard that Soldiers were 
charged by Name with firing Shots that Day. I received a Wound on my Cheek on that 
Day which I did not mention before. 

To a Juror . — 1 heard that Men were shot that Day.

County of Clare to wit.— Thu Deposition of William Salford, Soldier in the Thirty- first 
Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I remember the 22d July last. I was One of the 
Escort to Sixmilebridge on that Day. I was the Right-hand Man in the Second Section ; 
I was Number Six. I walked on the Right-hand Side of the First Car ; there was another 
Man guarding it with me. I saw the Reins cut; I tried to prevent it with my Firelock. 
I was struck on the Side of the Knee with a Stone ; it made the Blood run. My Firelock 
was struck on the Stock with a Stone; it is marked ; I now produce it. The Traces were 
attempted to be cut before the First Shot was fired. The Blow I got myself was before 
the First Shot. I saw Marshall falling down before the First Shot. A Man named 
Flood was the Rear-guardman ; he was not in his Place when the Reins and Traces were 
cut. There was a great Crowd about us at the Time. I told the People to keep off during 
this Work. I saw Two Roman Catholic Clergymen that Day. I see One of them now in 
Court; I first saw him in the Lane between the Chapel and Court House. I heard him 
say “ Here is the Convicts,” and he was groaning. I heard him say, “It was a Shame to 
see them going to the Hustings like Sheep to the Slaughter,” or something in that Way. I 
heard him say nothing else. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee .— Six Men and a Serjeant sleep in the Tent with me; I 
was next the Advance Guard; I could not tell you the Name of the Men who were m the 
Front Guard. I saw a Man of the Name of Weston in the Front Guard ; I also sawThomp- 
son in the Front Guard ; I do not know whether it was Jack or Tim. I heard the Shots 
fired that Day ; I heard the Soldiers discharge them in front of me that Day ; I do not 
know how many. I did not fire myself. I put a Cap on my Gun near Limerick ; I took it 
off a^ain on the Car when a Couple of Miles on the Road. I put it on again against the 
Court House after the Firing; no Person told me to do so. I continued all along in my 
Place by the Side of the First Car. 1 saw the Second Priest following the other Priest 
this Side of the Chapel towards the Lane. 



To a Juror .— I do not remember seeing the Magistrate after coming into the Lane. 
The Two Priests were coming down the Lane from the Court House in the same Direc- 
tion one after the other facing me. I saw One after I saw the other. One of those Priests 
was the One I identify in the Court To-day (Mr. Bourke). I saw him Midway m the 
Lane-rather nearer to the Chapel. I did not consider my Life in very great Danger. 
When I heard the Shots fired I did not put on the Cap sooner, _ because I had not lime. 
I did not consider my Life in very great Danger when I did put it on.

County of Clare to toil .—' The Deposition of Robert Dolan, a Soldier in the Thirty-first 
Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I remember the 22d July last. I was One of he 
Escort that came from Limerick to Sixmilebridge on that Day ; I was in the Lett Sub- 
division. I saw Three Catholic Clergymen. I saw the Rev. Mr. Bourke in the Lane I saw 
him Ten Yards from the Chapel Side of it, about Ten Yards up the Barley Field he sa d 
he would not allow his Liberal Parishioners to be marched up like Convicts, and he told 
the Mob to drag them out of the Care, so that he might see them. I was alongside » 
a covered Car. I saw Mr. Bourke go up and poll back the Screen. wa r 
Crouch there; I saw Mr. Bourke catch holfof his Firelock, and [say, What did he care 
about his Bit of Steel. The People were not doing anything at this Time, but ‘>»y "ere 
flourishing Stones over our Heads, threatening us. I was going up . , 

People said they would stick the Bayonets up our Backsides. I got y . ,

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my Pack got a Blow, which knocked me forward Four, or Five, or Six \ards with the 
Crowd before I got on my Feet. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee.— The Three Priests were not together in the Lane; but I 
saw the Three of them in the Lane between the Barley Field and Potato Field Walls. 
I covered Crouch in the Ranks. Mr. Bourke caught his Musket when on the Slope. I 
cannot say whether he had One or Two Hands on the Musket I decline to say whether 
I fired or not that Day. I was in Mr. Hutton’s Division. I saw Marshall when he was 
down; it was before the Shot was fired. I saw Mr. Bourke seize the Musket. I am quite 
sure Mr. Bourke said his « Liberal Parishioners he said, “ What do I care about you or 
your Bit of Steel He said nothing about the Queen’s Cloth. I was quite close to him. We 
never were talking amongst ourselves since about this Business ; we were thinking moie of 
where vve would hove a good Spree. We don’t talk to Civilians; 1 never spoke to a 
Civilian about it; I never spoke to a Gentleman about it, nor to any of the d hirtj'- first 
Regiment; I never spoke of it to any Human Being; I did not tell anything about it, nor 
the Evidence I was to give, to any Person, nor to the Gentleman pointed out to me. 

To Mr. Graydon . — I spoke to Mr. Murphy about this Business, but not To-day; I told 
it to him before.

County of Clare to wit . — The Deposition of John Crouch, a Soldier in the Thirty-first 
Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I remember the 2‘2d July last. 1 was One of the 
Escort to Sixmilebridge. 1 remember getting off the Cars. When I arrived at Sixmilebridge 
I was in the Third Section at the Left-hand Side of the Cars. I saw the Rev. Mr. Bourke 
there; I would know his Appearance. I first saw him at the Bridge, and I did not see him 
any more until he got into the Lane ; I mean the Space between the Court House and the 
Chapel. I saw him against the Chapel ; he was along the Lane after that. I heard him 
tell the Mob to pull those whom we were escorting out of the Cars ; he went himself to 
pull them out first; I pushed him back with my Hand; he said he did not care for me, nor 
yet my Steel, although I did wear the Queen’s Cloth. I saw the Stones thrown all round 
as fast as Hail. I got a Blow myself on my Knapsack, which knocked me down. My Pack 
was torn on the Corner. Mr. Bourke caught my Firelock after I shoved him away from 
the Car ; when he seized my Musket it was on my Shoulder at the Slope ; I tore it away 
from him. I saw Corporal Marshall knocked down before the firing. 1 loaded my Musket 
that Day in the Lane; I could not load it before, the Crowd was so thick round; I loaded 
as quick as I could. I was knocked down before the firing. I loaded it when I got it up 
from the Charge, when the Pressure of the Crowd allowed me. The Lives of the Party 
were in danger. The Injury was not on m)f Pack when I left Limerick on that Morning; 
it is now in the same Condition it was in when it was injured on that Day. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffee . — After I was knocked down I loaded my Musket. I was 
not quite Haifa Minute in the Lane when I was knocked down. I was Number Three or 
Four in the File; I was Three or Four from the Front. I was under Lieutenant Hutton. 
Marshall was in front of me ; I saw him after he fell. The Shot was fired about a Moment 
or so after he was down. The Stones came as thick as Hail. I have not been talking to 
any of the Thirty-first about this Transaction. I fell on my Left Side from the Blow of the 
Stone. I got up at once. There was none of my Clothes torn that Day. I have worn 
another Pack since on Duty. At the Time Mr. Bourke spoke as above there was no other 
Priest with him. We had entered the narrow Pa3S at the Time. He struggled with me. 
When I tore my Musket from him he had a Grip of the Musket with both Hands; 1 had 
to use great Force with both my Hands to pull it from him. I could see his Hands dis- 
tinctly when he grasped it; he had a Whip in his Hands when he grasped the Musket; he 
had no Roll of Paper or anything like a Book rolled up in his Hand. I should have seen 
it. He went away when 1 took the Musket from him. Directly after that I saw Marshall 
down. I did not see Mr. Bourke after that until I saw him in front of the Court House. 
I could not say which Way he came from, there was such a Crowd (I mean at the Lane). 
1 heard Shots fired ; I could not say how many ; I did not fire myself. I never heard the 
Soldiers speak of firing on that Day, nor never spoke to any of them about it from that 
Time to this; nor did any of them speak about any Person being shot or wounded. I 
never told a Human Being a Word of the firing, or a Word about Father Bourke, from 
that Hour to this. 

To Mr. Graydon . — I told a Lawyer about it; he told me not to have any Conversation 
with any Person about it. Mr. Murphy is the Gentleman I spoke to. 

To a Juror . — I gotno Orders to load on that Day. I did so because I was in danger of 

my 
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my Life. I could see the Advanced Guard sometimes. Marshall was between me and 
them. I did not know or see the Magistrate on that Day.

County of Clare to wit. — The Deposition of Timothy Cooney, a Soldier in the Thirty- 
first Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I remember the 22d July last. I was One of the 
Escort to Sixmilebridge on that Day; I was at the Left-hand Side of the Road; I was 
about the Fourth Car from the Front on the Left-hand Side. I saw the Clergyman, the 
Reverend Mr. Bourke, whom I identify, there that Day; I saw him at the Entrance at the 
narrow Part of the Lane; 1 told him it was not becoming of a Person of his Cloth to 
urge on a Mob of People to use Violence in Places like that, he told me “ It was no Inter- 
ference of mine.” After I pushed him away from the Car he called out, he would not allow 
his Parishioners to be marched along like Convicts, and he told the People to drag them 
out of the Cars. I got a Stroke on the But of my Firelock. When I spoke to Mr. Bourke 
he was urging the People on like a head Man over them. There was no Stone-throwing 
going on then, but there was immediately after. I got no other Blow but the One above 
mentioned. A Stone hit my Pack, but I believe it hopped off the Car. I saw Conway, a 
Soldier, fall, and I saw him bleeding. I saw Two Men draw Two Knives out of their 
Pockets and open them, and go towards the Car I was guarding, but after that I saw no 
more of them on account of the Crowd. They were large Knives, like Gardeners Knives. 
The Crowd was very great ; it was so great I could not load my Musket. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Coffey. — Mr. Bourke said all I mentioned at the Corner of the 
Barley Field, as you enter the narrow Part of the Lane. He spoke in a loud Voice. I was 
listed in the Town of Nenagh. I was born in this County, but I cannot tell where. I was 
never in Gaol in my Life, nor sworn before on a Bench of Justice. 1 never was in a Row 
in my Life. I was told I was born in the Parish of Feakle. The People with Mr. Bourke 
were bouncing about with Sticks. The Men took the Knives out of their Coat-pocket 
behind, to the best of my Belief. There was another Priest with Mr. Bourke, a low-sized 
Black-visaged Man, who told him to keep quiet; he came up to Mr. Bourke and went away 
immediately after; he went back towards the Lane. Mr. Bourke continued with us about 
Three Minutes, to the best of my Belief, and he then went into the Lane. I was about 
the Second or Third Tree in the Lane when I heard the First Shot. Mr. Bourke went 
away from my Car after the Conversation with me. I did not discharge my Musket that 
Day ; I was not loaded at all. I belonged to the Left Sub-division ; I was under Lieutenant 
Hutton. There was no Shot fired before I lost sight of Mr. Bourke; my Car and I had 
got as far as the Second Tree before I lost sight of Mr. Bourke. I do not know how many 
were in my Car; it was a covered Car. From the Entrance of the Lane to the Tree was 
the Place where Mr. Bourke spoke; it was in the narrow Lane; he opened out his Arms 
and told the People to drag the Voters out of the Cars. He had either a Whip or a Switch 
in his Hand ; I do not know whether he had anything in his other Hand. I did not speak 
to any of the Soldiers of the Thirty-first Regiment about this Affair; I told my Story to no 
one at all. My Evidence was taken down in Limerick in the Barracks. Serjeant Stirman 
was present with the Gentleman who took it down. I do not know Officer’s Room it 
was taken in. A Comrade Soldier gave me a Glass of Porter in the Canteen ; I do not 
know who it was. The Officers were after shifting from the other Barracks to their Rooms 
where I was examined. I have a Good-conduct Mark on my Coat since 2d of May last, 
when I completed my Five Years Service. The Two Priests came from the Rear from 
the Chapel Side one after the other ; Mr. Bourke was in advance.

The Names of Fifteen Jurors having been called, and each having answered to their 
Names, the First Witness examined was, Thomas Kane, Esquire, Mayor of the City ot 
Limerick, M.D., who being duly sworn saith, that I am Senior Surgeon of Barringtons 
Hospital. I attended Michael Moloney ; he died on the 7th of August ; was admitted on 
the 23d July; he died of the Effects of a Gunshot Wound. The BaU entered above the 
back Part of the Thigh, which, in my Opinion, caused Death. By the Direction of the 
Coroner on the 9th of August I made a Post Mortem Examination of the Body. I found 
the Ball flattened on the back Part of the Hip Joint; the Socket of the Hip Joint was 
Broken in several Pieces by the Ball. (Ball produced.) 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydm .— First saw him on the 22d July at the House of 
Mrs. Higgins, about Two Hours after the Occurrence at Sixmilebndge. Knows the 
Place where the firing took place. To go from Mrs. Higgins’s House to the main Street, 
vou pass the Lane where the firing occurred. (Mr. O’Donnell).— Mrs. Higgins s House 
is about Sixty or Eighty Yards from the near End of the Lane, where the firing took 
place. The Direction of the BaU was behind forwards, and a little downwards. The 
Deceased must be fired at by a Person from behind. 

To Mr. Graydon . — A Person firing in a horizontal Position might have inflicted the 
Wound, as it appeared the slightest Obstacle would cause a Ball to deviate.

Second Witness.— Matt. Moloney on being duly sworn, maketh Oath and saith, I am a 
Labourer. 1 live in Ballysheen in the County of Clare. I know the Deceased Michael 
Moloney; he was my Brother. I was at Sixmilebridge on the Morning of the Election. 
I came with Mr. Walton to protect him. I heard firing; when it commenced I was 
at the Court House Door. I saw no rioting or fighting, as I was not amongst them. 
Saw no Police but those that were at the temporary Barrack. It was about twice as long 
as this Court House is from the Court House to the Barrack. Could not say whether 
there was any Police about the Court House, as I was afraid I would be shot. When I 
heard the firing 1 ran to Police Barrack, and turned back again, and stood in the same 
Place where I was before, opposite the Court House. I heard more Shots when I came 
back. I saw my Brother fall ; I Baw him fall on his Face and Hands. He rose again, put 
his Pland behind him, and walked away. (Witness describes how he put his Hands.) He 
was going away before he fell. He was then near the Forge when he fell. It was 
down from where I was standing; it was very near the Police Barrack. Dan Connell 
owns the Forge. It was opposite the Police Barrack. I do not know whether it was 
above or below the Barrack. There was not One in the World where my Brother fell, 
only all making off with their Lives. I heard Shots fired behind me when my Brother 
fell. The Show were fired from behind me down to Miss Wilson’s Corner. I heard no 
more Shots after that. He was a strong Man. 

Cross- 
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Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon . — Does not know what Horn" he went to Sixmilebridge. 

I was there before Breakfast. I was standing in front of the Court House when my 
Brother came up and passed me. It was a very short Time before the firing; as long 
as I would be going a small Piece of the Road. 

To Mr. Quin, a Juror . — He passed by me, and I do not know whether he passed the 
Lane or not. I was only standing there a few Minutes, when my Brother passed me. 
There may be Hundreds of Police near the Court House unknown to me. I do not 
know whether I saw them there or no before I heard the firing. I was not frightened; 
what would frighten me ? There was nothing to prevent, if I wished, from seeing what 
took place in the Street. Could not see what was going on in the Lane where I was 
standing. I saw no Stone-throwing. I saw People going into the Lane before the 
firing commenced. It was a very short Time after I saw them going in when the firing 
commenced. I do not know if a Hundred People went into the Lane. There was not 
a great Crowd. I ran away when I heard the Shots fired ; I ran to Police Barrack. I 
do not know whom I met there. They refused to let me in. I then went back to 
where I was before. I did not see my Brother while I was going backwards or for- 
wards. The Forge is near Police Barrack. My Brother was near the Forge when I saw 
him fall I do not know where my Brother was shot ; I only saw him fall. He was 
walkin'* pretty fast when he fell; he was not running. I saw People running in the 
Street 'at the Time ; I saw some People walking also. No one was in company with my 
Brother when he fell. 

To a Juror {Mr. Tracy ). — My Brother had neither a Stick or a Stone in his Hands. 

To Mr. Graydon .— Knows the Reverend Mr. Clune, and did not see him there at the 
Time of the Occurrence. I do not know whether I heard anything said to the People 
before they went into the Lane.

Third Witness .— The Deposition of Pierse Creagh of Ralahine in the County of Clare, 
Esquire, who being duly sworn, maketh Oath and saith, I was at Sixmilebridge on the 
22d July last. I voted for Colonel Vandeleur and Sir John FitzGerald. I drove up 
near the Entrance of the Court House, and walked in. So far as I saw, the Village was 
perfectly quiet. -There were Military, and I think Police, before the Court House. I 
heard Shots fired ; I was in the Court House at the Time when I heard them. I turned 
to the Window that faced into the Street ; the Window was open. When I looked out I 
observed People running down the Street, and about Ten or Twelve Soldiers came opposite 
the Court House. They stopped before the Window, and to the best of my Belief, Three 
of them fired down the Street immediately after coming in front of the Court House. 
I saw no Violence, no rioting, no Disposition on the Part of the People to resist the 
Military. I saw One of the Three who so fired, load and fire. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon.— I remained in the Court House from the Time I 
remained in the Village until the firing. The Window at which I was standing, and 
had my Back to, looked into the Street The main Street forms a Right Angle with the 
Lane where the firing took place. I could not see what took place in the Lane. I could 
not know anything about any Stone-throwing or rioting in the Lane. The First Thing that 
attracted my Attention was hearing Shots ; and I then looked out into the Streets, and 
I saw some People running from the Direction of the Lane, and some Soldiers after. 

To a Juror {Mr. Quin).— I do not know where the People came from. There was no 
People mixed with the Military when I saw them come to the Front of the Court House. 
I believe some People came from the Lane; but all the People ran away when they saw 
the Military. The Soldiers were not in regular Order when I saw them in front of the 
Court House. I cannot say whether the Soldiers were struck or not before they came, in 

front of the Court House. _ _

County of City of Limerick to wit .— The Deposition of John Meagher, Sub-Constable of 
Police stationed in Knocklong in the County of Limerick, who being duly sworn saitb, Un 
the 22d July last I was on Duty at Sixmilebridge. About Fifty of the Limerick Men were 
in the Company in which I was. I was along with another Man in charge of the temporary 
Barrack. I was standing at the Door in view of the Court House. So far as 1 could see 
I saw nothing that would lead me to believe there was any Danger of Disturbance up 
to the Occurrence, and I could see some Distance above the Court-House an °^ n , 

Miss Wilson’s Gate. I was present at Four or Five contested Elections before. I heard 
Shots on that Day ; so far as I could see there was nothing to warrant ring. revious o 
the firing the People gave up to Mr. Wilson about One hundred Stic s, w ic e g av 
Deponent. After I heard the First Shot J^was still standing at the Door, when after^a 
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Pause I heard another; I then heard either Five or Six Shots of the Description of File- 
Brine. I remained, and tire First Thing I saw was Ten or Fifteen People running out of 
the Lane ; some took to the Right when the Police were at the Court House Steps, 
some to the Lodge Hoad which leads to where the Camp was afterwards, and some more 
went down the Street towards Miss Wilson’s. Immediately after apparently a Number of 
Soldiers of the Thirty-first Regiment came on to the Front of the Road which leads down 
towards Miss Wilson’s and halted. After some Time I saw a Shot fired, which appeared 
to come from a Soldier whom I saw present a Gun. I do not think the Shot did any Harm, 
as it struck the Jamb of the Door where I was standing; it passed me about an Inch. I 
turned round to get in, when I head a Man who was running from the Road screech ; he 
was shot and fell into the Door of the Barrack. I saw Blood gush out from his 1 rowsers. 
That Man was from Thirty to Fifty Yards in front of the Military. There were not more 
than Three or Four Persons between the Man and the Military at the 'lime he was shot, 
as the People had cleared away. I heard Four Shots altogether, from the Time the 
Military turned the Corner. When the Man fell I took him in, and another Ball struck 
over the Door. The Fourth Ball appeared to strike the Gravel between the Door and 
Channel ; as I did not see the Lead I cannot positively swear they were Balls. Everything 
appeared to me as is usual at Elections ; I apprehended no bad Consequences. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gray don.— I was stationed at the temporary Barrack that Day; 
my Duty lay there; I could go nowhere else; my View was bounded on One Side by 
Miss Wilson’s Wall. 1 could not see what was going on at the permanent Barrack or in 
the Lane. The Second Time Mr. Wilson spoke to the People was about Fifteen 
Minutes before the firing; a considerable Number, about 500, were assembled. The 
Second Time Mr. Wilson addressed them. I heard a Person state the Horse Soldiers were 
coming with Voters. Part of the People went to the Right and Part to the Left; some 
appeared to me to have gone into the Lane. In about Four or Five Minutes after I heard 
firing. About 150 wejit into the Lane; I kept my Eye on the Lane till I heard the 
firing; in about a Minute after I heard the firing I saw the People rush from the Lane. 

To Mr. Morris.— I heard the firing in the Lane. I saw the People rush from the Lane 
very quickly after the firing ; they could not have come more than Eight or Ten Yards from 
the Time I heard the firing until the Military appeared in the Street. First came out Ten or 
Fifteen People, then the Military; there was not more than a Yard or Two between the 
People and Military; the Military rushed out in the Form of a Horse-shoe in a confused 
Manner; the Shots appeared to come from some of that Party. I think I heard Four 
Shots in the Street; Iheard no more than Four Shots in the Street; One of them appeared 
to be fired up the Lodge Road. One of the Balls passed by me, and struck the Mortar 
over the Door where I was standing. The Second Shot wounded the Man before mentioned. 

I am positive the Man’s Name is not Molony. The Third Shot appeared to have 
struck the Slates of the temporary Barrack. I had a View of the main Street during the 
Occurrence. 

Re-examined by Mr. O'Donnell. — I did not think it my Duty to stop the People when 
they were going into the Lane. If it appeared to me that there was anything on the Part 
of the People which would lead to a Riot, I would acquaint the Authorities. There were 
a Number of Police at the Court House. There were no Horse Soldiers at all there.

To Mr. Quin, a Juror. — I am quite certain he, the Soldier, used the “ Provocation,’’ 
or Words to a like Effect. his

County of the City of Limerick to to#.— The Deposition of John Lewis Cronin, Esquire, 
Resident Magistrate of Killaloe in the County of Clare, who being duly sworn saith, that 
I am a Resident Magistrate. I was on the 22d July last in charge at Sixmilebridge. 1 
proceeded to ascertain what Guns had been discharged. I examined the Guns of the 

Third 
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. Third Division of the Thirty-first Regiment by putting my Finger into each Barrel. I 
said to each Soldier, whose Gun as I thought lmd the Marks of being lately discharged, 
“You have fired, have not you?” to which each Soldier thus addressed said “Yes.” I 
asked each Man who answered “ Yes ” his Name. The Names are John Gleeson, John 
Dwyer, James Postings, James Sharpe, William Barnes, Thomas Clarke, Isaac West; the 
latter was subsequently altered to “ Weston.” 

To John Quin, a Juror. — (Captain Eager having asked me for a Copy of those Names, he 
stated there was no Isaac West, but there was Isaac Weston ; he also altered William 
M*Mahon to William Whitbread.) There were also Two other Soldiers whose Muskets 
had the Appearance of being recently discharged, and who gave their Names as Corporal 
Carter and John Thompson. I ascertained the Names of Ten Men whose Muskets have 
been recently discharged; of these I made a Mistake in the Names of Two. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graydon. — I do not know the Persons of any’ of the Men who 
gave their Names to me on that Day. The whole of the Party could not hear the Questions 
I put or the Answers I got. I cannot take on myself to say that each Man answered in the 
hearing of the others. I asked several of them did they receive Orders to fire. They 
said not, but that they fired in Self-defence. They and their Comrades were pelted with 
Stones, and some of their Comrades knocked senseless. I made the Alteration apart with 
the Captain, and not in the hearing of the Man. I made Three Alterations. I put “ first” 
after Gleeson’s Name, changed “ West” to “ Weston,” and “ M'Mahon” to “ Whitbread.” 
In consequence of Captain Eagar, who commanded the Party, saying there was no William 
M‘ Mahon, I changed it at his Suggestion to William Whitbread. He also said there was 
no Man of the Name of West; I changed it at his Suggestion to Weston. I saw a Crowd 
round One Man near Colonel Vandeleur’s Committee Room. They had it all their own 
Way, so far as running up and down went. There was no rioting. I saw One Soldier a 
good deal injured. I think he was supported by some Policemen. I saw him near the 
Court House Steps. 

Re-examined by Mr. Cf Donnell.— It was after the People were shot I saw the Soldier 
injured. With the Exception of One little Affray between Two Persons near Colonel 
Vandeleur’s Committee Rooms, I saw nothing that would lead me to dread a Breach of 
the Peace. The People were running about excited, but not riotous. I never heard there 
was a hired Mob for any Person there.

County of City of Limerick to wit. — The Deposition of Bolton Waller of Castletown in the 
County Limerick, Esquire, who being duly sworn maketh Oath and sailh, that I am a 
Magistrate for the County Limerick. I remember the Morning of the 22d of July last. I 
remember a Military Escort accompanying Voters to Sixmilebridge on that Day ; I accom- 
panied them. Remembers when the Military got off the Cars at the Entrance of the \ ulage 
People came out and met them there. The Military formed into a Section of Pen Men as 
an Advanced Guard, Ten Men as a Rear Guard, and the Remainder went by the Side of 
the Cars. I do not know how many Cars; I think about Ten or Twelve entirely and a 
Van. The Cars remained behind when we got to the Bridge. Some Disapprobation was 
shown by a Mob, which increased as we went along. We turned to the Left, passing by 
the Police Barrack. There was a Crowd in the main Street at the Approach to the Court 
House. The Street leads to Miss Wilson’s. I was about the Middle of the Procession. 
The People in the main Street followed us as we passed along; they were very much excited. 
I saw Rev. Mr. Bourke attempt to get at One of the Cars. I told him I was directed not 
to allow anyone to interfere with them. He said he had a Right to get to the Car, and 
that he would. I shoved him off as well as I could. We shoved one another. At last, 
when the Mob pushed him in on me, I called for Two Soldiers. What I mean by “ pushed 
him on me” is, the united Efforts of Rev. Mr. Bourke and the People helped hun in. I 
called to the Two nearest Soldiers to recollect the Orders they got from their Officer, and 
to keep Mr. Bourke away from the Car. The Two Soldiers then pushed him away, de 
was then inside the Line and very much excited, and had a Whip m his Hand, -which lie 
was flourishing. I heard him call the Voters on the Cars “Convicts,’ and pointed them 
out as such. The People were not much increased, but got more excited as we went 
along. Stones were thrown abreast of the Chapel. Could not say what was going on m 
the Rear. The Head of the Escort got into the Lane when I was at the Chapel, ihe 
Mob about me shut out the front Rank when I got up about Two or Three Yaids to the 
Entrance of the Lane. The Stoue-throwing began to get very thick, but chiefly ahead L ot 
me, from Persons who were along the Wall and a Barley Field. The Roa wa 
with People. At the Entrance to the Lane, which was blocked up, the Height oi the Wall 
is about Ewe Feet; that of the Field Four. About 100 were m the Barley Field some 
throwing Stones very violently. I then, on getting into the Lane, hear io 
of me. About Half the Procession was in the Lane at tluB Time. I ran to the 1 ront 
through the Lane ' to know about the firing. Soldiers and People were sc u ing oge ® • 
It was very crowded, and Stone-throwing continued. I saw no one s ri e any pai 1 u 
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Blow. There were about 300 People altogether, not including the Soldiers. When I first 
got in, Two Soldiers had been knocked down ; they were in the Act of rising ; this was in 
the Centre of the Lane. 1 saw another Soldier lying down and badly hurt; he was unable 
to rise ; this was near the Court House. I passed on to the Opening of the Lane, and saw 
a Soldier fall outside the Corner of the Lane; about Two Yards outside the Lane. I saw 
him knocked down and dreadfully cut on the Back of the Head. I caught him by the 
Arm as he was rising, and he fired down the Street. I immediately turned to the Left 
Corner, and saw another Soldier lying down, and a Man over him with a Stick. I heard 
no Shot fired after that. Two Soldiers rushed out and drove away with the Bayonet the 
Man that had the Stick. (On Recollection, the Blow so given was on the Side and not on 
the Back of the Head.) I did not know what Part of the Town 1 was in. On corning out 
of the Lane I did not know I was so near the Court House. Saw neither Military nor 
Police when I first came in front of the Court House, but did when the Mob cleared away. 
The whole I now describe occupied about a Minute. Immediately on tbe hirst Shot being 
fired I heard Rev. Mr. Bourke cry out “ Oh Boys, they’re firing !” I saw him then turn 
round, and, stooping down, went in the Direction of the Rear as quickly as he could. 



Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell . — I did not tell the whole Truth last Night. About 
the Time I was passing down the Police Barrack, Rev. Mr. Burke and I was jostling one 
another. Mr. Delmege happened to pass us by at the Time, and Mr. Delmege said some- 
thin" to this Effect, “Don’t be quarrelling with that Gentleman (Mr. Burke), for lie has 
beet° now helping me to keep the Peace.” I am not a Magistrate for the County of Clare. 

I have no Property in that County. I was not deputed by the Sheriff of the County of 
Clare to go in charge of Voters to Sixmilebridge. I had no Promise of Reward for going 
there ; I had legitimate Business there. I was appointed by the Person who was appointed 
by the Sheriff. I was asked by the Magistrate to assist him in preventing the Voters from 
being molested. The Protection was not too great when they got to Sixmilebridge, as 
Six or Seven Voters were taken from them. I never swore before that Six or Seven 
Voters were taken from us; and I was examined at Sixmilebridge. . I was not asked the 
Question. The Voters were taken away by the Mob at the Lane in Sixmilebridge. I 
did not see any of them taken away. It was possible for them to have walked away ; they 
could have done so at any Part of the Day. I do not think that Mulqueeny was put into 
the Van to keep the Voters there. The Van was not locked. It was to prevent People 
coming to interfere with the Voters that Mulqueeny was put into the Van, with a Body of 
Military outside. I do not believe anything as to whether the Voters were Roman Catho- 
lics or not. I was a Stranger in the Village of Sixmilebridge. I told Rev. Mr. Burke 
I was appointed by Mr. Delmege to protect the Voters on that Day. . I think the Appear- 
ance of the Cavalcade would suggest the Words “ Convicts.” Convicts always go against 
their Will, while die Voters went with their own Consent. I could not say whether I was 
by when the chief Number of the Voters were got. 1 said to Two Soldiers, “Recollect 
the Orders of your Magistrates; do your Duty, and keep this Man off.” The Stones 
began to be thrown at the Chapel, and continued to be thrown up to the Lane, which iB 
about Seventy Yards long. The Stone-throwing was never very violent at the Centre 
where I was. The serious Attack was made at the Entrance of the Lane, where the Barley 
Pield was. The Barley Field forms One Side of the Lane. I saw the People in the 
Barley Field throw Stones, but I could not see those in the Lane. I saw Forty Yards of 
the Bailey Field. I did not look for a Magistrate when I saw the Stone-throwing; I did 
not communicate with any of the Authorities, as I did not apprehend Danger until we 
came to Head of the Lane. I did not go to an Officer when I came to the Lane, the 
whole Thing was over so quick. I saw the Attack made before the First Shot. When I 
heard the Shot I ran to the Post of Danger, to see if I could be of any Use. The Soldiers 
I saw down might have fallen in the M&lee from the Weight of their Knapsacks, for what 
I know. I passed a Soldier I saw lying. I left him to his Fate, like the Voters. I never 
got a Blow of a Stone in tbe Mel6e, but One fell very near me. I cannot swear I saw a 
Stone hit the Soldier that I saw fall at the Corner of the Lane. His White Collar was 
covered with Blood, and also his Shoulder. I cannot swear whether there was the Mark 
of Blood in his Coat before he fell. I saw him previous to his falling. It was the Soldier 
I assisted to raise that fired down the Street. I think I swore those Words at Sixmile- 
bridge, “ that I saw another Soldier knocked down at the Corner ; that 1 saw that Soldier 
getting up; that he presented his Firelock, and fired; that he had hold of him by the Arm 
at the Time he fired, which may have prevented him from killing anyone,” or Words of a 
similar Import. I saw a Soldier fall from the Effects of something that struck him; I 
think it was a Stone, but am not certain. It was not a Cabbage Stump nor a Turnip Top ; 
from the Effects of the Blow I am certain it was neither. The Stones were flying about 
him in all Directions. I did not see a particular Stone strike him. 



Re-examined by Mr. Graydon . — As long as I was able alone to keep Rev. Mr. Burke 
away from the Cars I did not seek the Protection of the Military. The Road there is so 
much wider than the Barley Field that a Person standing at the broad Part of the Road 
would be on a Line with the Field. I believe that what I swore at Sixmilebridge was, 
that the Soldier fired past the Court House, which is down the Street I am not sure of 
that, but I am certain now the Soldier fired down the Street. 

To 
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To the Coroner. — The Soldier was bleeding quite fresh when I took him up; Blood was 
runnin" down. I cannot say whether he had his Hat on or not. 

To Mr. Cooke, a Juror. — I saw no Sign of Liquor on the Soldier, or any of them.

County of City of Limerick to wit. — The Deposition of Benjamin Boyse, Sub-Constable 
of Police, stationed at Sixmilebridge in the County of Clare, who being duly sworn saith, 

I recollect the 22d July last. I was stationed at the Corner of the permanent Barrack at 
Sixmilebridge; a Barrack Orderly and a sick Man were with me. Police Barrack is at 
the Corner of the Two Roads, One of which leads up to Miss Wilson’s, and the other up 
to the Green. The Approach by the main Street is to a Person coming from Limerick 
the ordinary Approach to the Court House. 1 was at the Corner of the Barrack when the 
Military Escort came up. It was the Right-hand Corner of the Barrack, at the “ Green” 
Side. There were a Crowd of People that extended from the Corner of the Barrack up 
to Miss Wilson’s Gate. The Military Escort passed by the main Street and turned off at 
the Corner of the Barrack. No People were on the Road they took except Two or Three. 
When the Military were about Twenty Yards from the Corner of the Barrack a Stone was 
thrown. Some of the Crowd followed in the Rear, and some went round by Miss Wilson’s. 
About a Couple Hundred Persons followed in the Rear of the Military. I heard One of 
the Men in the Crowd say, as the Military came up, “ Come, Boys, here they are, will ye 
let them pass V” He had a Stick in his Plands. I saw Rev. Mr. Burke first after the 
Military passed the Barrack. He was in the Crowd, and had a Whip in his Hand. When 
the Procession moved on I fell to the Rear. The main Body of the Crowd was between 
me and the Military. I saw Numbers of Stones pelted at the Military and Voters, according 
as the Cavalcade moved on. The Crowd increased; the Stone-throwing increased when 
they came near the Chapel. When they got to the Chapel the Stone-throwing was very 
violent. They commenced throwing from the Side when they got to the open Space. I 
went on with the Party to just opposite the Chapel. I did not go beyond the Chapel. 
About this Time the Head of the Voters was in the Lane. I was in the Rear at the 
Chapel. The Stones were coming from each Side and from the Rear; I do not think I 
ever saw more violent Stone-throwing. The Lives of the Soldiers were in my Opinion in 
danger. I saw Stones hop off the Bayonets and Muskets of the Military about the Chapel. 
I saw Three or Four Soldiers turn round. They beckoned with their Hands to the People 
to keep back. Stone-throwing still continued. I turned back when I heard the Fir t Shot 
fired. I returned to the Barrack when I heard the First or Second Shot. I turned round 
and heard Four ; I think Six or Eight Shots were fired entirely. 

(Mr Graydon here proposed to have the Witness examined as to the Conversation 
between Witness and Rev. Mr. Burke as they were returning from the Direction in which 
the Shots were fired; to which Mr. O’Donnell objected, and to winch Objection the 



Coroner agreed.) 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'DonneM.— Just opposite the Chapel I turned back, about 140 
Yards from the Chapel to the Court House Corner, and about Eighty Yards from the 
Corner of the Court House to the Forge. I know nothing whatever of the Circumstances 
under which the deceased Michael Molony came by his Death. When I turned back 1 
considered the Lives of the Military in danger. The Centre of the Cavalcade was about 
Four Times the Length of this Court House. I was then standing at the Green. Stones 
might be thrown at the Cavalcade, and I would not see them distinctly. I was not near 
the Military; the Crowd was between us. I did not get a Blow of a Stone. Saw no 
Soldier struck; saw no Hat broken; no Blows struck by anybody ; no Coat torn ; no Voter 
taken away; no Shot fired from the Rear. There were Two Officers in charge of the 
Party. No Bayonet Wound given. Soldiers beckoned with their Hands to the Crowd to 
keep back before Shots were fired. Saw a Man fling a Stone, and did not arrest him. 
Saw the Origin of the Row, and did not stop it, or arrest any of the Party. It was a 
Woman I saw throw the First Stone. 1 think I saw as many Men as Women, and Women 
as Men, throw Stones. I don’t think I saw Boys throw Stones. I often saw a^h.p with 
Mr. Burke before. I saw him frequently on Horseback ; it is hts Mode of travelling 
tough the Parish. The Whip Mr. Burke had was a antalUue. ^ Si]b _ Constable .

County of City of Limerick to mit.—' The Deposition of Henry Hutton, nratrad : in the 
Thirty-first Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I am nearly Nine Years m the Service, 
and m the Course of Jtat Time f havl served in. India , and being m -.-Service, I W 
been in Four general Engagements and an Affair. I remembei _ ^ -n j 

with an Escort composed of a Captain, Subaltern, Two Serjean > * „ f , t>; bt 

File. On arriving at Sixmilebridge the Military dismounted from 
Division fell in front in Sections of Ten Men ; Ten Men formed e , 
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Men at each Side of the Cars in connecting Files. Captain Eager commanded the Party, 
and was in front with the Advanced Guard. I was in charge of the Rear Section. One of 
the Serjeants was on each Flank. After crossing the Bridge, and before I came to the 
Police Barrack, I met a Crowd of People. 1 know the main Street which leads to 
Miss Wilson’s; I saw a large Crowd in it, which hooted and groaned us. The Escort did 
not take the Road in which the People were, but continued on straightforward. When the 
Rear Section passed the Police Barrack the Crowd followed the Party. Shortly after 
passing that Corner Stone-throwing commenced from some of the People who were fol- 
lowing the Rear. The Pressure on us became very great. As we moved on there was a 
good deal of jostling. Stone-throwing increased. As we went on I spoke to the People to 
keep back and stop the Stone-throwing, but with no Effect ; I told them they would bring 
Trouble about. I saw a Priest there; I would not know him again; I heard him say, 
“ To see those of our own Religion, and Flesh and Blood, treated like Convicts !” I heard 
the People calling out to pull the Voters off the Cars. This was said in the hearing of 
the Roman Catholic Clergymen. Stone-throwing was very violent at this Time. In my 
Opinion the Stone-throwing must have been seen by the Roman Catholic Clergyman. 
Stone-throwing was worse at the Turn to the Chapel, and continued till they entered . the 
Lane. Stones thrown were very large and dangerous, and came very fast. Stones were 
thrown at the Voters first, but afterwards at Military and Voters. I faced my Men about, 
and drove them back with the Bayonet; I faced my Men about and showed Front very 
frequently as far as I could; moving on, I showed Front. Showing Front checked them 
for the Moment; but when we turned our Backs the Attacks were renewed; as often as 
we resumed our Places to move on they renewed the Attack. I considered the Lives of all 
the Party in danger. I faced my Men about, and ordered them to load at the Time. I 
considered the Lives of the Party to be in danger. The Party loaded; it appeared to 
have no Effect on the People. When we resumed our Position the Attack was renewed; 
I was myself struck Three Times ; I was struck on the Shakoe, back of the Neck, and 
between the Shoulders with Stones. The greater Part of the Men under my Command 
were struck with Stones; I saw the Stones rattling on the Bayonets, and saw them strike 
them. The Men under my Command bore this Usage at first with great Patience, but 
when they saw their Comrades knocked down they became excited ; they said to me they 
would be murdered; that the People would have their Lives; and asked Permission to 
fire. I succeeded in restraining my Men from firing. The Lives of the Party were in 
danger at that Time. I gave no Orders to fire. Seeing the People fly by me from the 
Front after the firing took place prevented me from giving Orders to fire. If the People 
had not fled at the Time I would have felt it my Duty to give Orders to fire. I observed 
the Arms and Accoutrements of the Men after the Occurrence, about Three Fourths of 
which were injured from the Effects of Stone-throwing. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Donnell . — I should fire on a flying Individual if he committed 
any Atrocity, if I were certain it was he. If a Man in a Crowd flung a Stone at me which 
did not hit me 1 would not fire if he were running away. It is the Duty of the Military, 
when they go in aid of the Civil Power, when Resistance ceases to cease firing; a flying 
Man is not resisting. Another of the Military Orders is, “ Never to fire until distinctly 
required by a Civil Magistrate.” It is a Violation of Military Discipline to fire without 
Orders. The Soldier who fires after hearing his Officer order not to fire is deserving of the 
highest Punishment. Had no Idea whether there was an End to the Lane going to the 
Court House or not. None of the Soldiers of my Party was cut on the Face; One was cut 
on the Head. None of the Rear Section was cut on the Face or Head. Saw none of my 
immediate Party knocked down. Saw Soldiers on the Ground. Cannot say whether I 
saw any of my own Subdivision on the Ground ; the greater Part of the Men were Strangers; 
did not belong to my own Company. Made no Communication with the Magistrate at the 
Time. Was afraid to reduce his Party. It is quite clear 1 was not distinctly, or at all, 
required by the Civil Magistrates to load. Circumstances required it; the Attack on the 
Party and their Lives in danger were the Circumstances. I considered our Lives in 
danger from the Turn of the Chapel to the Entrance of the Lane. I loaded on hearing the 
First Shot; that Shot was fired in front, where Captain Eager was in command. The Sight 
of the Bayonet checked them for awhile, up to the Time I heard the First Shot. At the 
Time when the Roman Catholic Clergyman made use of the Words before mentioned there 
was great Confusion and groaning, Stones hopping off the Hats, Muskets, and Bayonets. 

Re-examined by Mr. Graydon . — The Military Orders prohibiting Soldiers from firing 
without Orders do not apply to the Case of a Soldier using his Arms in Self-defence. A 
Soldier separated from his Commanding Officer by a riotous Mob so that he cannot com- 
municate with him, and that the Life of the Soldier being in danger, that Man is justified in 
firing without Orders. (Mr. O’Donnell here objected to this Part of the Evidence being 
received; the Coroner overruled the Objection.) If the Member of a riotous Mob were to 
knock down a Soldier in the Course of a general Attack upon a Military Party, that Sol- 
dier, on recovering, would, in my Opinion, be justified in firing on the Man that struck 
him though he had turned his Back. It is mere Common Sense that enables me to give 
the latter Answers. Henry Hutton, Lieut. Thirty-first Regiment.

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County of City of Limerick to wit. — The Deposition of George Studdert Stnddert of 
Newmarket in the County of Clare, Esquire, who being duly sworn maketh Oath and 
saith, I remember being at Sixmilebridge on the 22d July last; I was immediately before 
the Court House when firing commenced. A few Minutes before firing commenced I saw 
the Reverend Mr. Clune coming up the Street from Miss Wilson’s, and pass me. He 
addressed the People in front of the Court House Two Minutes before firing commenced; 
about 100 Persons were there. (Mr. Graydon proposed to have Witness examined as to what 
the Reverend Mr. Clune said to a Crowd assembled in front of the Court House some 
Minutes before the firing commenced in the Lane, which the Coroner declined admitting, 
inasmuch as there was indisputable Evidence that there was no Symptom of Riot in the 
Street where it was stated he so addressed the Crowd, and that everything was tranquil 
in front of the Court House in the open Street up to the Report of the Shot being heard 
in the Lane). I heard Mr. Clune address People on that Day; he made Gestures and 
Signs; this was opposite the Court House, which is a few Yards from the Corner of the 
Lane. The. Signs he made was waving his Hands, as if directing the People to go round 
the Corner down the Lane; he appeared very excited. The People rushed round the 
Corner down the Lane, and in a Couple of Minutes after I heard the firing. (Mr. Graydon 
here proposed to have what Mr. Clune said to the People detailed by the Witness, and 
in consequence of the previous Answers of the Witness the Coroner consented to do so; 
to which Mr. O’Donnell objected, on the Ground that Molony is not proved to have been 
present, or to have gone into the Lane, and that the Evidence of any Words by a Third 
Party in such Case is not material to the Issue). Mr. Clune said “ Shame, Shame, Boys, 
Shame, is there a Man among you?" or “is there a Man by me?” I forget which, “ here 
are all the Voters from Cratloe, coming in covered Cars ; go, go !” waving his Hand round 
the Corner of the Court House down the Lane. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Donnell.— A Man was wounded near me while he was running 
into the House where I ran myself. I had to run from the firing though I did nothing. 
The House was Twenty or Thirty Yards from the Court Plouse. (Describes how Mr. Clune 
had his Hat partly off, and his Hand to his Head.) 

Re-examined by Mr. Graydon. — The Name of the wounded Man was Coonarty ; I saw no 
other Man wounded, and I had a View of the Street. The House into which lie was taken 
was the temporary Police Barrack; the Police Barrack is at the Left-hand Side as you go 
down from the Court House. I went into the Police Barrack about the Time the Two last 
Shots were fired, and I saw no Person wounded on the opposite Side.

County of City of Limerick to wit. — The Deposition of James M‘Bernie, Sub-Constable 
of Police, who being duly sworn saith, I was in Sixmilebridge on the 22d July last. I 
was placed at the Corner of the Court House near the Lane on Duty. 1 heard firing in 
the Lane on that Dav ; before that I saw People in front of the Court House, about 
200 of which passed into the Lane about Two Minutes before the firing commenced. I 
heard a Man coming in front of the Court House say, « Come, Boys, come !’’ he went 
into the Lane and soon returned saying, “ Here they are, let us rescue them." I did not 
hear at that Time, but since heard, to be Uliclc Bourke. I heard One Shot fired, and 
went into the Lane to know what caused it; while there Two Shots were fired ; and I 
was carried out by the Rush the People made getting out of the Lane. I saw Soldiers 
come out of the Lane ; the People running before them ; some went up, some went down, 
some across the Street, and more in front of the Court House. There were a great 
Number followed after, and were behind the Soldiers that came out. I saw Stones thrown 
from the Direction of the Barley Field, and some fell at my Feet. I was standing in front 
of the Court House ; more of the Stones went round the Comer. At the Time the Stones 
were thrown a Soldier came up to me ; while I was so standing with my Back to the Court 
House his Cap fell off. I saw him fire up the Lane. I saw Stones fall about the Place 
where he was standing; he stumbled in against the Court House at the Laue Side. r ‘'^ 



Cap of another Soldier who was standing out farther in the open Street also fell off; the 
“ ‘ occupied about Two Minutes. I heard the Captain say, « Cease firing," after which 



firing occupied a 
I heard no more Shots. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Donnell.— I was in Court when Lieutenant Hutton was 
examined. 1 could not hear a Word he said. I heard Captain Lager give the Order 
to cease firing, but once I put my Back to the Wall to avoid the Balls. I saw a Man 
fall off a Wall of the Barley Field. I saw another fall on the Road; he was wounded on 
the Hip. I afterwards observed Two Soldiers in the Act of firing up the Ennis Road, 
but did not fire, as the Captain gave Orders to cease firing ; the same 1 wo made a Charge 
at a Man who was running, but who I did not see do anything with their Bayonets. That 
was after the Captain gave Orders to cease firing. A Third Soldier also charged the same 
Man with the Bayonet at the same Time with the other Two. I saw that Man afterwards, 
after coming out of the Hospital ; he had One Wound in liis Breast. 

Cross-examined l, j Mr. Graydon.— I saw a Man wounded in the Hip next die Wall 
running out from the Lane neat- the Court House; about Three Hards Ironi the Wall of 
the Barley Field he fell; he was a young Man.

County of Limerick to wit.-Secni Witness.- The Deposition of Robert Eagar, Captain in 
the Thirty-first Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I am Captain of Thirty -fust Ke p 
ment. I am upwards of Twenty-two Years in the Service. I have seen active Service 
during that Term. I have been in Affghan Campaign in 1842. I commanded the Militaty 
Escort at Sixmilebridge on the 22d July last. I proceeded from Wellesly Bridge towards 
Ennis in charge of about Eleven Cars and a Van, some with Voters and some empty. We 
went on some° Distance on the Road; about Two Miles from Limerick we met a Car on 
which were Two Gentlemen. Mr. Delmege asked me, if I would come hack to liberate some 
Voters. I turned back with a Serjeant and Eighteen Men. Mr. Delmege and some Cars 
accompanied me back the Way we had come until we came to a 1 lace I smee heard to 
be Thomond Gate, when I came up to a corner House, opposite winch was a Mob about 
Forty or Fifty People. Mr. Delmege got off the Car and went towards those People. 1 
first loaded mv Party; to load for which, I think, there was a perfect Necessity. After 
some Time a Door in the House was opened, and some People came out of the House 
and passed me, and went towards the Cars ; they were laughing and shaking Hands. 
Thev got on the Cars, and I went instantly with them. On getting on the Car I ordered 
my Party to fix Bayonets, which they did. And on the Road I asked my Party if they 
had taken off the Caps ; to which they replied, they had. We resumed our Journey, and 
overtook our Party that we left on the Road with Lieutenant Hutton. We all pro- 
ceeded to Sixmilebridge. Our Men could not have unloaded our Muskets from the Time 
we left Thomond Gate until we arrived at Sixmilebridge, and we had no Means to do so. 
When we ° - ot'to Sixmilebridge we dismounted. The Men who loaded in Thomond Gate 
were Tenln Front and Eight on One of the Flanks. My Place was with the front 
Section. I moved from Left to Right, where I thought I would be more useful. I 
recollect arriving' at the Police Barrack at the Corner of the main Street. The Street 
appeared to he quite full of People. I went on straight. The Street I took was empty. 
I met One Policeman there; he directed me to take the First Turn to the Right, which 
brought me across the Green near the Chapel. Before I turned round I saw a Man, 
whom 1 now know to be the Reverend Mr. Burke, run across in front, and come down 
meeting me. He had a Whip in his Hand, which he was flourishing. It was like a 
Postilion’s Whip— short Handle and a Lash. He was talking in a very excited Manner, 
apparently to the Voters under my Charge. From the few Words I could gather, I heard 
him make use of the Word “God;” I heard him say something like “Traitors,” and 
“Guarded like Convicts;” but I could not connect the Words. He passed towards the 
Rear and I continued to move on. The Place in front was_ then quite clear. I cannot 



sav what Distance Lieutenant Hutton was from me. Shortly after, when I got to the

Corner of the Road near the Chapel I saw a Mob rush out of the Lane towards me. 
afterwards ascertained the Front of that Mob was wider than the Front of the Lane. I 
met the Mob between the End of the Lane, and where I first saw them, which was at 
the Chapel Corner. When I came up to them, they fell to my Left, and to their Right. 
Some stood against the Wall, and some fell back to the open Space. When they fell 
back the Frontage of the Field, Lane, and Road were quite full of People. When I 
o-ot to this Place I and my immediate Section walked steadily into the Lane. The 
shouting and °roaning commenced very loudly, and Stone-throwing commenced partially. 
I said frequently to the Mob, which had a threatening Aspect, “ For God’s sake Men 
mind what you are at; my Men are all loaded.” When I advanced some Distance in 
the Lane, the Stones were thickening. I reached a Point which I now know to be 
the Bridewell Wall, when a Voice from behind said, “ Look round, Sir.” I turned 
round directly, and saw People on the Right Side of the Car, immediately behind me, 

apparently 
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apparently struggling with the Civilians on the Car; and the others, with Blades in their 
Hands, endeavouring to cut the Traces. I went back with Two or Three Men to push 
them away with their Bayonets. My Sword was drawn all the Time. On coming up 
to the Car I put my Sword between them to shove them back; and my Soldiers, with 
their Bavonets, not pointedly, endeavoured to do the same. I was still doing that when 
I heard the Shot fired. The Stones were coming on very thick, and the Excitement very 
or eat. (Here the Witness describes with his Hands the firing.) On hearing the. First 
Shot I turned round to get in front of my Men. Just as 1 was getting into the First 
Rank of my Men, the Mob were facing them. I saw a Man with a Blue Coat, and his 
Arm raised; I saw him fall. The Mob immediately turned. All I am now describing 
was almost instantaneous. The Moment I saw the Mob turn 1 called out “ Cease, 
firino-.” On repeating this Order I saw Two Soldiers rush up from the Left in pursuit, 
of a° Civilian. The Noise was not very great after the firing ceased. The Man the 
Soldiers were pursuing was going in the Direction of where the Camp was afterwards. 
At the Time the firing commenced the Lives of the Party, in my Opinion, were in great 
Danger. If the filing had not taken place when it did a great many of the Party, 
mio-ht and would have been killed, and the rest disabled; when the Mob would have 



trot Possession of their Arms. There were People between the connecting Files and' 
bars, on which were the Voters, before the firing. Before the firing everything appeared 



Cars, on which were the Voters, before the firing. Before the hrmg everything appeared 
very much confused. I remember the Soldiers coming round the Front of the Court’ 
House. I saw Corporal Marshall brought forward leaning on Two of his Comrades,' 
covered with Blood, and Blood dropping from the Heads of the others. I saw slight 
Marks of Blood on Two or Three others, and One limping. I saw One Knapsack much 
injured, and others damaged. I saw One of the Serjeants Shakoe quite stoned in. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell- Obedience to Military Orders and Observance of all 
Military Rules, is the Foundation of all Military Discipline. It is One of the Military 
Regulations that the Troops are not on any account to fire except by Word of Command 
from their Officer, atid the Officer is not to give the Word of Command to fire until dis- 
tinctly required by a Civil Magistrate. I asked Permission to load; the _ Words I used ' 
were “ Shall I load ?' Our Orders are to act under the Directions of the Civil Magistrates, 
but not in a Military Point of View. I asked the Magistrate at Tbomond Gate, should I 
blow the Door of the House open, as he could not get in? I saw People in the Window; 
talking to Mr. Delmege, but I did not hear them ask him or anyone else to have the 
Door opened. The Moment the Shot was fired, 1 said “ Men, mind the Women, and I ran to 
the Front. The Men fired in violation of Rule Number Eight, of the Queen s Regulations. 
It is One of the Queen’s Regulations. “ The firing is to cease the Instant it is no longer 
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necessary, and Care is to be taken not to fire upon Persons separated from the Crowd.

I think a Soldier, or any Body of Soldiers, firing on anyone going on his Business 
peaceably, doing no Harm to anyone, is most unjustifiable. Assuming that a Crowd were 
dispersed end lying, and that a Body of Soldiers fired upon and shot a Man Fifty Yards 
off, his Back turned, going about his lawful Business, and who had not been proved to be 
One of the Rioters, such Conduct would be exceedingly wrong ; but if a Man strikes a 
Soldier or his Comrade with a Stone and then runs away, the Soldier would be justified 
in firing on him, because he may he going to pick up another Stone, it was not neces- 
sary to posh Men at one Side to break the Ranks. The Cavalcade was fioni 80 to 120 
Yards, and Eleven Men at each Side. Convicts are guarded to keep in their Places, and 
r. v;„u,-,n/a nr Trmiw i.o their fel low Citizens; those Men I had 



charge of were guarded to prevent their fellow Citizens froin doing Injury to them. I.

Cross-examined by Mr. Qraydm.— There are General Orders for the Regulations of the 
Troops in Ireland besides the Book produced (Queen is Regulations), but 1 ptesame they 
are founded on these Regulations, I think some Two Men mast have fired together.

— The Deposition of George Marshall, 
Corporal of Thirty-first Regiment, who being duly sworn saith, I recollect the 22d July last. 

I was One of the Escort that went to Sixmilebridge. When the Men dismounted I was One 
of the connecting Files; about No. 8. File. I was nearer to the Rear than to the Front. 

I remember when the Party got into the Lane People were throwing Stones; they were 
inside me; the People were all close together. About the Soldiers that was the State 
of the Road at that Time. I saw the People trying to pull the Voters off the Car. T 
was opposite the Two First Trees going up to the Court House on the Barley l'ield Side 
in the Lane. ; the whole of the People were between those Two Trees which attracted my 
Attention before I was knocked down. I got a Blow of a Stone on the Head which 
knocked me senseless ; there was Shot fired previous to that. I got One Blow on the 
Back of the Neck and Two on the Crown of the Head; I also got a Stab in the Jaw 
from something like an Awl ; my private Parts were and are still injured. 1 received all 
those Injuries while lying on the Ground. I got a Wound on my Elbow. I received 
Eleven Wounds altogether. I do not recollect how I got up again. I was between dwo 
Comrades when I came to my Senses. I am since then under medical Treatment for the 
Injuries I received. I was the Superior Officer of the Men that were around me. (Pro- 
duces the Musket which has since remained loaded, and describes to the Jury the Injuries it 
received. Produces also his Coat which he wore on that Day, and shows the Marks of Blood 
from the Wounds he got that Day ; similar Marks were also on his Haversack, Knapsack, 
and Straps which he wore on that Day, and which he produces to the Jury.) 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell. — I am quite sure I heard no Shot before I fell. I 
heard a Shot on getting up. 

To Mr. Graydon. — I did not fire that Day. 

To Mr. Graydon. — I loaded my Musket on that Day at Thomond Gate. 

Cross-examination resumed by Mr. O'Donnell. — The People would have pulled the Voters 
off the Cars only being prevented by the Military. I was insensible when the Injuries 
were done to my Musket. There were about Eight or Nine Cars in the Lane. I saw 
a Horse run away with One of the Cars after 1 recovered. I was a Fortnight in Hospital; 
the Medical Man who attended me is not here. The Six Wounds on my Hands were the 
Effects of Stone-throwing. I saw some of them inflicted before I was knocked down. I 
can’t tell how many. I was struck on both Hands before being knocked down. I never 
spoke to any One of the Men of my Company on the present Subject from that Day until 
this. I had a Conversation with One Gentleman who came to the Hospital on this Subject, 
and with no other Person whatsoever. (Witness pointed out Mr. Murphy, Solicitor, as the 
Gentleman with whom he had such Conversation.) I was assisted down from where I was 
struck to Police Barrack by Reverend Mr. Bourke. 

Re-examined by Mr. Graydon. — Mr. Murphy told me to tell no one what I know about 
this Transaction.

— The Information of Henry Keane of Beech Park in the County of 
Clare Gentleman, who, having been first duly sworn, maketh Oath and saith, that on 
Thursday the 22d Day of July last, Informant avrived at the Village of Sixmilebridge in 
the County of Clare, with some Voters and a Military Escort, and when they entered the 
Village they were met by a large Mob, who began to groan and hoot; and after Informant 
and the Escort had come to the Barrack Side of the Bridge Informant saw a Roman Catholic 
Clerovman, whom lie has since learned to be the Reverend John Bourke, Parish Priest 
of Cratloe, join the Crowd, who were crying out “Here are Keane the Sonper’s Men !”

And as 
the Procession advanced towards the Lane the Stone-throwing, which had been going on

I heard that some 
Voters were at Mr. Edward Goggin’s of Burton Hill, and as my Brother, William White, 
was One of them I was anxious to know what Way they would go. I saw a Party of Men 
with Cars coming from the Direction of Limerick going towards Mr. Goggin’s, and from 
thence they went towards Burton Hill. I saw them return about an Hour, and they had 
People on the Cars, not One of whom I knew, as I was too far away from them ; they 
returned towards Limerick ; when I saw them coming I went out of their Way. On my 
Return to my House in about an Hour and a Half after I left it I learned that James 
Frost and his Two Sons (Edward and Pat Frost from Delta) came to my House during 
my Absence and took Shelter there, and were taken away by the Persons who came from 
Limerick as above stated; all this occurred between Five and Seven o’Clock in the Morning. 
My Daughter, Sarah White, was in the House in my Absence.

Reidy and Kinnevane accompanied 
us to Limerick. The People had Sticks; some of them only. Mr. Henry Keane came 
to Collins’s, where the People came for us, and saw us taken away.

I cannot tell the Name of 
any Person who threw the Stones on that Day. I was so much alarmed that I got off 
the Car and made the best of my Way into the Court House.

They put him on a Car, and went on to Mr. Goggin’s, then towards James 
Collins’s, where they turned with other Cars that conveyed Voters to Thomond Gate in the 
City of Limerick. They then put us all into the Temperance lloom, where we were left 
until Mr. Delmege and the Military took us from it, and brought us on to Sixmiiebridge. 
The only Person of that Party whom I knew was Patrick Kinevane, whom I saw at Collins’s, 
and he accompanied us from that into Thomond Gate.
